Finished In Fifth Place In the Race 
For the League Pennant, 


Brooklyns Hold Same Posi- 
tion In Final Standing. 


How the Other Clubs Lined Up at the Cioso 
of the Season. 


Boston, Oct. 1.— The championship 
season of 1895 of the National League ani 
American Association of Professional! 
Baseball clubs is a thing of the past. 
Baltimore wins the pennant for the second 
consecutive time, with the other clubs 
trailing along in the following order: 
Cleveland, Philadelphia, Chicago, Boston, 
Brooklyn, Pittsburg, Cincinnati, New 
York, Washington, St. Louis, Louisville 

When the season opened, on the 18th 
of last April, the Baltimores, Bostons, 
Clevelands, New Yorks and Pittsburgs 
were regarded by baseballdom the only 
ones in the pennant class, with Philadel 
phia, Brooklyn, Chicago and Cincinnati 
as dark horses, though the Phillies had 
many admirers who thought their batting 
ability would land them in first place 
As it was, the Quakers marred an other 
wise brilliant record by falling down igno- 
miniously before Baltimore’in their last 
series together. 

The Chicago team captured the position 
they fought for, and Anson is probably 
$2000 richer by the result. Of the club: 
in the National league that have been a 
failure this year, Boston, Louisville and 
Cincinnati are the most prominent. 

The home team have tied the Brooklyns 
for fifth place, which is another remark 
able epoch in the struggle. 

The Temple cup series between Balti 
more and Cleveland will begin at Balti 
more. From every indication the Orioles 
should win, as they are in better condition 
than the Spiders. 

Cleveland a Good Second, 

The Cleveland team finished a good 
second, which is as high as the team has 
gotin a good many years. The position 
the Phillies gained is very commendable 
under the circumstances. Pittsburg has 
managed to keep away from Cincinnati 
and New York, while the Cincies win 
from the Giants by .04. 

The New Yorks are at the foot of the 
clubs who have over .500. Baltimore has 
won the largest number of games, 87, but 
she is two games behind her record of last 
year. The New Yorks finished second 
last year with 88 games won, and the 
home team was third with 83 games tu 
their credit. 

Philadelphia finished one place better 
than last year, while Brooklyn, who was 
fifth last season, is tied for that place this 
year. The Clevelands were sixth and 
Pittsburg seventh in the fight of last year, 
and Chicago was where New York is this 
year. St. Louis finished ninth and Cin- 
cinnati 10th. 

Taking in the way the clubs finished 
last season, it will be seen that all of the 
western clubs, with the exception of St 
Louis, have obtained better positions this 
year than last, which proves that the west 
is getting stronger every yearin the game. 

Washington was 11th last year, which is 
the only improvement in the eastern 
clubs, as this year the Senators managed 
to capture 10th place. Louisville finished 
the same this season as last. 

It will not be known for some time yet 
what the Boston magnates intend to do 
aud the new material they will have on 
the team.

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CHINA BENDS HER KNEE 


By Degrading Viceroy Liu For Fail- 
ure to Protect Missionaries, 


1895. 


Premier Salisbury Would 
Permit No Trifling. 


United States Government Also Evinced Deep 
interest in the Matter. 


PEKIN, Oct. 1.—China has yielded to the 
pressure of the British ultimatum by de- 
grading the viceroy of Sze-Chuen, and ac- 
cording in full the other demands of Grea' 
Britain. 

This demand of Great Britain and th 
demonstration of a powerful British 
squadron proceeding up the Yang-tse- 
Kiang are the sequences of the tacit refusal! 
of the Pekin government to satisfy tho 
demands of the Marquis of Salisbury for 
the punishment of the late viceroy ef Sze- 
Chuen, whom Minister O’Conor reported 
to be responsible for the outrages begin 
ning in May at the mission stations ai 
Cheng-Tu, which were followed by the 
massacre at Ku-Cheng. * 

The viceroy’s term of office expiring, he 
left Cheng-Tu, and the Pekin governmeni 
tried to induce Minister O’Conor to be 
lieve that the withdrawal of the viceroy 
had been enforced, and that this action on 
the part of China ought to satisfy th: 
British government. 

Lord Salisbury, however, instructed the 
British minister that nothing would 
suffice less than a public imperial decre: 
banishing the viceroy beyond the frontier: 
of China, with a statement that the crim 
for which he was punished was neglect tc 

Afford Protection to the Missions. 

This action of Lord Salisbury appear- 
to have been prompted by the conviction, 
doubtless based upon foreign office re 
ports, that the Chinese literati, abetted by 
most of the higher officials, foment agita 
tion against Europeans generally, and not 
against the missions alone, and that the 
degredation of the viceroy of Sze-Chuen 
would be a blow to the literati and an 
effective example to the whole of China. 

It is understooa that the United States 
government, although not actively co- 
operating with the British government. 
has been informed of and approves the 
latter’s plans to protect the missions 
which involve the strongest practical 
measures, in the event of the mere squad- 
ron demonstration not proving sufficient 
to wake up the government at Pekin.

T 0 Commemorate the Landing 


of Miles Standish 


Erected at Squantum by Daughters of 
the Revolution. 


The Quincy Historical Society Supply 
Box for the Corner Stone. 


Yesterday was a gala day for Squantum 
when the Daughters of the Revolution, of 
the Commonwealth of Massachusetts 
erected an unique monument commemo- 
rating the 274*h anniversary of the landing 
of Capt. Miles Standish and his exploring 
party on Sqaantum Head, Sept. 30, 1621, 
just about a year after the landing of the 
Pilgrims at Plymouth. 

The day was perfect, and two or three 
hundred people were gathered by noon 
time. Invitations had been extended to 
the societies of Colonial Dames and 
Colonial Wars, to the Massachusetts 
Historical and Quincy Historical, the New 
England Genealogical, the Bostonian and 
the Bostoniana. Barges and carriages 
were waiting at the Atlantic station to 
meet the people who came by train, others 
came in private carriages. Four tally-ho 
coaches came out from Boston, coming by 
the way of the Parks and Milton. At 
Milton Lower Mills a halt was made at the 
old historical house, the Suffolk Resolve, 
which was decorated with bunting. 

Upon the arrival of the tally-hos at 
Squantum the ceremonies were begun. 
Mr. Nelson VY. Titus being master of 
ceremonies, welcomed all to Squantum and 
introduced Rev. Ellery Channing Butler 
of the Adams Temple, Quincy, who 
invoked divine blessing, after which Mr. 
Titus introduced the orator of the day, the 
Hon. Charles Francis Adams, our former 
and much esteemed townsman. 

Mr. Adams’ speech was historical and 
full of interesting data. He sketched 
briefly Miles Standish trip up from Ply- 
mouth, his landing at Thompson’s island 
the night of September 29 and embarking 
early the next morning and crossing over 
to Squantum. He spoke of the brave 
Indiau woman Squanto who guided Stand- 
ish and his men, From her Squantum de- 
rived its name, and it isa name that will 
live on forever. 

Mrs. William Lee of Boston, state agent 
of the Daughters of the Revolution, was 
the next speaker and she extended a greet- 
ing to all the societies present. Many of 
our ladies, who sre abont to join the 
Daughters of the Revolution, were much 
interested in Mrs, Lee and her remarks 
concerning the Daughters. Mrs. Lee 
personally is a very charming woman and 
brimful of patriotism. 

At the close of Mrs, Lee’s remarks all 
joined in singing ‘* America,’’ followed by 
music by the band, composed of young 
lads from the school on Thompson's 
island. These boys were fine musicians 
and added much to the day’s enjoyment. 

The laying of the corner stone was next 
in order and Mr. Adams was deputed to 
assist Mrz. Lee. Mr. Adams said, ‘that 
unless Mrs. Lee was better posted on lay- 
ing corner stones than he, he was afraid it 
would not be done very scientifically.’ 

The box which was furnished by and in 
charge of the Quincy Historical society con- 
tained papers relating to the society, to the 
Daughters of the Revolution, a receipted 
bill for box, a printed slip containing 
account of organization of the Quincy 
Historical society, Mr. Adams’ remarks 
when chosen president of the Society, a 
fac-simile of the Society’s charter, extracts 
from by-laws, copies of invitations issued 
to the dedication of the cairn, photographs 
of Hon. Charles Francis Adams and 
Samuel A. Bates, Esq., of Braintree, a 
map of the City of Quincy, map of pro- 
posed new sewer, catalogue of Adams 
Academy, list of names of the Daughters 
of the Revolution, by-laws, also copies of 
the Quincy Parrior, Quincy Dairy 
LEDGER, High School Golden Rod, Young 
Men, Quincy Monitor and other news- 
papers published in neighboring towns. 
Besides the box, guests present contributed 
pieces of money and other tokens. After 
which Mr. Adams handed Mrs. Lee a 
silver trowel, tied with red, white and blue 
ribbon, filled with mortar and the corner 
stone was laid. Every one present formed 
in line and addéd a stone which the masons 
quickly put in place. 

Swithin Brothers of Quincy furnished a 
block of granite to be inserted in the cairn

Buglers Lovesy of the Roxbury Horse 
Guards and Koppyts of the American 
band, played the ‘‘ Star Spangled Banner ”’ 
on the cornet and all joined io singing. 


Boys from the Farm school raised_tbe 
American flag during the singing and at 
the close saluted the flag and the band 
played ‘‘ The Star Spangled Banner.” 

Three rousing cheers were given for 
Mrs. Lee, Mr. Adams and Squanto and 
another for Mrs, Titus. 

After Rev. E. C. Butler brought the 
services to a close-with a benediction, Mr. 
Titus invited the assembly to his house to 
lunch. In going across the fields to the 
house the Miles Standish spring was passed 
and many stopped to refresh themselves, 
as Standish had done years before. 

The Titus house was hung with bunting 
and looked festive. A large tent had been 
erected with a long table in the centre 
loaded with the good things Caterer Cook 
of Boston knows so well how to serve. 
Coming from the cool breeze of the heights 
to the comfortable tent and piazza was a 
delightful sensation, to say nothing of the 
effect of the hot coffee, escaloped oysters, 
steamed clams, etc. 

As the sun was beginning to wend its 
downward course in the west, the people 
bethought themselves it was time for them 
to wend their way homeward. 

For a most enjoyable day the people were 
indebted to Mrs. Lillie B. Titus, who 
planned and carried out the erection of ths 
cairn, and to Mr. and Mrs, Titus who en- 
tertained all right royally. Mrs. Titus is 
an intimate friend of Mrs, Lee, and both 
are eathusiastic patriotic women.

A PIECE OF SOAP. 


It was about ten years ago, in the 
month of December. The day was clondy 
and dull, and the wind was roaring 
among the oak trees.

**So he always says, yet he never gues 
much farther from his little shop than 
a rabbit does from its burrow.’’ 

A little 
poaching on the sly and occasionally 
dressing a beard are not enough to fill the 
pot. Yet he does nothing else, so far as 
Iecan see.’”’ 

‘Bridevent is a sly one, Maitre le 
Hodey, and has put aside a little money. 
He used to keep a cantine, and has done 
other things than shave chins.”’ 

Satisfied with what I had heard, I 
asked the proprietor to show me Bride- 
vent’s house and left the inn. I found | 
it, as he had described, a low, pictur- 
esque cottage, standing alone far back 
from the road, with its broad, sloping | 
roof giving to it a somewhat Ingubrions | 
appearance, not lessened by its lonely | 
situation. | 

When I was within a few feet of the 
porch, which was partly concealed by 
low bushes, the door suddenly opened 
and a figure appeared. 

It was that of a small man, a very 
small man, squat, dark, thickset, with | 
long arms and tremendously bowed legs. 
The enormous head, which did not set 
straight on the massive shoulders, was 
covered with unkempt black hair. The | 
neck was short and thick, and there was 
scarcely any forehead to be seen. 

Add to this feature that had the ap- 
pearance of having been crushed a large 
mouth with thick lips that drooped at 
one corner and two large gleaming

This pleasantry I had often heard be- 
fore, but from the lips of this strange 
individual it took on a peculiar charac- 
ter.

As I sat there poking up the smol- 
dering embers of the fire the conversa- 
tion of the peasants in the little inn 
came forcibly back to me. And the more 
I thought of it the less I felt reassured.

WEATHER AND CROPS. 


Pavorable Conditions For Harvesting 
Preducts of the Farm. 


But Little Damage Reported 
From Light Frosts. 


Showers Have Had but Little Effect Upon 
Wells and Streams. 


Boston, Oct. 1.—The weekly weather- 


! crop bulletin of the New England service 


for the week ending Sept. 90 is as follows: 

Except along the eastern Massachusetts 
coast, about one inch of raim fell over the 
most of New England during the week 
just passed. The showers on the 26th 
were severe in northern districts, and gave 
a considerable downfall of rain locally, 
while on the night of the 20th one inch or 
more of rain fell in southwestern dis- 
triots. The rain has greatly benefited 
grass roots and newly seeded land, but re- 
ports indicate that i: has had but little 
effect on water supplies. The correspond- 
ent at Winslow, Me., reports that he 
never saw the Kennebec river lower. The 
@bserver at Albany says the Hudson and 
its tributaries are very low. The weather 
during the week has been much more fall- 
like, but without damaging frosts. It hag 
been fine weather for harvesting and r 
curing corn and other erops. The storm 
of the 26th was very severe in thg three 
northern states, and considerable damage 
was done by wind and lightning. The 
correspondent at Strafford, N. H.., states 
that much hail fell, and the hpavy gale 
wrecked fences and tipped over 4heds and 
eorn houses; Luildings were buryed and 
cattle killed by lightning. 

The bulletin of next week will ba the 
last for the season, and will be mos 
in the nature of a summary of the weather 
and crop conditions for the season. 

Temporary Relief From Showers. 

Heavy local thunder showers occurred 
in parts of Maine on the 26th and moder- 
ate rains on the 80th, doing great good 
wherever they occurred. About one inch 
of rain fell during the week at Eastport 
and Portland, but in northern sections the 
amount was generally less, while in many 
towns all crops are still suffering for rain. 
The rain that has come, while of a benefit 
to grass and field crops, has had but little 
effect on the rivers. Apples are dropping, 
root crops are maturing before reachi.. 
their growth and the ground is too dry for 
plowing, generally. Corn is drying off in 
exoellent shape, and much of it is har- 
vested. Light frosts ocourred in places on 
Friday and Saturday mornings, but ro 
damage of amount has been reported. 

Good Harvesting Weather. 

Favorable weather has prevailed in New 
Hampshire for harvesting during the past 
week, and corn cutting and apple picking 
have been pushed, Heavy local showers 
fell on Thursday, helping out late crops 
and doing much good to fall seeding, but 
not enough to affect the wells and streams 
to any great extent, the water supply be- 
ing very low. The correspondent at Derry 
Depot reports that pastures are green and 
that cattle are getting good feed, but most 
observers report pastures badly dried and 
feed poor. Much more rain is needed be- 
fore the ground freezes up. The tempera- 
ture this week has been much lower than 
last, and light froste occurred on the 
morning of the 28th. Apples are coloring 
up well. Reports from Cheshire county 
indicate that apples and pears are badiy 
rusted. 

Some Damage From Frost. 

Light frosts occurred in Vermont on 
Saturday morning, but doing very little 
damage in most places. In the valleys in 
this state frosts have been quite severe 
but a good many observers report corn 
and vines as green as ever and the late 
varieties growing well. Considerable rain 
fell on the 26th and again on the 29th, but 
the week has been favorable for work, 
and harvesting has been pushed. Corn is 
ouring very nicely. Potatoes that had got 
their growth before the rust struck them 
are of good quality and generally sound, 
but the late ones are rotting badly in 
places. One correspondent in Addison 
county reports some pieces hardly worth 
digging, where two or three weeks ago 
there were no rotten ones to be found. 

Fall Work Well Under Way. 

Fine September weather has prevailed 
for the most part in Massachusetts during 
the week, and fall work has progressed 
nicely. A great part of it is now done, 
and crops are generally out of the way of 
damage by frost. Cornis nearly all cut, 
& good many potatoes dug and squashes 
gathered. Cranbersy picking is progress- 
One correspondent states 
that the recent hot weather did more dam- 
age to the berries than did the frost prio: 
to it. Tender varieties were badly cooked 
on the vines by the sun in many bogs. 
Wells and streams continue low, and 
summer seeding of grass has been much 
injured by the dry weather. In many 
fields the seed came up poorly, and that 
which did come was burned by the hot 
sun. Apple picking is going on, and they 
are pronounced riper than is usual in 
September. There are many wormy ones. 

Wells Still Low. 

Fully one inch of rain fell in the south. 
ern part of Rhode Island during the week, 
and a good deat of benefit has resulted to 
all grass roots and fleld crops, but much 
more is needed to have an appreciable 
effect on wells ang streams. Harvesting 
is going on rapidly under most favorable 
conditions. The observer at Narragan 
sett Pier reports potatoes badly injured by 
wire worms; one farmer reports 2U0 bush- 
els destroyed by the pests. 

Apples Dropping Badly. 

The correspondent at Storrs, Conn., re- 
ports the 28d the hottest day of the season, 
but with much cooler weather during this 
week. The hot sun of last week burned or 
“baked” the sides of apples on the trees 
causing quite a loss in places. Tomatoes 
were injured in the same way. The high 
winds of this week, following the hot 
weather, have caused apples to drop quits 
badly. Moderate showers fell over most 
of this state on the 26th and 27th, and 
goodrain occurred on the afternoon and 
night of the 29th, doing a great deal of 
good to grass roots, newly seeded grass 
and grain, and helping wells and stream: 
to some extent. Harvesting is well under 
way, but there are a good many onion: 
out yet and potatoes to be dug.

SPANISH VESSEL LOST. 


Cruiser Cristobal. Colon Runs on 3 
Reef and Is Abandoned, 


Buffeted by Fierce Gale and 
Heavy Seas. 


Disaster Has Cast Gloom Over Spanish 
Government Officials. 


HABANA, Oct. 2.—The Spanish cruiser 
Cristobal Colon ran aground on the Bajos 
Los Colorados, off Mantua. All the crew 
were saved. The vessel is a total loss. 

The Cristobal Colon was an iron, bark- 
rigged cruiser of 1130 tons, with engines of 
1500 horse power. She was 210ft. long, 
of 32ft. beam and 1zft. 5in. draught, and 
carried 10 guns. 

The Cristobal Colon formed part of the 
fieet of the Spanish warships detailed to 
watch the coast of Cuba in order to pre- 
vent the landing of filibustering expedi- 
tions from the United States and else- 
where. The cruiser carried four 12-cente- 
metre Hontoria guns, two seven-centemetre 
guns and two rapid-fire guns. Her crew 
is estimated to have numbered about 200 
officers and men. 

The station of the Cristobal Colon was 
the waters about Cape Antonio of the 
Western extremity of the island of Cuba, 
her commander having particular instruc- 
tions to watch the Gulf of Correntes and 
Guadiana, south and north of Cape An- 
tonio. The disaster occurred off Colorado 
Point, in the Gulf of Guadiana, south of 
the town of Mantua, in the province of 
Pinar del Rio, near which territory Ha- 
bana is situated. 

For some days past a cyclonic disturb- 
ance has prevailed over these latitudes, 
and is understood to have recurved in the 
central part of the Gulf of Mexico and 
was looked upon to enter the United 
States through New Orleans and Apalachi- 
cola. The Cristobal Colon appears to have 
encountered the severe weather off Cape 
Antonio and to have put into the Gulf of 
Guadiana for shelter. 

Run Into Cyclone. 

There she tried to ride out the fierce 
gale and heavy seas, but was slowly driven 
toward Colorado Point, off which jutting 
there is a dangerous reef known as the 
Colorado reef. When the commander of 
the cruiser saw that he could not make 
headway against the storm he attempted 
to anchor, according to the stories told 
here, but the anchors would vot hold and 
the cruiser was driven ashore. 

Another report has it that the Cristobal 
Colon ran on the reef at night time when 
her commander believed her to be far 
enough off shore to continue steaming 
against the force of the cyzlone. 

In any case, she ran ashore in a most 
dangerous position and with a heavy sea 
running. Everything possible seems to 
have been done to save the cruiser, but all 
efforts in that direction were useless, and 
j she was abandoned, a helpless 
is, pounding herself slowly to pieces 
on the Colorado reef. 

Some of the crew swam ashore, others 
reached land by means of pieces of wreck- 
age and in the boats, but all the crew, offi- 
cers and men were saved by one means or 
snother.

There has been rare wisdom shown by 
the promoters of the Myles Staadish Monu- 
ment in selecting as the design a cairn of 
natural beach boulders, for thereby they 
have insured the lasting qualities of the 
monument. They have removed all possi- 
bility of defacement by relic hunters, and 
there is no probability that the coarse heap 
of stones will ever be overthrown or dis- 
turbed. 

There is something awe-inspiring in 
these heaps of huge fizid stones; they 
seem to be a part of the past, and, like 
the pyramids of Egypt, to hold a secret 
not to be carelessly told. But, unlike 
the pyramids, these cairns can be marked 
by asingle tablet or carven stone, which 
shall contain the facts in memory of which 
the pile has been reared, and all done at a 
| marvelously small expense. 

This style of memorial, demanding, as 
| it does, no further attention, is to be com- 
mended to those societies and organizations 
which have in mind the memories of other 
days, for, once instituted, it will outlast all 
succeeding generations, and the stories of 
the ages will be safely handed down to 
sons as yet unborn.—Journal.

THE A. P, A. QUESTION 


Likely to Be the Predominant Factor 
In Massachusetts Polities, 


Democrats Nominate George 
F. Williams For Governor. 


Banquet and Speeches Preceded the Con- 
vention at Worcesier. 


WORCESTER, Mass., Oct. 2.—The Demo- 
crate are here py hundreds, attending their 
state convention, which begun at 11 today 
at Huntington hall. 

The convention was called to order by 
Hon. John W. Corcoran, chairman of the 
state committee. Josiah Quincy was the 
presiding officer. 

Hon. John E. Russell, who has worked 
so faithfully and so long for the Deimoc- 
racy, and who has himself for two years 
been the standard bearer in this state, 
presented the name of George Fred Will- 
jams to the convention and moved his 
nomination. 


C. C. Spellman of Springfield, who has 
represented that city in the house and sen- 
ate, was nominated for lieutenant goy- 
ernor. 

Edward J. Flynn of Boston was nomi- 
nated for secretary of state. 

James S. Grinnell of Greenfield, that old 
warhorse of the party, was once more 
nominated for treasurer and receiver gen- 
eral. 

A.C. Whitney of Boston, who was the 
candidate last year for auditor, fills the 
same position on the ticket this year. 

Henry F. Hurlburt of Lynn will repre- 
sent Essex county as the party candidate 
for attorney general. 

Mr. Williams accepted the nomination 
in the following speech: 


Speech of Acceptance. 

Mr. CHAIRMAN AND DELEGATES—No man 
can meet the greatest honor of his life without 
the highest gratitude to those who confer it, 
and a sense of responsibility that the principles 
for which he has contended are trustingly 
Placed in his keeping. 

Such a trust does not change in value from 
failure or succoss at the polls, because in the 
battle of contending parties, principles, more 
than men, appeal to the public for a verdict. 

But when, after years of conscientious per- 
formance of political duty, the man is called 
by his own associates to bear the standard at 
the front, it would not be human if a sense of 
pride and triumph did not possess him when 
he accepted the duty. 

Iknow what is expected of me, and I need 
not say what so many well know, that I should 
have preferred in this year, as in the last, to 
give my strength in support of another candi- 
date with whom I never had, and fear I never 
shall have, the right to compare myself. If I 
did my duty to the party last year, it was 
under the impulse of an inspiring leader who 
this year has declined for good reasons of his 
own to take the responsibilities which are now 
put upon me. 

The success of our canse will on Nov. 5 be in 
the hands of the people; until then I shall 
share with others the duty of presenting the 
arguments which are to be made in behalf of 
the Democratic policy. 

Ihave confidence that I have not been called 
to this leadership with the expectation that we 
may by silence or evasion upon any issue gain 
votes for our ticket. It is not material to me 
what are the prospects of success or failure, 
forI shall fight to win. I have a controlling 
confidence that the platform adopted by this 
convention will sooner or later be the will of a 
majority of our people. May I take advantage 
of this opportunity to suggest some considera- 
tions for the coming contest. 

Two weeks ago I took it upon myself te 
trace out certain lines which seemed to me es- 
sential in the alignment of our forces this fall; 
and I may confess now thit the suggestion of 
my name for this honorable candidacy led me 
to express my views early; first, in order that 
public sentiment might be seasonably tested, 
and, second, that I might not be nominated 
upon any misunderstanding of my views. I 
wished it known in advance that I could not 
refuse toaward just approbation to anyone, 
even a political opponent, who joined us in re- 
proving an 

Assault of Bigotry and Prejudice 


upon the free, open discussion of the public 
welfare by patriots of any religion, race or 
political faith. 

If, as has bein alleged, my words have oper- 
ated to expose the weakness of a hidden politi- 
cal cause, or even to strengthen a powerful 
political opponent, I have yet accomplished 
what I intended, deeming it to be of supreme 
importance to the state that its greatest das- 
gers be first repelled and that no alliance to 
this end be discouraged or refused. 

The second suggestion made at Springfield 
was that the Democracy undertake in this 
campaign the great work of legislative reform 
and purification. Iam satisfied that the pub- 
lic heart has responded to this appeal. Let us 
now gotoour labors seeking strong, earnest, 
just and honest men to represent the Democ- 
racy in our legislation, so that We may now or 
later command majorities with which to put 
our platform of today into living, operating 
legislation. 

In my judgment this platform exposes the 
very roots of that corruption and incom- 
petency which have grown up within the field 
of legislation so as to choke the progress of the 
state and to throw even a deadly shadow over 
the rights of the people. If we may have an 
hone;t and full discussion of our respective 
party policies, our legislative candidates may 
call their opponents to account for a policy of 
usurption of the popular will and popular 
rights which has at last brought our people to 
their knees in prayer for relief. Before the 
legislature, before legislative committees and 
before commissions of the commonwealth, I 
myself have made repeated attempts to 
secure what seemed to me to be undoubted 
public rights only to stand today aghast at the 
utter helplessness of private effort in the face 
of organized corruption and greed. 

I have thought night and day how relief 
might be obtained and our commonwealth re- 
stored to a position in which it can at least 
have self-respect. 

Plans Conscientiously Considered. 


As your candidate now I enter your service 
at least after conscientious consideration of 
the remedies which your platform of today 
advocates. Let all legislative candidates now 
put this platform to the test before the people. 
There can be no doubt, on the one hand, what 
the established policy of the Republican party 
is which is to be extended into the future, to 
take away from the governor elected by the 
people every function which is not guaranteed 
by the constitution. Whereas the popular 
vote can approve or condemn & governor in 
his administration of the public business, the 
Republican party has placed this business ab- 
solutely beyond the reach of the people or 
their executive. 

If, indeed, public affairs are in this republic 
to be continued in the hands of the people, 
how, under Republican policy, can this wili be 
made effective? Commission after commission 
has been entrusted with executive power, the 
members of which have fixed tenure and who 
can be reached neither by any popular vote 
nor throngh removal by the governor. You 
cannot, through your vote or through your 
executive, punish these irresponsible execu 
tives, even for the worst wrongdoing. 

Not satisfied with making captive the busi 
ness of the commonwealth, the Republican 
party proposes to wrench the hands of the 
people from the control even of their home in- 
terests. Even the police power, the protec- 
tion of home, life, property, 1s being now 
progressively removed from the reach of the 
people, and the hands of the law are not the 
hands of the people or their servants, but of 


—_— acai

independent, antogratic, undemoeratic and ir 
responsible masters. 

Together with this system has gone the pol- 
icy of creating powerful corporations to make 
profit from the necessities of the people. 
Your streets, built at the expense of hard- 
earned millions, are turned over without com- 
pensation to corporations created by the State, 
which are now organized together to with- 
stand the just demands of the pubtic and to 
meet by the unlimited expenditure of money 
and political power even the fair claims of our 
citizens upon their own legislature for pro 
tective measures. Not only have these com- 
binations obtained apparently complete con- 
trol of legislative action, but they have used 
the Republican party policy to entrench them- 
selves behind the adamantine walls of irre 
sponsible commissions. 

I beg to ask this one pregnant question: As 
against these policies, powers and combina- 
tions, who represents the rights of the people? 
Where is the defender against the encroach- 
ments of power? 

Alas, there is none, and I venture to assert 
that there will be none until the platform this 
day adopted shall have given to the Democratic 
party the control of the legislature and there- 
with the remedy which this day we offer to the 
people. 

In the days when the plebs of Rome tri- 
umphed over an aristocracy of wealth and 
family, an office was devised which should for- 
ever shield and maintain the rights and privi- 
leges of the people. This office was held by 
one who was Called the tribune of the people. 
He was elected, as the historian Gibbon tells 
us, to defend the oppressed, to pardon of- 
fenses, to arraign the enemies of the people, 
and when he adjudged it necessary to stop by 
asingle word the whole machine of govern- 
ment. This official was elected by the com- 
mons. He had no robes of office, no official 
chair and no troop of lictors, but his person 
Was sacred, he was the court of final appeal, 
and his doors must be open to suppliants 

By Night as Well as by Day. 

There is now no tribune to whom the people 
of this commonwealth can appest, but we can 
at least give to‘the governor, who is elected 
by the whole people, the power, through re- 
sponsible subordinates, to stand responsible 
for the redress of grievances and the assertion 
of the just rights of the public. 

With the giant forces which now under a 
Republican administration stand opposed to 
popular rights it is time that at least some 
David were invested with asling. If we shall 
obtain this champion of the public rights then 
We may proceed well organized to the reform 
of legislative abuses. 

We propose today legislation which shall 
bring back some, at least, of the people's right 
to control their own highways, over which 
they, their goods and their com! rts are now 
conveyed by private corporations. We insist 
that these private bodies shall ro longer be 
conducted merely for private profit, but with 
full accountability to the public for honest ad- 
ministration, just compensation and the high- 
est efficiency. Until these corporations are put 
upon the basis of justice to themselves and to 


the community, they will be regarded by the | 


people as enemies, not friends; they wil! im- 
peril pure government, and not maintain it. 

Reduce these corporations to their proper 
basis as public servants, aud not, as now, pub- 
lic masters, and the arm of the lobby will be 
paralyzed and the fruitful seeds of legislative 
corruption will wither anddie. With sucha 
purpose, Democrats of Massachusetts, with 
such a plan honestly devised, we ask discus- 
sion with our opponents and for the ultimate 
approval of the people. 

Declaration of Principles. 

The platform which was presented to 
the convention contains a short, incisive 
reference to the A. P. A., decrying its in- 
fluence and existence. 

Another plank declares in favor of the 
gold standard for government moneys 
and praises President Cleveland and Sec- 
retary Carlisle for their courage and per- 
sistence in stirring up the country to an 
appreciation of the financial situation 
when the leaders of the Republican party 
paid no attention to the situation. 

The tariff plank says that the effect of 
the new tariff law has just begun to ap- 
pear, and asks the people to wituhold their 
judgment until the whole favorable con- 
sequences of the new statute have become 
known. 

Still another plank asks for legislation 
to make the corporations which hold pub- 
lic francnises, railroads and the like more 
under the control of the state. This part 
ofthe platform insists that the people 
ought to know more about the standing of 
such corporations and that some official 
of the state should be given power to in- 
vestigate their affairs and tell their true 
standing. 

Good Cheer Prevailed. 

The Young Men’s Democratic club of 
Massachusetts gave a banquet at the 
Lincoln House last evening, at which 
about 200 members and guests were pres 
ent. The president of the club, Charles 
E. Stratton of Milford, presided, and after 
dinner addresses were made by Mr. Strat- 
ton, Nathan Matthews, Jr., of Boston, 
John E. Russell of Leicester, John W. 
Corcoran of Clinton, Josiah Quincy, John 
F. Fitzgerald of Boston, ex-Governor 
Russell, Assistant Secretary of the Treas- 
ury Hamlin and George F. Williams. 

Ex- Mayor Matthews of Boston suggested 
that if the Republicans wanted to rid 
themselves of the A. P. A. they should 
adopta resolution at their state conven- 
tion Saturday condemning it by name, 
and refuse any of its friends a voice in the 
party deliberations, 

Messrs. Corcoran and Quincy urged the 
voters to stand shoulder to shoulder in the 
campaign, and Messrs, Fitzgerald and 
John E. Russell replied to Congressman 
Walker's speech before the Massachusetts 
club last Saturday, and especially took 
him to task for what he said about the im- 
peachment of Cleveland. 

Ex-Governor Russell said the case of the 
Democracy against the A. P. A. was based 
on three great principles, the right of 
every citizen to worship God according to 
the dictates of his own censcience, the 
necesssity af popular education and the 
establishment of the public school system, 
and the recognition by the state of the 
rights of parents over the religious train- 
ing of their children. 

Hon. George Fred Williams said: “TI 
took the liberty a fortnight ago to attempt 
to speak what I thought to be the mind 
of the Democracy of this commonwealth 
onthe A. P. A. I held out the hand of 
friendship to the man who I thought 
might be strengthened as a political op- 
ponent upon ordinary political questions, 
because I thought I saw in his words and 
his deeds an ally in acontest which I be- 
lieve must be fought out before any other. 
I wish to see now whether the party that 
gentleman heads has the courage to sus- 
tain him in his position. If it does, we 
may have at last eliminated from our 
politics a deadly and miserable question. 
If it does not, we must keep up the fight. 
We shall see next week.” 


Texas Solons Meet. 

AUSTIN, Oct. 2.—The Texas legislature 
met yesterday with a quofum present. 
The governor in his message reviews the 
laws against prize fighting in Texas, call- 
ing attention to the errors therein. Sev- 
eral bills, strictly anti-prize-fight, were in- 
troduced in both houses, and adjournment 
was had till today. ~ 


Shortis’ Trial Begun. 
BEAUHARNOIs. Que., Oct. 2.—The mur- 
der trial of F. V. C. Shortis, who killed 
two of the employes of the Montreal cot- 
ton mills last spring, in an attempt to rob 
the company, was begun here yesterday.

The general committee on the Hospital 
festival held a meeting at City Hall, Tues- 
day evening, to wind up the affairs of the 
recent festival. There are, however, some 
returns yet to be heard from as well as 
some bills to pay that have not yet come 
in. 

Each committee was called upon fora 
report and the reports made were very 
gratifying, but in many cases, particularly 
that of the ticket committee, were not 
complete. 

The net receipts from the several com- 
mittees as far as known are as follows :

It is thought that when everything is 
settled up the net receipts will not be far 
from $5,000. 

It was voted that all bills be presented 
tothe executive committee for approval 
and settlement. 

Mr. Rice said this festival had been 
gotten up in a hurry and that mistakes 
bad been made but none intentionally and 
he hoped that the citiz:ns would overlook 
anything that might feel like a slight. The 
festival was certainly a great success, even 
if a cent had not been made, for it was a 
good thing to get the people together. The 
Hospital needs and must have the good 
feeling of all, and he would move that the 
matter of thanks be left in the hands of the 
executive committee which was carried. 

Mr. Rice was grateful for what the press 
had done and moved that a vote uf thanks 
be extended for the manuer in which they 
had written up the festival which was also 
carried. 

The Quincy bicycle was then awarded to 
namber 37 which was held by Edwin B. 
Pratt. 

The disposition of the Lovell Diamond 
bicycle, Italian statuary, and other articles 
on books were left in the bands of the 
executive and sales committees. 

The carpet sweeper on the West Quincy 
table was awarded to number 23, whic 
was held by Mrs. Jobnson of Willard 
street. 

Albert Keating moved that it be the 
sense of this meeting that another festival 
be held next year. 

Mr. Rice hoped to see an expression of 
opinion. Nothing would be more pleasing 
to the trustees than to know that some 
plan could be formed to take care of the 
Hospital. A circus could come to town 
and carry away thousands of dollars and 
people would get no more enjoyment from 
it than at the recent festival. One might 
be arranged so as not to draw too heavily 
upon apy one person. Some of the ladies 
bave worked too hard. He would be glad 
to see a Hospital fair committee as a result 
of this motion. 

To carry on the work of the Hospital 
$10,000 was needed every year. We are 
sure of $5,000 from the endowment fund, 
etc. We ought to have $4,000 or $5,000 
every year besides what we are sure of. 
Our endowment fund now is $35,000; it 
should be $100,000. The Hospital should 
be enlarged. If it was sure of something 
of this kind every year he thought the 
wing needed could be built within a year. 
There should be a hall for festivals and 
large gatherings in Quincy. The Hospital 
bas the land, but trustees do not feel as 
though they should build at present, but 
if this should become a success the trustees 
would be able to build for $15,000 He 
thought $1,000 could de raised next year. 
If anyone was in touch with persons about 
to make their will he hoped that they 
would not forg:t to mention the Hospital. 

Mr. Moxon thoughi it wou'd be a good 
thing for Quincy if the trustees could see 
their way clear to build the hall now. 
Evening sales should take place under 
cover. He believed a permanent organiza- 
tion might be made which wonld make a 
steady income for the Hospital. Quincy 
needs a large hall for many purposes. 

The motion of Mr Keating that another 
festival be held next year was carried. 

It was then voted that when this com- 
mittee adjourn it be until the first Monday 
in May, 1896 

It was also voted that the executive 
committee make its report through the 
press.

FERDINANS®’S COUP. 


Baptism to Play an Important Part In Politics 
of Bulgaria. 


Lonpox, Oct. 2.—The infant Prince 
Boris, son of Prince Ferdinand of Bul- 
garia, will be baptized in the Russian Or- 
thodox faith on Oct. 30 next. 

The celebration of that baptism might 
insure Prince Ferdinand his reconciliation 
with Russia, and consequently his recog- 
nition by the powers as the legitimate 
sovereign of Bulgaria, of which he has 
been only the de facto ruler. It might 
show also that political ambition had got 
the better of his religious sentiments, for 
he is a strong Roman Catholic, like his 
mother, Princess Clementine of the Or- 
leanist house, and his wife, the Duchess of 
Parma. 

Ferdinand must have hada hard fight 
before convincing them of the necessity of 
making an Orthodox Greek out of young 
Prince Boris, now two years old, and this 
is why absolute confidence better not be 
placed in the correctness of the informa- 
tion. If it proves to be true, the principal 
grievance of Russia against the Bulgarian 
sovereign will have disappeared. 

It is likely that the Russian government 
would not require Ferdinand himself to 
abjure his faith and become orthodox 
The baptism of his presumptive heir would 
be considered a sufficient token of his will- 
ingness to follow in the tread of Mus- 
covite ideas and policy. The two other ar- 
ticles of the Zankoff program would be 
easily executed. 

A New Departure. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 2.—With the dedica- 
tion yesterday of McMahou hall, the cen- 
traland most beautiful building of the 
Catholic university group, that institution 
enters upon the work of education in sec- 
ular branches. The dedication ceremonies 
were held in the presence of a distin- 
guished assemblage, representing the dig- 
nitaries of the church from every section 
of the country.

Gold Nuggets. 

The structure of gold nuggets was 
the subject of a paper recently read be- 
fore the New South Wales Royal socie- 
ty by Professor Liverbridge. _Among 
other facts stated was the peculiarity of 
such nuggets, on being cut through or 
sliced and polished and then etched by 
chlorine water, of exhibiting a well 
marked crystalline structure closely re- 
sembling the figures shown by most me- 
tallic meteorites, On heating such nug- 
gets in a Bunsen burner blebs or blisters 
form on both the polished and unpol- 
ished surfaces, and on still more strong- 
ly heating these in some cases burst 
with sharp reports, and pieces of gold 
are projected with considerable vio- 
lence. As no explosions have been ob- 
served on dissolving or eating away the 
crusts of these blisters by chlorine wa- 
ter it is thought that the blebs may 
probably be-due to the evaporization of 
some liquid or solid substance. Further, 
in slicing some nuggets, scattered gran- 
ules of quartz were met with inside, al- 
though quite invisible outside. At first 
it was supposed that such explosions 
might be due to the quartz, but the gas 
in some instances continued to issue 
from the burst bleb—where the aper- 
ture formed was small—and forced the 
Bunsen flame out into lateral, just as if 
urged by a blowpipe. 


The Samoan Mascot. 

In time of war it is the tapo’s duty 
to lead on to combat the warriors of her 
village, and she is often in the thick of 
the skirmishing, but should she be 
wounded or killed it is a pure accident, 
as the Samoans have the greatest horror 
of hurting a woman in any way, and 
would not even injure their enemy’s 
tapo. There is a story told of how, dur- 
ing the war which was carried on in 
Upolu fora considerable time, five or 
six years ago, two armies had met and 
were drawn up, blazing into each oth- 
er’s lines, when a native woman ap- 
peared with a cow she wished to place 
in safety. The entire firing was imme- 
diately suspended on both sides till she 
and her charge had crossed the lines 
and were completely cut of harm’s way. 

The women could rely so thoroughly 
on the gallantry of their countrymen 
that they kad no fear during the fight- 
ing, and would take food to their hus- 
bands and brothers at any time, and pass 
through the ranks of the warriors of the 
belligerent army with perfect impunity ; 
as long as the daylight lasted and they 
could be easily seen they were quite 
safe.—‘‘In Stevenson’s Samoa,’’ Marie 
Fraser. 


Engraving on Glass. 

A most ingeniously contrived machine 
for engraving on glass, insuring the rap- 
id and eccnomie production of decora- 
tive work in that line, as also in metal 
mannfactures of every variety, is de- 
scribed in The English Mechanic. 
Among the merits claimed for this de- 
vice is the fact of there being no limit 
to the number of objects that may be 
operated upon simultaneously, with a 
perfect uniformity of workmanship, and 
further, the facility with which this 
machine, being of 12 multiplying pow- 
er, cali be operated upon and replaced 
with fresh objects, is another important 
characteristic, and three different pat- 
terns may be produced in one hour on 
asingle machine. The construction of 
this apparatus fulfills the desideratum 
of great simplicity, it would appear; 
that is, the globes, or whatever is to be 
engraved, are fixed on platforms in two 
upright cylindrical forms, these plat- 
forms being raised or lowered as desired 
by means of a handle, and the engrav- 
ing needles are applied or let off by a 
touch of the treadle—the pattern to be 
followed resting on a board at the back. 


Where Franklin Flew His Kite. 

Colonel Enoch Taylor of this city, 
speaking of the researches of the sa- 
vants into the vagaries of lightning, re- 
marked that probably there were few 
people who ever gave a thought when 
they crossed Spring Garden street in 
the vicinity of Thirteenth street that 
they were walking over the spot where 
Benjamin Franklin flew his kite. Yet 
such is the fact. A diagonal line from 
the southeast corner of what is now 
known as Thirteenth street to Spring 
Garden will about cover the space in 
which ‘‘Poor Richard’ drew lightning 
from the clouds. It wasa bare field 
then, with a few farms and country 
houses scattered around. Bostonians 
fondly imagine that it was on Boston 
Common Franklin conducted his experi- 
ments. That’s a mistake. It was in the 
Quaker City and on the spot referred to. 
—Philadelphia Times.

SHOULD WE ASK 
FOR THE SUFFRAGE? 


BY MRS. SCHUYLER VAN RENSSELEAR, 


IV. 

The first warcry of the still unborn re- 
publio, ‘‘No taxation without representa- 
tion,” is falsely quoted now as a@ warcry 
for woman suffrage. There is no true con- 
nection, historical or ethical, between rep- 
resentation as our forefathers then meant 
it and universal suffrage. Their cry had 
no reference to individual powers or privi- 
leges. It was a collective cry from an op- 
pressed people, practically enslaved be- 
cause their interests—not themselves in- 
dividually—were not represented in the 
British parliament. If the interests of the 
women of America, collectively consider- 
ed, are not represented at the polls, then 
they too may consider themselves op- 
pressed and enslaved and refuse to pay 
their taxes. 

The true basis of the justice of taxation 
is not the permission to take active part 
in the government. ‘The protection of 
the government,’’ says Judge Cooley in 
his “‘Law of Taxation,’ ‘‘being the con- 
sideration for which taxes are demanded, 
all parties who receive, or are entitled to 
that protection, may be called upon to 
render the equivalent.’’ If our govern- 
ment does not recognize the equal claims 
of men and women to receive its protec- 
tion, or if, when it fails to give equal pro- 
tection in certain respects, we can show 
that only woman suffrage is likely to in- 
duce it to, then, and then only, we may 
rightly raise the old cry, ‘‘No taxation 
without representation,’’ and give it a 
new meaning. 

This would be more generally understood 
if certain people had not got into the habit 
of calling women a separate ‘‘class’’ of 
citizens. They are not a special, distinct 
class of citizens, with corporate interests 
unembraced in the corporate interests of 
the community as a whole. Physiologic- 
ally they differ from men, and this fact 
has brought about certain differences in 
legislative action with regard to the two 
sexes, notably as affects participation in 
the work of running our government. 
But as social factors, as children of the 
state, they are inextricably mingled with 
men—as inextricably as they are in fami- 
ly and business life. And the great ma- 
jority of legislative acts must hurt er help 
men and women in equal measure. When 
negroes are legislated for, or farmers, or 
bankers, or fishermen, are not the women 
of the class as nearly, as directly affected 
as the men? Women do not go to sea for 
codfish or whales or seals. But the wives 
and daughters of the men who do are as 
keenly interested as themselves in the 
laws which protect their lives and labors. 
And, conversely, American men are as 
deeply concerned as American women in 
legislation which affects the property 
rights of women, the moral safety of 
young girls, the welfare of the children of 
the poor. 

Are we prepared to say that this is not 
so? Ordo we desire to say that it ought 
not to be so—that women must specially 
care for their own interests, which implies, 
of course, that men may specially care for 
their own? Do we wish to evolve into 
separate ‘‘classes,’’ saying, ‘‘The best in- 
terests of American women are not iden- 
tical with those of American men?’ Is 
this what we do in our families, in socie- 
ty, in the church orin business? 

Tomy mind nothing more dangerous 
could be said to American women today 
than that they need, as women, specially 
to care for the interests of women. These 
cannot be separated, except in certain 
minor points, from the interests of men. 
Our men have never desired to separate 
them. And the blood of the happiness of 
our country will be upon our own heads if 
we set them the example and they are 
tempted to follow it. The ruin of our coun- 
try will lie at our doors if we do aught to 
cultivate this, the most horrible and perni- 
cious kind of selfishness—antagonism be- 
tween the sexes—for from the growth of 
woman's love and respect for man and of 
man’s love and respect for woman, result- 
ing in the consciousness that their best 
interests are indeed and in truth identical, 
all the progress, all the happiness of the 
world have grown. 

I do not pretend to say in how far these 
feelings might be fostered or injured by 
the establishment of woman suffrage. But 
I do say that the tenor of the propaganda 
in favor of woman suffrage has often done 
much and is now doing very much to in- 
jure them, at least among our own sex. 

An advocate of woman suffrage writes 
to me that, nevertheless, “it is a mockery 
to call those free who have no voice in 
framing the laws they are forced to obey.”’ 
Of course this statement is true. But the 
manner in which the writer construes it 
is typical, Iam sorry to say, of the man- 
ner in which a great many true statements 
are being construed just now. When we 
pronounce axioms, we should be careful 
to respect the genuine sense of the words 
which compose them. 

Is it needful that in this connection “a 
voice’ should be understood as meaning 
“ta vote?” Every person has a voice in 
the making of our laws who plays a part 
in influencing any individual voter, or in 
helping to form that deep and strong 
voice called public opinion which influ- 
ences all voters, and the collective result 
of which is the collective vote of a com- 
munity. 

By their fruits ye shall know them—ye 
shall know those who visibly act and also 
those who mold the course of their action. 

Have women really had ‘“‘no yoice’’ in 
the making of laws like those of New 
York and Massachusetts? Are they justi- 
fled in feeling that they must “protect 
their own interests’’ by means of the bal- 
lot box? May they not believe that, if fur- 
ther legislation specially favoring them is 
needed, it will come in the established 
way—through the votes cast by men whose 
conscientiousness it lies so largely in their 
own power to develop, whose thoughts and 
actions are so largely determined by their 
own influence, consciously or unconscious- 
ly exerted? And should they not see that 
their task, which no man can take away 
from them and in which no man can re- 
place them, is to mold public opinion, to 
form and train, inspire and reward the 
executive sex? 

It has been said that only ignoble minds 
can be content with indirect action in the 
political field—with power at second in- 
stead of first hand, with influence in- 
stead of ashare in control. But why is 
this true of politics more than of other 
things? And if it were true of everything, 
could any good work ever be done? No 
one works to himself or herself alone, and 
no one’s mind and life are trained or guided 
by himself or herself alone. Behind all 
people who do worthy things stand others 
to whose help their power of action is due. 
In some noble tasks it is men who thus 
atand behind a woman; in others it is 
women who stand behind a man, And in

Coining on Their Own Hook. 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 3.—For two or three 
months past the United States secret sery- 
ice bureau has been in receipt of com- 
plaints from various parts of the eastern 
country concerning the prevalence of 
spurious coin, mainly half dollars, quar 
ters and dimes, made of pure silver. Chief 
Hazen and Officer Burns immediately set 
quietly to work on the case, and the first 
result of their investigations was the ar- 
rest here of Max Frankel, Moses Rosen- 
garten, Jacob Friedman, Jacob Fineburg 
and Frank Silberman. It was learned 
that these men were only part of an or- 
ganized gang working throughout the 
country, and the disposition of their cases 
was held in abeyance until the leaders 
could be taken. This was accomplished 
yesterday when Henry Greenburg and 
Julius Stein were captured in New York. 
Detectives found in the cellar of a house 
in a New Jersey town an entire coiner’s 
outfit. There was an immense iron press, 
used for stamping; a number of dies; be- 
tween 600 and 700 pounds of nickel, the 
same as that used by the government, and 
a@ quantity of pure silver, which were used 
in the manufacture of bogus dimes, quar- 
ters and halves.

A liberty bell isto be rung at Atlante 
every night until Cuba is free. 

Several Naval academy reforms are 
urged by Superintendent Cooper. 

Judge Houston, ehief counsel of the 
Louisville and Nashville railway, is dead. 

Dr. Mary Walker has bought a farm of 
135 acres just east of Rochester, upon which 
she proposes to raise only women who will 
bind themselves toa life of celibacy and 
will wear bloomer costume. They are to 
work the farm in all details. 


Fighting In Texas. 

Austin, Oct. 8—Corbett and Fitzsim- 
mons must find another place than Texas 
in which to pull off their proposed fight 
for the championship of the world. The 
legislature, by a vote of 107 to 5, passed 
the bill prohibiting prize fighting, and 
thus accomplished the purpose for which 
the governor assembled it in special ses- 
sion. 

The bill that will prohibit prize fighting 
in Texas in the future, as passed, reads as 
follows: 

Section 1—Be it enacted by the legislature of 
the state of Texas: 

That any person who shall voluntarily en- 
gage in a pugilistic encounter between man 
and man, or a fight between a man and a bull, 
or any other animal, for money or other thing 
of value, or for any championship, or upon the 
result of which any money or anything of 
value is bet or wagered, or to see which an ad 
mission is charged, either directly or im 
directly, shall be deemed guilty of a felony, 
and, upon conviction, shall be punished by im: 
prisonmentin the penitentiary not less than 
two nor more than five years. 

Sect. 2—By the term “pugilistic encounter,” 
as used in this act,is meant any voluntary 
fight or personal encounter, by blows, by 
means of the fists or otherwise, whether with 
or without gloves, between two men for 
money or for any championship, or for any 
other thing of value, or upon the result of 
which any money or anything of value is bet 
or wagered. 

Sect. 3—That alllawsand parts of laws in 
conflict herewith be and the same are hereby 
repealed. 

Sect. 4—The fast that there is no adequate 
penalty against prize fighting or pugilism or 
against fights between men and beasts, creates 
an imperative public necessity and emergency 
requiring the suspension of the constitutional 
rule requiring bills to be read on three 
separate days and that this law should be 
effective and be in force from this passage, and 
it is hereby so enacted. . 


A Seventeen-Rounder. 


MASPETH, L. L., Oct. 8.—The Empire 
Athletic club last night furnished an op- 
portunity for the sports to see Arthur 
Valentine, England’s light weight cham- 
pion, try conclusions with Charley Mc- 
Keever, Philadelphia’s pet boxer. In 
round 17 McKeever rushed at Valentine 
and sent him down three times with his 
right. Kach time the Englishman strug- 
gled slowly to his feet and beat the watch. 
McKeever was relentless and pushed his 
advantage, landing his right for the fourth 
time on the desired spot. The English- 
man fell in his own corner and the time 
keeper’s watch ticked off 10 slow seconds, 
but Valentine wa; done this time and 
could not get up. Referee Hurst awarded 
the fight to McKeever. 


Rough Weather on the English Coast. 

LonpDoN, Oct. 3.—Numerous wrecks are 
reported from the Bristol channel and 
other points along the west coast of Eng- 
land. Altogether, 19 steamships and 
large sailing vessels and 30 smaller craft 
are reported to have been lost. Although 
only 24 lives are known to have been lost, 
it is feared that many more sailors and 
fishermen have lost their lives, as the 
coasts of Devonshire and Somersetshire 
are strewn with wreckage. 


Memorable Church Event 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 38.—The Eucharistio 
congress of the Catholic church was 
opened here yesterday with pontifical high 
mass at St. Patrick’s church, Mgr. Satolli 
being the celebrant and Cardinal Gibbons 
and many archbishops and bishops assist- 
ing. The event was one of the most mem- 
orable in the history of the church, as 
with three exceptions all the dignitaries 
and diocesan heads of the church in Amer- 
ica participated. 

Representing Spain’s Side. 

New YORE, Oct. 8.—The Spanish gov- 
ernment has established a formal news 
representative in the United States, and 
Hillary Bell of this city was officially ap- 
pointed to the position by the Spanish 
minister at Washington. Mr. Bell will 
receive simultaneously with the Madrid 
Imparcial all the war correspondence ad- 
dressed to that paper by its Cuban cor- 
respondent, 


More Spies Captured. 

BERLIN, Oct. 8.—The authorities of Co- 
logne have taken inte custody several ad- 
ditional persons who are charged with 
being connected with what seems to be a 
thoroughly organized attempt to spy upon 
different fortified positions in Germany. 
It is said that the parties are either French 
officers, or men in the employ of the 
French government,

The 
reuson for his unexpected action is that 
Professor Dorchester has accepted a call 
to become pastor of the Christ Methodist 
Episcopal church of Pittsburg. 


Alarming Increase of Cholera. 

St. PETERSBURG, Oct. 8.—The cholera 
reports received from the province of 
Vorhynia for the first fortnight for Sep- 
tember are quite sensational. It appears 
that during that period there were 7821 
new cases of that disease and 3085 deaths 
from the same cause.

A Portable Electric Propeller. 


Among the multitude of inventions that 
are offered to the public day by day there 
are some that commend themselves to the 
judgment at first sight, and fill off-hand a 
long-felt want. The electric boat propeller 
is surely one such invention as mentioned 
above, It has the accnmulated advantages 
of being cheap, portable, compact, and 
thoroughly safe to the user. Briefly de- 
scribed, it consists of a movable tube which 
is hinged at the stern of the boat, much as 
an oar is used in scalling. The tube con- 


tains a flexible shaft formed of three coils 
of phosphor bronze. This tube extends 


down and out into the water, where it carries 
@ propeller, and at the inboard end an 
electric motor is attached, which is itself 
driven by batteries. The rudder and the 
propeller are thus in one, and the steering 
properties of a boat so fitted would be very 
swift and powerful. The tube, with its in- 
closed flexible shaft is partially filled with 
oil; and these parts are thus automatically 
and ‘constantly lubricated. The rate of 
speed is from three to five miles per hour. 
The combined propeller, motor, and rudder 
weigh Only 35 pounds for a 10 foot to 18 
foot boat. The batteries weigh from 100 
pounds to 275 pounds, but being in four 
parts are easily handled, 

This very ingenious and effective in- 


vention will be gladly welcomed by the sea} 


and river sportsman. Its handiness and 
noiselessness make it admirably adapted 
to duck shooting; and it will commend it- 
self at once to the special needs of the 
fisherman. The running expenses amount 
to only five cents per hour.—Scientific 
American.

THE PRIMULA LADY. 


I entirely forget the name of the 
Opera, what it was about and who sang 
in it, but I know it was the first I ever 
saw—if indeed I can be said to have 
seen it! At all events, I was present at 
the performance, and the evening and 
its occurrences are indelibly stamped on 
my memory. I was 17, thoroughly un- 
musical, but possessed of a keen sense 
of enjoyment, and the scene, looked 
upon for the first time in my life, de- 
lighted me. The fair faces, the gorgeous 
toilets, the hum of voices, the light, the 
movement, all combined to quicken the 
beat of my pulse and make me feel giddy 
and light headed. 

The curtain went up, and after the 
first few minutes I began to be bored. 
It was a heavy opera, so I was told, 
With no ‘‘airs’’ in it, and full of loud, 
deafening choruses. It seemed to me 
there were nothing but choruses— 
choruses of monks and soldiers and vil- 
lage maidensand peasants—and the noise 
wearied me. I did not understand the 
plot, and I turned to the spectators for 
amusement. Opposite to us, in a box 
immediately facing ours, sat a couple 
whose appearance arrested my attention. 
Icould not see the lady’s face, for it 
was turned away from me toward the 
stage, but in her hair was a diamond 
comb of quaint design that took my 
fancy. Against the smooth dark tresses 
the stones sparkled and glittered us in a 
setting of onyx. It was a warm evening, 
but she kept her brocade cloak of a cu- 
rious shade of Rose du Barri pink shot 
with gold wrapped closely round her. 
She had no bonquet, but in front of her, 
on the ledge of the box, was an enor- 
mous black feather fan mounted in tor- 
toise shell. Her companion—a slight 
man With a pale olive complexion and 
dark beard streaked with gray—had a 
face that interested me strangely. It 
wore such a weary expression—more 
weary perhaps than actually sad. He 
looked like a man who at some time or 
other during his life had made an effort 
beyond his strength and had never re- 
covered from the exertion. Like me, he 
did not appear to be interested in the 
story of the opera. 

The noise went on. The peasants re- 
tired, and after a short love scene be- 
tween the hero and the heroine a band 
of soldiers came op and sang to some 
very lond music. I leaned back in my 
seat. My head was beginning to ache 
and my eyes tofeel tired. I closed them, 
simply for a few minntes’ rest. When I 
opened them, they seemed to light nat- 
urally on my opposite neighbors, and I 
started as I noticed the changed aspect 
of the box. The lady had evidently 
thrown off her cloak and had come more 
forward. Her eyes were no longer fixed 
on the stage. They were turned toward 
me. And what different eyes they were 
from those I thought she would possess. 
They were soft and veiled by lashes very 
little darker than her hair, which could 
scarcely be termed golden, it was 80 
fair. How conld I have believed her to 
be a brunette? She must have been 
seated in the shade when I first saw her 
and had since emerged into the light. 
She had moved her fan, and in its place 
lay a bouquet of mauve and white prim- 
ulas. A small bunch of the same flow- 
ers were pinned into her simple high 
white dress at the throat and another 
showed among the loosely coiled tresses 
of her fair hair. 

“Tt capnot be the same woman,”’ I 
said to myself, ‘‘and yet my eyes were 
not closed for more than a minute or 
two, I am certain.

IN A STATE OF SIEGE. 


Disturbances at Constantinople Have 
Assumed Formidable Proportions, 


Fears That Discontent May 
Extend Much Further. 


Many Lives Have Already Been Sacrificed In 


Street Riots. itty 


Lonpon, Oct. 8.—A dispatch from Con- 
stantinople gives the following version of 
the riot which occurred there. Several 
Armgiians on Monday started on their 
way to the gate of the sultan’s palace, 
where justice is ‘usually administered, 
with the intention of presenting to the 
grand vizier a protest against the govern- 
ment. Warning had been given to the 
officials, and, at their orders, all the ap- 
proaches to the palace were blocked with 
police. 

A confliet occurred between Armenians 
and police. Probably about 60 Turks and 
Armenians were killed and many 
wounded, 

On Tuesday several more were killed. 
Tuesday night 80 were killed. Several 
hundred persons have been imprisoned. 
Much terror exists, 

The serious apprehensions felt by the 
Turkish authorities and the precaution 
taken by them to keep the military force 
in the garrison constantly under arms on 
account of the fear aroused by the riot 
precipitated on Monday by the Armenians 
of this city are shown to be amply justi- 
fied by the further outbreaks which oc- 
curred, | 

It is only by personal investigation that 
those seekiug news of the disturbance | 
can secure any details, as the lips of all 
police and government officials are closed, 
and no reliable information from official 
sources regarding the riot can be had. 

The Armenian quarter of the city is 
deserted and quiet as the grave. This is the 
quarter which usually presents the scene 
of greatest animation and life, the shops 
and great bazaars attracting throngs of 
chattering traders. The authorities have 
closed the shops and peremptorily forbid 
the gathering of groupsin the streets of 
the quarter, and to insure the observance 
of this order the streets are constantly 
patrolled by military. 

The guards who are stationed at the 
Babi Thumayan (the high door of the 
“sublime porte’) of the seraglio or sul- 
tan’s palace were also strongly re-en- 
forced in apprehension of an attempted 
attack upon the person of the sovereign. 

Officials’ Lives In Danger. 

Carriages, which were conveying the 
ministers of the interior, of foreign affairs 
and of the police to the council, which 
was convened to consider measures for 
suppressing the disturbance, were pierced 
with bullets, as they passed through the 
streets, fired from arms in the hands of the 
insurgent citizens. The public officials in 
the carriages escaped injury from the fly- 
ing bullets, so far as has been learned. 
Many passers-by in the streets were not so 
fortunate, and the latest accounts of the 
number killed and wounded place it at 80. 

The great church of the Patriarchate, 
situated in the Greek quarter, which was 
the scene of the first outbreak on Monday, 
is now surrounded by troops. The Kor- 
umkapou quarter is also in astate of siege. 

With regacd to the death of Serivet Bey, 
one of the officers who was killed in Mon- 
dey’s riot at the Patriarchate, the follow- 
ing details are learned. It is alleged that 
he called the Armenian bearer of the pe 
tition which it was sought to present to 
the grand vizier “ghiaour.” This is 
equivalent to saying “infidel dog,’’ and is 
the term of approbrium used by the 
Turks toward those who do not follow 
the prophet Mohammed. The Armenian 
retorted to this, and the quarrel increased 
in heat until the shooting began. 

The customs office in this city has been 
closed during the riots. 

It is reported that a number of Ar 
menians broke into the law courts of the 
city during the disorder and killed two 
judges. The murderers were recognized 
and were subsequently arrested. 

An Armenian cashier, employed in the 
department of customs of this city, has 
been assassinated, and this crime, it is be- 
lieved, was actuated by motives of politi- 
cal revenge. 

There is a vague and widespread feeling 
of apprehension here in all circles caused 
immediately by*the outbreaks, but fed by 
fears of how far the discontent may ex- 
tend and where its breaking out is to be 
looked for next. 


An Entering Wedge. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 8.—Mr. Sill, United 
States minister to Korea, has informed the 
department of state that his Korean 
majesty has granted a limited mining! 
franchise to James R. Morse, an American 
citizen. There have been many attempte 
at mining and the obtaining of mining! 
franchises here by people of various nation- 
alities. This is the first instance in which 
the right has been formally given over the 
proper seal, 


Fireworks Exploded. 

JERSEY City, Oct. 3.—An explosion oc- 
curred yesterday in Detwiler’s fireworks 
factory. Five employes were badly in- 
jured, all except one of them being boys 
from 14 to 16 years of age. The roman 
candle factory, in which the explosion oc 
curred, was burned to the ground. 

Parade Six Milcs Long. 

LOWELL, Mass., Oct. 8.—The feature of 
the second day of Merchants’ week cele ' 
bration was the parade. It was six miles | 
in length and was the greatest display of | 
the kind ever seen here. It took nearly 
four hours for it to pass a given point.

Briet Review of a Crime Which Siartled the 
Citizens of Brockton. 


PLYMOUTH, Mass., Oct. 4.—The trial of 
Arthur A. Albee on the charge of mur- 
dering Collins A. Leaman at Brockton 
ended yesterday. Able arguments were 
made by Lawyer Osborne for defendant 
and District Attorney Harris for the gov- 
ernment. Judge Gaskill charged the jury 
and they went to their room at 4 o'clock. 

At 8 o'clock they had agreed upon a 
verdict. The court came in, Albee was 
brought in by the sheriff,and the clerk 
asked Foreman Ripley if Arthur A. Albee 
was guilty or not guilty. ‘Not guilty,” 
said the foreman. The courtroom was 
crowded with people, and a shout arose. 

Sheriff Harmon ordered his deputies to 
clear the room, which was done. The 
judge thanked the jury and discharged 
them. 

Albee was taken back to jail, as he is 
under six months’ sentence, being unable 
to furnish a bond to keep the peace. The 
lawyers for the defense were congratu- 
lated on all sides. 

Story of the Murder. 

The murder for which Albee was tried 
was wholly for the purpose of robbery, but 
whether the assault was with intent to 
kill or only to injure him, so that the 
robbery could be accomplished, is among 
the uncertainties. 

Leaman was a barber, and on the even- 
ing of April 26, 1892, he closed his shop a 
little before 9 o'clock and started for his 
home, which he had nearly reached when 
he was assaulted by some person or per- 
sons, rendered insensible, robbed and then 
Shrown down an embankment. A short 
fime afterward two young men, who were 
tvalking in the vicinity, plainly heard 
groans, and, when they went to ascertain 
what was the matter, found the injured 
man. He was assisted up the embank- 
ment, but was not able to give his name. 
He was recognized, however, as Leaman, 
and helped to his home and medical aid 
summoned. 

Leaman was so dazed that he could not 
give any account of what had happened, 
only that somebody had struck him. He 
suffered terribly during the night, and 
died the nextday. A diligent search was 
made for the perpetrator of the crime, but 
no arrests were made until Nov. 18 of last 
year, when three men were taken inio cus- 
tody, but after a hearing in the “Brockton 
police court they were discharged. 

Albee was residing at Brockton when 
the murder took place, but he was not 
suspected until May of this year, and on 
June 11 he was indicted for the murder. 
Albee had previously served a term in 
Plymouth jail for serious assault. 


CUT HIS OWN THROAT. 


The Least Crime Which Is Charged Against 2 
Maine Man. 


SHERMAN, Me., Oct. 4.—In a new settle- 
ment called New Siberia, in Stacyville 
plantation, about eight miles from this 
place, Edwin Hutchins, a farmer, at- 
tempted to kill his daughter Edna by 
cutting her throat and hacking her about 
the head and shoulders with a knife. He 
then kicked her in the head in a most 
brutal manner, leaving her for dead and 
took to the woods. The motive of the as- 
sault is supposed to be rape. 

The girl, who is about 16 years old, and 
unmarried, is already the mother of a 
ehild 3 years old, of which her father 
is said to be the father. After the father 
had gone, Edna revived enough to take 
the other children and go to a neighbor's, 
where she was cared for and her wounds 
dressed. It is thought by physicians that 
she will recover. Her mother was absent 
from home at the time of the tragedy. 


Hutchins afterward returned to his 
home with his throat cut, having at- 


tempted his own life. He is now under 
close surveillance by officers. His condi- 
tion is very serious, and it is doubtful if 
he recovers. 


Thrilling Experience. 

LOWELL, Mass., Oct. 4.—Dr. William L. 
Rombough and D. A. Sullivan had a 
wonderful balloon trip yesterday with 
Professor James K. Allen. The balloon 
ascension was made from the north Com- 
mon. The balloon had not reached the 
city line on Chelmsford street when Mr. 
Sullivan discovered that Professor Allen 
was unconscious. Professor Allen's legs 
were dangling toward the basket in which 
his companions were seated. They barely 
had time to seize his legs to prevent him 
from falling headlong through the air. 
The balloon, without a guide, passed 
through Tewksbury and Andover, and 
then changed its course toward Bedford 
and Lexington. It was nearly an hour in 
the air, and Rombough and Sullivan were 
nearly exhausted when the landing was 
made. Professor Allen did not recover 
full consciousness for some time after the 
landing of the balloon. Professor Allen, 
itis thought, was rendered insensible by 
the gas escaping from the balloon. His 
companions do not know what caused the 
balloon to descend. They suppose that in 
the struggles for air Professor Allen may 
have touched the valve which caused the 
gas to escape.

Manufacturing Plant. 


Mills, Lumber Yard and 
Dwellings Burned. 


Would Have Been Much Worse but For Timely 
Aid From Outside Cities. 


PROVIDENCE, Oct. 4.—The mills of the 
Warren Manufacturing company of War- 
ren were burned last night, and the loss 
will reach $1,000,000, 

The fire started shortly after 7 o'clock in 
the washroom near the engine room of 
No. 1 mill, and within an hour after the 
blaze was discovered the flames were 
roaring through all three mills and light- 
ing up the sky sothat the conflagration 
could be seen in Providence. 

The size of the fire at once became ap- 
parent to the local department, and help 
was almost immediately asked of Bristol}, 
Fall River and Providence. The scene 
when these out-of-town companies arrived 
was athrilling one, and the whole of the 
southern part of the little town of Warren 
was one seething mass of flames, which 
were threatening not only the adjoining 
tenement houses of the company, but even 
the business part ot the town. 

Almost immediately after. the arrival of 
the Providence zompanies trouble was 
found with the supply of water, and tho 
combined department worked under great 
disadvantage. 

The mill in which the fire started was 
built 25 years ago, but the other two were 
comparatively recent in construction, and 
all these were 

Five-Story Brick Structures, 
each 700 feet in length, and contained in 
all 87,000 spindles, the care of which gave 
employment to 1600 operatives, all of 
whom will be thrown out of employment 

Immediately upon the discovery of the 
fire the sprinklers were turned on in all 
three of the mills, but the fire working 
south from the No. 1 mill, the windows of 
the other two mills were soon shatiered, 
and the hills of merchandise caught fire. 

A carload of tar and another of cotton 
were a material assistance to the fire in 
its onward sweep through the great plant, 
and soon it was impossible to get within 
200 feet of any ofthe buildings. The great 
heat caused a tremendous draught into 
the center of the fire, causing it to roar 
like an enormous furnace. 

At 10:30 the two warehouses, containing 
$400,000 worth of Sea Island cotton and 
completed sheetings, caught fire, and the 
buildings were soon a roaring mass of 
flames. These two buildings had not 
been on fire but a few minutes when the 
flames jumped across to the adjoining 
lumber yard of Ezra Martin, and soon his 
entire stocks of coal, wood and dressed 
lumber were also being licked up by the 
fiery element. 


Shortly before 11 o’clock the walls of 


two of the mills fell in, anda few of the 
dwelling houses occupied by the operatives 
also caught fire. 

By most persistent and arduous efforts, 
the fireman gained control of the confla- 
gration at midnight, but all that was left 
of the big factories, warehouses and tene- 
ments was ‘a blazing pile of ruins. The 
entire contents of the plant were de 
stroyed, with the exception of 5) bales of 
cotton from the warehouses, which, after 
taking fire, dropped into the water and 
were carried down the day a blazing mass 

Endangering Vessels at Anchor. 

Several personsin the crowd of specta- 
tors were injured by flying bricks when 
the walls fell, but none was seriously 
hurt. When the roof of the warehouse 
fell, four Providence firemen were caught 
They escaped by crawling down the water 
pipe and then jumping a distance of 17 
feet. Two were slightly injured. 

The fire service here is ridiculously in 
adequate, as the steamer which previous 
tothe introduction of the water service, 
some four years ago, had been condemned 
soon after that time, and the town has 
since relied on two hand engines and two 
hose carts and hydrant service for what 
small fires have occurred. All the assist 
ing companies worked hard to stay th 
flames, but only the Bristol engine was 
able to use the local water service, the 
Fall River and Providence engine having 
to use salt water from the bay.

An Historical Address and Others 
by the Grand Officers. 


Among the many pleasant occasions of 
the Odd Fellows of this city should be 
placed the celebration Thursday evening 
of the fiftieth anniversary of Mount 
Wollaston lodge. There was a large 
gathering atthe I. O. O. F. hall in the 
Adams building, including the lady friends 
of the members, and several grand officers 
and prominent Odd Fellows were present. 

The addresses were interspersed with 
readings, and vocal and instrumental 
music. The reader was Miss Buskett who 
appeared twice on’the programme and was 
recalled each time. Miss Marjorie 
Souther’s solos were appreciated and she 
also responded with encores. The Misses 
Miller of West Quincy gave pleasing piano 
duets and were recalled. The male 
quartette was a taking card and were re- 
called again and again. 

The historical address of Past Grand 
Jacobs is fully reported below. Deputy 
Grand Master Nevins of Salem brought 
the greeting of the grand lodge. He spoke 
of the early trials and adversities of Odd 
Fellowship and the difference now, and the 
great progress being made throughout the 
world. 

Grand Representative Cook of We)- 
mouth spoke of recent legislation at the 
Sovereign Grand lodge, a three-fourth 
vote being obtained to exclude from 
membership saloon keepers, bar tenders 
and professional gamblers. Odd Fellows 
should be proud of their order, as the insti- 
tution was doing a great work not only 
in this country but abroad, 

District Deputy Grand Master Litchfield 
of Weymouth was present with suite, and 
brought congratulations, 

. Grand Secretary Perkins of Chelsea, 
‘*the centenarian’’ of the order spoke of 
the progress and work of Odd Fellowship. 

Grand Instructor York of Wollaston and 
Past Deputy Richardson of Neponset also 
spoke. Refreshments by Caterer Nash 
closed the evening’s entertainment. 


The Historical Address. 

He said in part: The mystic symbol of 
the three links and the pledged devotion to 
the cardinal virtues of ‘‘ Friendship, Love 
and Truth” by an organized body were 
first introduced in Quincy on July 18, 1845, 
and the institution of Mount Wollaston 
lodge, No. 80, I. O O. F., dates from that 
time. ; 

Odd Fellowship obtained a place for it- 
self in Maryland in 1819 and in Massa- 
chusetts in 1820. From 1841 it has been 
an active force as a beneficent influence for 
the elevation of humanity and the amelior- 
ation of the adverse circumstances sur- 
rounding human life. In 1845 there were 
78 lodges with a membership of 8,254. 

The charter members of the old Mt. 
Wollaston lodge were: J. V. Clark, (Sec ), 
James Brokenshire (V. G.), James _B. 
Perkins, Isaac Cowing (N. G.), Alfred 
Showell, Dudley Folsom, John B. Carrier, 
Joseph B. Whicher (Treas.), G. Mace Gay, 
Joseph Pearce and Eleazer Frederick,

the hall of Norfolk lodge, Dorchester. It 
soon secured the hall over Wyman 
Abercrombie’s store, now Cronk’s bakery, 
on Washington street, and remained here 
until the lodge surrendered its charter,

A fuller report of the conventions 
yesterday will be of interest. Time did pot 
admit of a lengthy report yesterday. 

County Convention. 

There was a breezy convention of Nor- 
folk county Republicans in Wesleyan hail, 
Boston, Thursday. It began with a ballot 
for temporary chairman, when Robert W. 
Carpenter of Foxboro was elected over 
R. H. O. Shulz by a large majority. Jobn 
P, S. Churchill of Milton was chosen secre- 
tary. 

Only one of the 122 delegates, to which 
the convention was entitled was absent. 

Then Henry H. Faxon bobbed up and 
in a lengthy speech placed W. Walter 
Ewell of Quincy in nomination fer county 
commissioner, but it was largely lost as the 
convention voted to proceed to the nomina- 
tion of a sheriff. 

Abram C. Paul of Stoughton was placed 
in nomination, and in spite of Mr. Faxon’s 
objection to method, was nominated by 
acclamation. 

It was then vowed to proceed to an in- 
formal ballot, although Mr. Faxon desired 
it to be formal. When it was discovered 
that Mr. Blanchard had a bare majority 
Mr. Faxon objected to making it formal, 
but the vote prevailed. 

These nominations were made: W. W. 
Ewell of Quincy, Thomas B. Blanchard of 
Stoughton, J. Tisdale Southworth of Ran- 
dolph and Everett J. Eaton of Needbam. 
Mr. Faxon spoke several times in opposition 
to the present board of county commis- 
sioners and Mr. Blanchard, and for a 
while there was a hot discussion. 

There were 119 votes cast, 60 being a 
majority, and they were divided as follows:

W. W. Ewell, 12 
E. J, Eaton, 37 
Thomas Blanchard, 60 


The ballot was made formal. 

The terms of Everett J. Eaton and Silas 
A. Stone will expire as special commis- 
sioners and there was a motion that they 
be renominated by acclamation, but Sharon 
delegates objected to their townsman. Mr. 
Eaton was renominated by acclamation, 
and after two ballots L. R. Whittaker of 
Franklin was the other nominee. 

There was some opposition to the county 
committee reported, but the list was 
adopted, viz: W. E. C. Swan of Stough- 
ton; C. H. Henry of Wellesley; O. H. 
Green of Sharon ; James McCullough of 
Brookline ; S. R. Moseley of Hyde Park ; 
C. L. Hammond of Quincy; F. A. Fales 
of Norwood ; N. W. Hawes of Wrentham ; 
Jobn Graham of Milton; J. W. Chase of 
Dedham. 


District Attorney Convention. 

Only 102 of the 227 delegates chosen to 
the Republican District Attorney conven- 
tion were present Thursday. 

Hon. R, O. Harris of East Bridgewater 
was nominated district attorney by ac- 
clamation on motion of Judge Grover of 
Canton. The opposition to Mr. Harris has 
disappeared since it became understood 
that he would not reappoint Mr. Shulz as- 
sistant district attorney.

SALISBURY IS NOTIFIED 


That the Powers Should No Longer 
Delay on the Armenian Matter. 


Further Disastrous Disturb- 
ances Are Inevitable. 


Not Since Greek Revolution Has Such Terror 
Prevailed In Constantinople. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct. 4.—Intelligence 
from Erzroom states that in Passen, 
Khnouss and other parts of Armenia fur- 
ther disturbances may be expected unless 
measures are taken immediately to calm 
the people, who are emigrating whenever 
they can. 

The principal Armenian ecclesiastic is 
the authority for saying that disastrous 
disturbances are inevitable unless the 
powers intervene. The people are con- 
vinced that their life is simply impossible. 
The metropolitan archbishop of Erzroom 
has telegraphed to the British premier, 
Lord Salisbury, to that effect. 

The Armenian patriarch was on Tues- 
day invited to attend the porte, but he de- 
clined, because none of his followers was 
allowed to accompany him. He remained 
at the patriarchate, shut up with several 
hundred armed Armenians. The authori- 
ties have summoned him to surrender 
these people, otherwise the building will 
be stormed. 

Softas Blamed. 

In reviewing the incidents of the past 
few days, it appears that the police have 
generally not been supplied with 
cartridges, and have been instructed only 
to use the flat of their swords and the butts 
of their rifles. Most of the violence upon 
Armenians has been committed by Softas 
(students) and the low class of Moslems, 
whom the police, however, do not appear 
to have arrested or interfered with. 

Great consternation prevails at the 
palace, and the sultan has not been in Led 
since Monday. It is felt that a crisis has 
arrived, and there is much anxiety lest 


other revolutionary factions shall join 
with the Armenians. Since the Greek 
revolution, Constantinople has never 


fallen into such terror as is now reigning 

The police have not yet attempted to 
clear the patriarchate, and it is hoped that 
they will not resurt to forse, as a most 
fearful massacre would inevitably result. 
The Armenians are huddled together in 
the church, with barely standing room 
They have to depend for food upon such 
scraps as are brought to them. 

It is estimated at the patriarchate that 
over 200 Armenians have been killed. 


A Close Shave. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 4.—Colonel Crofton, com- 
mander of the Fifteenth infantry, Fort 
Sheridan, narrowly escaped death at the 
hands of Lieutenant Pague of company F, 
Fifteenth infantry, yesterday. The lieu- 
tenant fired three shots at the commander 
One passed through a loose fold of his 
overcoat, over the right groin, the second 
and third passing close to the body. Lieu- 
tenant Pague had been undergoing treat- 
ment for mental trouble, ozcasioned, it is 
said, by over-indulgence in liquor. 

Not a Great Success. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 4.—The agricultural 
departinent has received information that 
among the cattle shipped to London from 
Australia six cases of pleuro pneumonia 
were discovered. This may have an im- 
portant bearing on the competition with 
our meats from that quarter, as it is pre- 
sumed England will prohibit further im- 
portations from Australia, The prices ob- 
tained from Australian meats (7 cents, 
dressed weight) were not satisfactory te 
the Australian shippers. 


Thought of Poor Farmers. 

CoLumsiA, S. C., Oct. 4.—The conven- 
tion decided last night to take a recess 
from today until Oct. 14. The convention, 
but a day or two since, overwhelmingly 
decided not to take a recess. Senator Till- 
man introduced the motion last night 
because, he said, the farmers ought to be 
at home, seeing about gathering their 
crops. The convention agreed with him 


Arme> "ust expiain. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 4.—It has been defi- 
nitely decided by the war department to 
appoint a court-martial to try Captain G. 
A. Armes for his alleged offensive con- 
duct toward Lieutenant General Schofield 
Charge one is that of conduct to the preju- 
dice of good order and military discipline. 
The second charge is that of ‘conduct 
unbecoming an officer and a gentleman.” 

Pekin Considered Unsafe. 

SHANGHAI, Oct, 4.—Li Hung Chang has 
gone to Pekin at the special request of the 
Dowager Empress of China, with whom 
he has always had the most cordial rela- 
tions. A grand scheme of administrative 
reorganization has been prepared between 
them, a prominent feature being the re 
moval of the capital from Pekin to some 
more secure place in central China. 

Finances Still In a Tangle. 

St. Joun’s, N. F., Oct. 4.—Revenue re- 
turns for the past quarter will fall far be- 
low the corresponding period last year, 
and will fail to realize the hopes of the 
treasury department. It is absolutely 
necessary to thoroughly reorganize the 
customs department, or else slony 
willagain be involved in financial em 
barrassment.

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THE DURRANT TRIAL 


Continues to Furnish Sensational tncidents as 
It Proceeds. 

SAN Francisco, @ct. 4.—The trial of 
Theodore Durrant was replete with sensa- 
tions yesterday. Henry W. McCoy, gen- 
eral secretary of the Young Men’s Chris- 
tian association, who was cited for con- 
tempt last Monday for telling Juror Tru- 
man that if he did not hang Durrant, the 
people would hang him, was fined $250, 
with the alternative of five days in the 
county jail. 

During the cross-examination of a wit- 
ness summoned by the defense the prose- 
cution developed the fact that a student 
at Cooper medical college who did not at- 
tend the lecture delivered by Dr. Cheney 
on the afternoon of April 3 was recorded 
present in the rollcall book. This testi- 
mony is of the greatest importance to the 
prosecution, from the fact that it shows 
the unreliability of the rollcall book, in 
which Durrant was recorded present on 
the afternoon that Blanche Lamont was 
murdered. 

The last sensation of the day was an 
order made by the court committing Miss 
Carrie Cunningham, a newspaper reporter, 
to the county jail for refusing to answer a 
question. The defense desired to impeach 
the testimony of Mrs. Leake, who said she 
did not tell Miss Cunningham that she 
saw Durrant and Miss Lamont enter 
Emanuel Baptist church on the after- 
noon of April 8. Miss Cunningham testi- 
fied that Mrs. Leake did not tell her what 
she had seen, but when asked to reveal 
the source of her information the witness 
declined to answer. An order was made 
committing the witness to the county jail 
for contempt, but, on motion of the de- 
fense, it was made to go into effect today, 
when Miss Cunningham will be given 
another chance to answer the question. 

The defense placed on the stand yester- 
day eight more students who attended the 
lecture delivered by Dr. Cheney on the 
afternoon of April 3, to testify as to 
whether they had answered to Durrant’s 
name at rollcall. Each witness gave a 
negative answer. With tl; exception of 
six, all of the members of the class have 
now been asked this question. One of the 
students has died since April 8, and the 
prosecution has been unable to obtain the 
attendance of the other flve in court. The 
prosecution limited the cross-examination 
in each case to asking if the witness saw 
Durrant at the lecture. Not a student 
was found who remembered having seen 
the defendant. 

The notes of each witness were placed in 
evidence by the prosecution. The notes 
promise to play an important part in the 
future proceedings, as the prosecution in- 
tends tocompare them with the notes said 
to have been taken by Durrant at the 
time. 

The defense endeavored to show by F. 
A. Ross, a student at Cooper medical co's 
lege, that on the afternoon that Blanche 
Lamont was murdered, he and Durrant 
took a walk from the college to the vicin- 
ity of the Golden Gate. Ross remem- 
bered that he and Durrant had taken 
such a walk, but said he could not fix the 
date. 


Silence Causing Worriment. 

LONDON, Oct. 4.—Considerable anxiety 
is beginning to be felt in scientific centers 
regarding Dr. Donaldson Smith’s African 
expedition, news of which is long overdue. 
According to the latest advices, Dr. Smith 
had been stopped by the Abyssinian army, 
and it is feared he had to retrace his steps. 
He may thus have got behind the district 
where the British are now fighting and 
been caught by the natives. 


A Bank Wrecking Case. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Oct. 4.—In the Indian- 
apolis National bank case against Francis 
and Percival Coffin, for conspiracy, the 
jury returned a verdict that Francis Coffin 
Was guilty, as charged, and that Percival 
was not guilty. The charge was aiding 
and abetting President Haughey of the 
late Indianapolis National bank to wreck 
that institution. 


The New Commanders, 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 4,.—General Ruger 
left Washington last night for New York 
to assume command of the department of 
the east, which will be turned over to him 
by General Miles today. General Miles 
will announce his assumption of the com- 
mar? vi the army in a general order is- 
sued by himself.

CHRISTIAN ENDEAVOR. 


Topic For the Week Beginning Oct. 6. 
Comment by Rev. 8. H. Doyle. 
Toprc.—The duty of happiness.—John xv, 11; 
Ps. xxxvii, 1-11. 

Happiness is desired by all. Ii is ani- 
versally sought. The goal of almost ev- 
ery project in life is happiness in some 
form or another. We seek wealth, posi- 
tion, fame and honor most of all that we 
may find happiness in them. 

There are different kinds of happiness. 
The world has one kind of happiness. 
Sinful pleasures do, for a time at least, 
bring to men a certain kind of happi- 
ness. But the joy of the sinner ia short 
lived. It works death, and death ends 
all his joy, if it has not been ended even 
before death, but the Christian’s joy 
really only begins at death. His joy is 
the joy of Christ, and Christ liveth for- 
ever. Some one has compared the sin- 
ner’s joy to lightning—a flash and it is 
gone—and the joy of the saint to light 
—‘‘lasting, healthful, healing and 
beautiful. ’’ 

But the Christian’s joy, while it 
does not end in this life, isto begin 
here. Christ here imparts some of His 
joy to us. He spoke comforting words to 
His disciples that His joy might be with 
them, and their joy be fulfilled. There 
may be many things about us in life 
that may tend to dampen our joy and 
happiness, but still we are to rejoice. It 
is our duty to do so. 

Happiness is a duty, because if we are 
not joyful in the Lord we misrepresent 
Christ and Christianity. Christ has 
promised us happiness and joy, and if 
we are not joyful we say to the world 
that He has not fulfilled His promise. 
There is a duty resting upon us, there- 
fore, to ‘‘rejoice in the Lord.”’ 

Happiness is a duty, because it is 
commanded. ‘‘Delight thyself also in 
the Lord, and he shall give thee the de- 
sires of thine heart,’’ says the psalmist. 
‘*Rejoice in the Lord,’’ says the apostle, 
‘fand again, I say, rejoice.’’ God com- 
mands us to be happy in Him. We are 
in duty bound to obey the commands of 
God. It should be a matter of congratu- 
lation to us that God not only desires 
us to be happy, but actually commands 
it. We might think that in this world 
of sin and sorrow it was not for the chil- 
dren of God to be happy. This was once 
the principle upon which many Chris- 
tians lived. But it is a false principle. 
God wants us to be happy even here. 
He commands us to be. Let us as Chris- 
tians cultivate man, and the spirit of 
cheerfulness, of joy, that we may cor- 
rectly represent Christ, and that we may 
obey God’s commands.

ST, PAUL'S TRIAL TRIP 


Earns Her the Right to Carry Mail 
Across the Ocean, 


Record Did Not Reach That 
of the St. Louis 


But Conditiions Srevented Her Showing Up to 
Her Full Advantage. 


GLOUCESTER, Mass., Oct. 5.—The big 
ocean steamship St. Paul, built by the 
Cramps of Philadelphia, as a sister ship 
to the St. Louis for the International 
Navigation company’s line, made an aver- 
age speed of 205 knots an hour in her 
official trial trip of almost 88 knots over 
the government course off this coast yes- 
terday. 

In every respect the trial was a most 
satisfactory one. The vessel's machinery 
worked perfectly; there was nofoaming of 
the boilers as on the preliminary ran last 
Wednesaay, and the vessel cut through the 
waves gracefully and easily, with a notice- 
able lack of vibration. Her builders and 
the officials of the International Naviga- 
tion company are well satisfied with the 
result of the trial, and are confident that 
after she has been docked and her bottom 
has been cleaned a little work will greatly 
add to her speed, and when the stiff- 
ness of her machinery hes worn away she 
will equal the St. Louis’ record of 22.3 
knots an hour. 

Yesterday's trial was under the super- 
vision of Commander Bradford, Com- 
mander Schroeder, Lieutenant Patch and 
Lieutenant Mulligan of the government 
trial board, who took careful notes of the 
vessel's performance to determine her 
eligibility asa United States mail steam- 
ship and as an auxiliary cruiser of the 
United States navy in the event of war. 
She met fully the speed requirement of 20 
knots an hour, proved herself steady and 
powerful, and in every respect met the de- 
mands of the government. 

Details of the Trial. 

The St. Paul left her anchorage off Bos- 
ton light with her boilers thoroughly 
cleansed and filled with fresh water, her 
machinery in perfect orJer and 400 tons of 
coal in her bunkers. She made good time 
from the light down to Cape Ann, and at 
8:30 she was headed for the starting line, 
She crossed it at 8:50 and pointed her nose 
down the course to Cape Porpoise, Me., 
48.06 knots to the eastward. 

Her twin screw propellers were then 
pushing her through the waves ata rate 
of almost 20 knots an hour, with a 15-knot 
breeze blowing dead against her. Every 
piece of machinery assisting her in her 
propulsion was working perfectly, the 
boilers were performing their duty faith- 
fully, and the liner swiftly sped to the 
east ward. 

Her vibration was noticeably slight, the 
“pone” at her bows was small as her prow 
cleaved through the waves, but the milk- 
white wake astern, churned up by her 
rapidly revolving propeliers, and the whirl 
of the patent log which dragged behind 
gave ample evidence of her speed. 

The second mark boat on the course an- 
chored off Boon island, 82 knots from the 
start, was passed at 10:22, at a speed of 
about 20 knots, and soon after the tug- 
boat anchored at the finish line, off Cape 
Porpoise, was sighted. This mark, which 
ended the first half of the trial, was passed 
at 11:01, two hours and 11 minutes after 
the start, making the average speed for 
the 43.96 knots 20.11 knots an hour, 

On the Way Back. 

Less than 15 minutes were occupied in 
making the turn preparatory to the run 
back, and at 11:15 a. m. the St. Paul re- 
crossed the line and began her race back. 
The Boon island mark was passed at 
11:55. The tug which was anchored there 
got under way as soon as the St. Paul 
passed, an@ followed the big ship at her 
top speed, but it was the feeble effort of a 
midget in pursuit of a giant, and she was 
soon lost sight of. 

The stakeboat off Thatcher's island, in- 
dicating the finish, was in view soon after 
noon, and with an exultant shriek of her 
whistle she crossed the line and terminated 
the trial at 1:22 p. m. with a clean record. 

She had made the run westward on the 
last half of the trial in two hours and 
seven minutes, at an average speed of 20.89 
knots an hour, making her average for

NORTHAMPTON, Mass., Oct. 5.—About 
500 people listened last night to addresses 
by E. G. Brown, the People’s party candi- 
date for governor, and T. C. Brocton, that 
party's candidate for lieutentant governor. 


Lonpon, Oct, 5.—Foreign officials have 
expressed the opinion that the disturb- 
ances at Constantinople will seriously em- 
barrass the powers in their efforts to bring 
about reform in Armenia. They hold 
that a heavy responsibility rests upon the 
Armenians for precipitating the riots at 
Constantinople, and the opinion is gain- 
ing ground that the recent events 
there have caused a revolution of feeling 
throughout Europe, and those who were 
urging their governments to take imme- 
diate steps to deliver the Armenians from 
oppression begin to see distinctly that 
there is another side to the question. 

The Berlin correspondent of The Stand- 
ard telegraphs to that paper that he learns 
privately that the number of Turks killed 
on Monday in the riots at Constantinople 
was 48 and of Armenians 111. The nuin- 
ber of wounded on both sides was several 
hundred. 

Latest From Constantinople. 

A dispatch from Constantinople states 
that the city is now tranquil, although it 
is still patroled by troops and police, and 
there is yet much apprehension among 
the Armenians. The Softas were espe- 
cially guilty of great excesses on Tuesday, 
especially during the raid on the Arme- 
nian quarter, which they made at night. 

At Tookurtchesmo, near Stamboul, the 
students and populace broke into an Ar- 
menian building, killing 15 persons and 
wounding 35 others. In addition, it is 
said that they immediately conveyed the 
bodies to the shore and threw them into 
the sea. 

There was another fierce fight in an Ar- 
menian cafe at Scutari, during which sev- 
eral persons were killed and wounded on 
both sides. 

At Hasskoin, a number of Armenian 
houses were broken into and sacked by 
the Softas, who killed a numberof Ar- 
menians inhabiting those buildings. On 
the other hand, at Karqheumruk, near 
Stamboul, revolvers were fired from the 
windows of Armenian houses, and all the 
Armenian inhabitants were arrested. 

Owing to the threats of the Softas, the 
Armenian college at Galaeta has been 
closed. 

The arrests of Armenians continue to be 
made in all parts of the city, and the 
police are making domiciliary visits where- 
ever the Armenians live and are searching 
all the Armenian stores.

From 1825 down to 1876, how- 
ever, the Ottaman rulers had never yielded 
to a popular demonstration of any sort.

The Softas are, properly speaking, the 
pupils who are engaged in the study of 
Mussulinan theology and law in the me- 
dresses or schools attached to the mosques, 
the range of their studies, however, being 
practically limited to learning to read the 
Koran. The Softas take their name from 
a corruption of the past participle soukhte 
—burned—applied to them because they 
are supposed to be consumed by the love 
of study of sacred things and devoted toa 
life of meditation. 

The term Softa, as used in the tele- 
grams, includes a)l the grades, from the 
imaum, or priest, to the Softa proper, or 
mere student of the Koran. They are 
usually distinguishable in Turkey by 
wearing a white turban around their fez 
orskull cap. Sultan Abdul Medjid some 
years ago endeavored to induce his sub 
jects to wear a European dress, and suc- 
ceeded so far that almost without excep- 
tion everyone except the very lowest in the 
public service adopted it. But the Softas 
toa man retain the old-fashioned baggy, 
slouchy dress which Abdul Medjid wished 
to get rid of

A CREDITABLE QUINCY JOB. 


The Handsome Shepherd Memorial 


Erected by 


Milne & Chalmers at Waltham. 


We find in the Waltham Daily Tribune 
the following comment and description of 
& monument recently erected in that city 
by our well known Quincy firm: 

Mt. Feake cemetery is noted for its 
beauty all over the state and within its 
borders are to be found some of the hand- 
somest monuments and tablets that can be 
turned out. There has been an addition 
to the stones this week which for beauty 
and workmanship cannot be surpassed 
anywhere. The accompanying cut will 
give the reader an excellent idea of what it 
looks like. 

It was erected by the well known firm 
of Milne & Chalmers of Quincy for Mr. 
Obed C. Shepherd of Mcody street. Per- 
haps a description of the monument at 
this time would not be amiss. 

The lower base is 8.0, x8 0., rustic finish ; 
second base 7.0. x 7.0., rustic finish with 
fine axed margin lines. Both are of dark 
Quincy granite. 
dark Quincy granite, moulded and _pol- 


. 


ished. The pedestals under columns are 
of Barre granite and the four columns are 
of Red Peterhead granite. 

The canopy is of dark Quincy also plinth 
on top of canopy which is heavily moulded. 
Light Barre key-stones are neatly fitted 
into plinth and canopy. The cap is 7.0. x 
7.0. of Barre granite and the plinth is 
made from same stone. The nack-piece is 
dark Quincy. The whole is surmounted by 
a dark Quincy ball, 20 inches in diameter. 
Every part of the monument over the 
second base is highly pclished. The name 
Shepherdis raised and polished on the rock- 
face of second base. The total height of 
monument is 20 feet. It has taken about 
18 months to complete the monument, 

This is one of the finest and most elab- 
orate monuments to be seen anywhere in 
this vicinity and reflects great credit on the 
builders. It will well repay a visit to 
Mount Feake cemetery by any of our cit-

How Shall We Educate Our Sons For the 
Electrical Profession? | 

We come back now to the original | 
question, ayd the only answer that can | 
be given is, ‘‘Give the boy the broadest | 
education that his time and abilities 
will permit.’? My own™belief is that 
there is no better early preparation far 
& professional career of any kind than | 
that given in the public schools of our! 
larger cities. | 

Having completed the public school 
course, I would have him take the usual | 
academic course involved in prepara- | 
tion for our larger colleges, giving more | 
attention to mathematics and less to 
classics, but, if there be time, a great 
deal of attention to both. The object of | 
this period of a young man’s education | 
is decidedly more the waining of the 
mind than instruction, and for that rea- 
son it matters less what theéboy learns 
than the habits of thought which are | 
inculcated at this time. 

In the study of quantitative chem- | 
ical analysis the student is most easily | 
introduced into the methods of exact 
science. In it he is familiarized at the 
outset with instruments of precision, 
with the niceties of manipulation which 
characterize all scientific work, and he 
learns to handle the atom and the mole- 
cule which are the ultimate particles of | 
matter as the mathematician does im- 
aginary quantities and symbols.

I asked for an explanation of the mat- 
ter, and for answer was conducted to 
another part of the train which appeared 
a little cleaner, but still the coupe was 
very dirty and only had the advantage 
of having a table, which the first one 
had not, it having been broken up by 
some former occupant. 

After the train began to move a most | 
vile smell came from the adjoining com- 
partment. On asking why such a state | 
of things was permitted I was told that | 
Chinese mandarins were a dirty people 
and did not understand any better stand- 
ard of cleanliness. 

Two young Cantonese are in the same 
carriage with me, and I ask them why 
the railway is so badly managed and 
the cars s0 dirty. They inform me that | 
they are related to one of the directors, 
and that no doubt the dirt arose from | 
the number of strangers who had travel- | 
ed lately by the line, who do not under- 
stand western sapitary arrangements— 
in fact, never were in a train before. 

It has become quite dark, and we are 
not provided with a light. 
the reason. 

‘*The wicks are finish; no got a more; | 
no got a oil; not a wick,’’ is the reply. 

And se we sat in darkness till the end 
of our journey, when we steam into 
Shang-I-Yuen, a name which means 
in English ‘‘City of Hills and Sea Pass,’’ | 
the famous frontier pass situated near | 
the maritime end of China’s great wall. |

Doesn't Have to Coil Before Striking and 
Kills by a Blow—Quickly Keplaces Lost 
Fangs—He Will Not Go Out of His Way 
to Attack Anything. 


**Nobody was ever bitten by a rattle- 
anake, and nobody ever will be,’’ said a 
man who has studied them. ‘‘And the 
reason is the best that could possibly be. 
A rattlesnake can't bite. It isn’t likely 
that any creature that lives and is pro- 
vided with teeth and jaws has less pow- 
er of biting. The snake’s jaws are not 
hinged. They are attached to each other 
by an elastic cartilage. Thus the snake 
has no leverage whatever in closing one 
jaw against the other, and if it attempt- 
ed to inflict injury by biting it couldn't 
80 much as pierce the skin. The fangs 
of a rattlesnake are driven into the 
fiesh by a stroke, not a bite, as is well 
shown by the fact that punctures are 
made only by the armament of the up 
per jaw. -The lower jaw has nothing to 
do with the act. A man striking a boat 
hook into a log is an exact representa 
tion of the manner in which the rattle 
snake bites. So whenever any one tells 
you about some one else being bitten by 
& rattlesnake bet him it isn’t so. Y ] 
win. It is an impossibility for a rattle- 
snake to bite. 

‘‘But althongh the rattlesnake can’t 
bite, if you’re fooling around in a coun- 
try where he is spending the summer, 
you want to keep your eye led. And

Lewis, the square-shouldered Cambridge 
runner, after one of the most exciting 
finishes ever seen on an athletic field, won 
the 440 yards run, beating Richards of 
Yale by a scant six inches. Horan, the 
cadaverous looking middle distance man, 
made a show of his opponents in the 
half mile, and Lutyens, the spectacled 
student of Sydney college, had things all 
his own way in the mile run. These were 
Cambridge's only victories. 

It was the first international university 
competition in track and fleld sports ever 
held in this country, with the Cambridge 
team representing old England and Yale 
upholding the honors of America. 

That Yale proved faithful to her trnst 
was fully demonstrated by the marked 
superiority of her men in the majority of 
events, and by winning so handsomely 


no room was left for doubt or bickering. 


Merit Recognized. 

Lonpon, Oct. 7.—The Graphic says this 
morning of the Yale-Cambridge contest at 
New York on Saturday: America has 
taken the conceit, out of us in a way un- 
equalled since Australia beat England at 
the Oval in 1892, and it may perhaps be a 
longer time before we recover from the 
shock. Asa first step toward accepting 
defeat gracefully, we might perhaps cease 
to talk quite so much about the differences 
of climate asa contributory cause to our | 
defeat.

Oxford was somewhat lucky to beat Yale, 
or decidedly unlucky in subsequently los- 
ing to Cambridge. It is impossible toshut 
one’s eyes to the fact that at the present 
time America is peculiarly rich in capable 
athletes of all kinds; and though we may 
hope that at the next important meeting 
the Englishmen will assert their suprem- 
acy over their rivals, or at all events come 
out on an equality, it would be churlish 
to refuse the frank and cordial acknowl- 
edgment which the recent achievements 
of their American opponents merit. 

The Daily News says: Though not so 
overwhelming as when the London Ath- 
letic club was beaten by the New York 
Athletic club, the defeat was bad enough. 
Winning or losing, however, is a small 
consideration compared with the social re- 
sults brought about by these friendly ri- 
valries between the old and the new 
worlds. Our athletic invasion of the States 
has resulted in a heavy blow to our self- 
esteem; but the tables may be turned if 
the Americans send over a team next year. 
Climate accounts for a good deal in these 
matters, and other things being at all 
equal, the advantage must always be with 
the home team, Admitting this, however, 
the fact remains that the Americans are 
just now marvellously strong.

EMPEROR DEFIED. 


| Sharp Speeches Irdulged In at the Congress 
of German Socialists. 

BRESLAU, Oct. 8.—Herr Liebknecht, in 

his inaugural speech at the opening of the 

Socialist congress yesterday, referred to 


the remarks recently made by Hmperor | 


William of Germany, saying that attempts 
had lately been made to vilify the Social 
Democracy; but, the speaker added, that 
party could now defy defeat, no matter 
how many bayonets were at the disposal 
of those who wished for a trial of strength. 
Continuing, Herr Liebknecht said that if 
people wanted a fight, the Social Demo- 
crat was their man. 

Continuing, Herr Liebknecht said the 
highest authority in the land throws 
down the gauntlet and insults us. Let 
us take up the challenge, no matter who 
it may be who casts this mudat us. He 
is incapable of touching as, for we are 
above his insults. The German empire 
would first collapse, but Socialism will 
triumph. A violation of universal suf- 
frage will be equivalent to the death war- 
rant of the imperial government. Herr 
Liebknecht’s speech was enthusiastically 
applauded. 

In the hired hall in which the congress 
meets is a life-size portrait of the late 
Emperor Frederick. The Socialists wished 
to veil it during the sessions of their con- 
gress, but they were prevented from doing 
so by the police, whereupon the chairman 
remarked that if the deliberations did not 
disturb Emperor Frederick, his portrait 
would not incommode the Socialists. 


Milliken Was Muddled. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 8. — Benjamin H 
Milliken, charged with feloniously enter 
ing the house of ex-Solicitor Genera 
Philipps of North Carolina and attempt 
ing an assault on Miss Philipps, July 2 
last, yesterday told his side of the story 
for the first time. He says that he entered 
Judge Philipps’ house on the evening 
named, and gave his card to the servant, 
who carried it upstairs. He had been 
drinking heavily all day, and had a bottle 
of whisky in his pocket, from which he 
took a drink during the absence of the 
servant. He immediately lost conscious- 
ness, and when he regained his senses 
found himself in a strange room, In his 
desire to escape quietly and without 
recognition, he turned his hat and coat in: 
side out and removed his shoes.

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WALLED IN BY FIRE. 


Laborers and Encinzers Meet an Awful Fate 
In a Pennsylvania Mine. 


WILKESBARRE, Pa., Oct. 8. —A very 
serious accident occurred in the Dorrance 
colliery of the Lehigh Valley Coal com- 
pany in this city late yesterday afternoon. 

Four prominent mining engineers and 
15 miners were shut in by a wall of fire. 
The accident was one of the most distress- 
ing recorded in the coal region in many 
years. 

At 8 o'clock five men, all badly burned, 
were brought to the surface. They are: 
Robert Blanchard, William Miller, 
Michael Moss, George Lafly and Joseph 
Murphy. The first two are members of 
the engineer corps. Moss and Lafly are 
laborers and Murphy is a driver. Miller 
and Blanchard are so badly burned that 
they cannot live. 

At midnight the rescuers had made 
very little headway in their efforts to 
reach the scene of the explosion. Fire- 
damp made its appearance shortly after 8 
o’clock, and it was necessary to do con- 
siderable brattice work, which proceeded 
very slowly. 

The engineer corps all perished in the 
explosion, and if they were not killed out- 
right they were suffocated by the fire- 
damp. 

The dead bodies of the victims were re- 
covered at 2:15 this pn orning.

A Suffrage Manifesto In Reply to an Appeal 
of Remonstrants. 


“Ts itexpedient to extend municipal suf- 
frage to women? Yes, orno? This 
question the Massachusetts legislature in- 
vites women and men to answer at the 
polls on the 5th day of next November. 

It is expedient: 

1. Because it is unfair that one-half of 
the citizens of a free country, under a gov- 
ernment professedly representative, should 
be denied political representation solely 
because they are women. 

2. Women need the ballot. Legisla- 
tion made and enforced by men alone is 
class legislation, and therefore partial and 
inrperfect. Women are 4 class, with 
special rights to protect and special 
wrongs toremedy. If farmers cannot be 
trusted to legislate for merchants, or law- 
yers for mechanics, or employers for labor- 
ers, how can men alone legislate justly 
for women? 

8. Government needs the women. Every 
class that votes makes itself felt in the 
long run in the direction of its interests, 
tastes and peculiarities.

LAST OF THE SEASON. 


An Interesting Bulletin From the 
Weather Bureau Officials, 


Review of the Condition of 
the Past Year. 


Season as a Whole Has Been Favorable For 


Crop Advancements. re 


Boston, Oct. 8.—The New England 
weather bureau issues the following bul- 
letin, the last of the season of 1895: 

Generally clear weather has prevailed 
during the week, with warm, sunshiny 
days and cold nights. Killing frosts have 
occurred in the valleys, but many hill 
townsin both the north and south are 
still free from damage by cold weather, 
and late corn, tomatoes, vines, etc., are 
growing uninjured. The clear weather 
has been improved, and harvesting of all 
crops is well under way. Apple picking 
is nota large task this year in all central 
and northern districts, and the quality of 
the apples is very poor. Insect pests have 
worked on them badly, and they are re- 
ported small and poor-looking. It is pos- 
sible that the result from the lack of 
birds is being felt toa greater extent on 
fruit this year than was expected. The 
fruit trees have generally made a good 
growth. 

The drought is getting to be serious in 
a great part of New England, though not 
so much in injury to surface crops as to 
the wells and springs, Northern sections 
especially are suffering, and wells are dry 
that have never failed before, and rivers 
are lowest for years. At Belfast, Me., a 
large part of the wells in town are dry. 
Mills on the St. Croix and Dennys rivers 
in eastern Maine have stopped for want of 
water, and electric power stations in other 
towns have had to shut down. In parts 
of Connecticut wells are dry that did not 
get dry all last year. Much rain will be 
needed to fill up the reservoirs before 
the ground freezes. 

The effect of the drought on the top of 
the ground has been to cause apples to 
fall, reduce feed in pastures and shorten 
the second crop of grass, and damage fall 
seeding of grass and grain. 

A Glance at the Past, 

The winter of 1894-1895 was termed a 
“hard, old-fashioned winter,’’ especially in 
southern New England, giving continued 
cold weather and more snow than usual. 
The abundant snow served to protect 
grass and grain roots, however, and 
very little damage was done to those or to 
fruit. 

Much cool weather prevailed in April, 
and in central districts there was an ex- 
cessive precipitation, with one of the most 
damaging floods on record in north cen- 
tral districts, The rain delayed farm 
work on intervales, but it started the frost 
and snowbanks, and at the end of the 
month some work had been done in the 
north, but was backward in the south. 

The second week in May was unusually 
warn, and all vegetation made a rapid 
growth. The fruit buds came out so fast 
that they were considerably injured by the 
cold weather following, especially in the 
valleys in the northern states. Cran- 
berries were damaged also, 

June was warmer and drier than normal. 
From the 5th to the 25th very little rain- 
fall came, and all crops were affected by 
the dry weather. Grass especially suf- 
fered, andin the south all uplands were 
prematurely ripe, and cutting was begun 
very early. With the last week of the 
month abundant rains came for surface 
saturation, and the month of July opened 
with very favorable prospects for all 
farmers. On meadows grass was thicken- 
ing up well, pastures were generally good 
and newly cut fields were showing very 
green. Corn was looking especially well. 

Cooler Than Usual. 


July was coolerand drier than the nor- 
mal in the north and northwest, but with 
more than the usual amount of precipita- 
tian in the southeast. Much cloudiness 
prevailed with frequent showers, and hay- 
making was carried on under rather poor 
conditions. Pastures were unusually lnx- 
uriant, however, except in the northwest; 
the second crop of grass promised well, 
and most fleld crops were growing very 
fast. 

Both the maximum and minimum tem- 
peratures were lower than are usually re- 
corded in August. The nights were gen- 
erally cool, and light frosts were experi- 
enced in valleys on the morning of the 
22d. The rain was well distributed, and 
although less than the normal amount 
of grass and all fleld crops did well in 
most places, favorable weather prevailed 
for harvesting, and most grain was gath- 
ered in good shape. Tobacco was cut and 
housed in splendid condition, and its 
quality was reported above the average. 
The showers were not heavy enough, how- 
ever, to fill up springs, and all water 
reservoirs were lower than they are often 
found at this time of year, 

Wide Range of Thermometer. 

September was a month of extremes in 
temperature, with light precipitation, and 
with several severe local storms. On the 
15th a frost was experienced in most val- 
leys, and considerable damage was done 
in the northern states. The 2lst to the 28d 
gave unusually warm weather, with 
strong drying winds, and newly seeded 
ground was dried—apples, ungathered 
fruit and tomatoes were badly scalded. 
The rain was not sufficient for surface 
growth, and pastures were reported in 
poor condition generally. Appics have 
dropped badly. 

The season as a whole has been very 
favorable for crop advancement, and it 
closes with most crops harvested in extra 
fine condition. Corn especially is very 
sound and fine and has cured well, Al- 
though, forthe most part, showers have oc- 
curred with sufficient frequency for crops, 
there have been no long rains during the 
summer, and the deficiency for the year 
amounts to l0inches and over in many 
parts of New England.

In closing the crop bulletin issue for 
this season we wish to publicly thank the 
correspondents who have sent weekly re- 
ports. The issue of bulletins this year 
has been the largest ever sent out in New 
England, aS we are mailing weekly nearly

curate and regular reports of the corre- 
spondents.

GRAVE SUSPICION 


Against Women Who Gained a Living by Using 
Knockout Drops. 

Boston, Oct. 9.—There was published 
some days ago a story about the arrest ot 
two women who were accused of being 
concerned in many robberies in noes i 
where “knockout drops” had slyly been 
put in glasses of liquor. One of the | 
prisoners boasted that she had sometimes | 
obtained as much as $300 ina single in- | 
stance in this way. | 

Itis now stated that the police think 
that the women may have been connected 
with the mysterious death of Corporal H. 
P. Sullivan of company G, Third United | 
States infantry, of Fort Snelling, Minn., 
onthe night of Sept. 14. Sullivan was 
found lying unconscious in an alley off 
Shawmut avenue, and while he was being 
carried to a police station he expired. 

It was asserted by the medical examiner 
at the time that it was almest certain that 
the dangerous drug which forms the chief 
ingredient of the “drops” had been given 
tothe man. The evidence since collected 
against the women is so strong that this 
case is laid at their doors, one reason be- 
ing that the corporal’s pockets, though 
empty, were not turned inside out, as is 
usually the case when a robbery is com- 
mitted on a highway. 


This circumstance leads to a belief that 
the soldier was drugged and robbed 


some house in the neighborhood and after- 
terward staggered out and fell in the alley 
where he was found by the police.

He is believed, how- 
ever, to be one P. F. Labelle of Frederick- 
ton, N. B. The cause of his death is un- 
known.

PORTLAND, Me., Oct. 9.—Captain George 
Wallace of the schooner General Walsh, 
while gunning in Lower Casco bay, was 
struck by lightning. He was rendered un- 
conscious for several hours by a thunder 
bolt and drifted about the bay in a heavy 
sea at the mercy of wind and waves, and 
was 48 hours without food and water, 
being unable to lift a hand to save himself 
from destruction. He was finally rescued 
by a passing vessel, and may recover.

Tke following letter may explain in- 
directly why the excursion of the Michigan 
granite dealers to Quincy in August was a 
failure. They had got the idea that 
Quincy prices were high and placed their 
orders with middlemen, and were ashamed 
tocome. They have had their experience 
and are ready to be forgiven, and hence- 
forth their work will be done in Quincey. 
Read this letter to the Granite Producer 
and Builder and jadge for yourself: 

Mr. Epitor: I carefully read your 
editorial condemning the practices of the 
‘middlemen,’ which appeared in your 
issue for Sept. 15, and must say that I 
heartily agree with the conclusions drawn. 
As a member of the retail monumental 
trade I have had ample opportunity to ex- 
perience the disastrous results attendant 
upon business flealings with one of the so- 
called wholesale houses. In my whole 
business career, coverings period of over 
twenty years, I bave never, with the one 
exception mentioned, experienced any 
serious difficulty in satisfactorily adjusting 
differences of opinion between myself and 
those with whom I have dealt. There are 
two concerns at Quincy with whom I 
placed orders at regular intervals since 
originally starting in trade here, and it is 
a source of gratification to know that 
both were amazed to find themselves pro- 
hibited from filling orders through the ap- 
pearance of my name upon the confidential 
list. 

It may be of interest to other members 
of the retail trade to learn the full facts of 
this case from my standpoint. In 1891 I 
closed. the contract for a memorial on 
which the margin of profil was to me ap 
unknown quantity. It was for a poor 
widew, and the monument was to com- 
memorate the deeds of her husband, and 
my neighbor, who had frequently be- 
friended me in life. Oa my part it was a 
charitable enterprise rather than a busi- 
ness investment. I forwarded designs of 
the work to one of the two conceins for es- 
timates and received word back that they 
could not take the job at less than $25 
more than I was to receive for it. The 
same day I was waited upon by the agent 
of an eastern commission house and as a 
test I asked him to give an estimate on the 
same job, and his figures were $55 less than 
the Quincey manufacturer which would 
show me a clear profit of $30. I was in- 
naturally and talked with him 
regarding the quality of his work, showing 
hima set job in my yard as a sample of 
what I desired. He promised still better 
work and prevailed upon me to place the 
order, 

Two months later I had the dissatisfac- 
tion of unboxing the poorest specimen of 
monumental art ever shipped into this 
Tbe stock was cheap, knotty and 
discolored and the workmanship horrible. 
I rejected the job 2nd so wrote the selling 
agent, who threatened all sorts of rough 
treatment, advising that he had person- 
ally inspected the work before shipment 
and knew it to be correct and according to 
order. I paid no attention to such pugna- 
cious clap-trap and a little later when I 
placed work for estimates with the Quincy 
firms I was advised that they could not

What 
would bave been the result if the job had 
been but slightly imperftct and I as poorly 
situated financially as a majority of our 
retail dealers are, [ can only surmise, but 
suffice it to say that this was all the 
acquaintance I desired with the ‘ whole- 
sale granite trade.”

AN ACTIVE LIFE ENDED. 


General Mahone Possessed Indomi- 
table Will and Tireless Energy. 


Placed Himself at the Head of 
“Readjuster” Party. 


A Brief Review of Chief Events in His Military 
and Political Career. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 9.—General William 
Mahone died at Chamberlin’s hotel at 1 
o'clock yesterday from the effects of a 
paralytic stroke sustained on Sept. 30. He 
had been totally unconscious for more 
than 48 hours previous to death, and 
passed away seemingly without pain. 

Few Virginians of this generation have 
possessed the capacity for strong leader- 
ship to a greater degree than William Ma- 
hone. War, business and politics have 
been his three fields of valor, and in each 
he had shown himself the same undaunted 
commander, with masterful resources and 
unflagging courage. But no less in busi- 
ness and politics has he been driven to 
give up the sword, than in the pursuits of 
war. 

General Mahone was born in Southamp- 
ton county, Va., Dec. 1, 1826, graduated at 
the Virginia Military institute in 1847, 
engaged in engineering, and when the 
civil war broke out it found him the con- 
structor of the Norfolk and Petersburg 
railroad. He joined the Confederate 
army in 1861, took part in the capture of 
Norfolk navy yardin Aprilof that year, 
raised and commanded the Sixth Virginia 
regiment, which engaged in most of the 
battles of the peninsula campaign, those 
on the Rappahannock and around Peters- 
burg, where he won the sobriquet of “The 
Hero of the Crater,”’ and was, throughout 
his career, noted as a fighting commander. 

A Fighting Commander, 

In March, 1864, Mahone was commis- 
sioned a brigadier general, and in April of 
the same year he was made a major gen- 
eral. He subsequently led a division in 
A. P. Hill’s corps, and when Lee sur- 
rendered he was at Bermuda Hundred. 

At the close of the war he returned to 
engineering and became president of the 
Norfolk and Tennessee railroad. While 
acting in this capacity he also entered pol- 
itics, and was a leader in the movement 
that resulted in the election of Gilbert C. 
Walker, the conservative candidate, to the 
governorship of Virginia. 

He was himself a candidate for the 
Democratic nomination for governor in 
1878. He organized and became the leader 
of the “readjuster’’ party, which advo- 
cated conditional repudiation of the state 
debt. The new party met with such suc- 
cess as to attract the attention of the 
country to Mahone as a political leader, 
and in the meantime the general laid his 
plan to capture the legislature and go to 
the United States senate. 

He consulted the Republican leaders at 
Washington as to his plans for securing a 
senatorship, parties being closely matched 
in that body. He also went to Philadel- 
phia, where he conferred with State Chair- 
man Quay and Senator Cameron, pledg- 
ing himself, if $25,000 were raised for his 
financial aid in the campaign, to carry the 
Virginia legislature, send himself to the 
senate and stand by the Republicans. 

Riddleberger His Running Mate. 

His pledge was accepted, the money was 
raised and handed tohim. He was elected 
to the senate in 1880 for six years, which 
ended in March, 1887, and was associated 
during his term of service with Riddle- 
berger, another readjuster. 

In 1888 he was the Republican nominee 
for governor of Virginia, and was de- 
feated by an overwhelming majority by 
his Democratic opponent, Philip W. Me- 
Kinney of Prince Edward county. 


Since 
that time and up to about six months 
ago he had not been very active in Vir-

ginia politics. Butrecently he had formed 
acombination with the Populists and was 
preparing to fight the Democrats in the 
approaching campaign on the issues in- 
volved when stricken with paralysis. 

General Mahone has always been a man 
of indomitable will, of tireless energy, 
with a natural propensity for domineering 
his political associates and subordinates. 
To this trait of his character may be at- 
tributed the disastrous defeat which he 
sustained in 1888. From the inception of 
the readjuster movement down to Ma- 
hone’s overthrow, Virginia politics were 
marked by a bitterness and intensity rarely 
equalled and never exceeded in the histogy 
of the state. ; 

General Mahone had been one of the 
richest men in Virginia, but for the last 
few months had been virtually a pensioner 
upon the generosity of one of his old asso- 
clates. In politicshe not only experienced 
bitter and disappointing defeat, but ac- 
companied with it he had endured the 
ostracism of his old friends and neighbors, 
who regarded him as little short of a traitor 
tothe Old Dominion hearthstones. For 
the lost cause he likewise foughtlong and 
well, only to lay down his arms.

FOR THE SUFFRAGE? 


BY MRS. SCHUYLER VAN RENSSELEAR, 


We | 

Turn now from the “right’’ of woman | 
suffrage, which is no right at all, to the} 
question of its expediency. This is the 
true problem, and of course the best way 
to approach it is at the very foundation. 

Is there indeed good reason why woin- | 
en, simply because they are women, should | 
not take active part in political life? 

Women are physically much weaker | 
than men. It matters nothing that here | 
and there a woman may say, ‘‘Lo, I am 
physically as vigorous as a man.’’ Ayer 
ages must rule when millions of men and 
women are concerned. No sane person 
believes that the average woman equals 
the average man in vigor, any more than 
that the exceptionally strong woman 
equals a Corbett or a Sandow. 

Nature has made us weaker than men, | 
not merely by giving us smaller skeletons | 
and tenderer muscles, but by fitting us; 
for the rdle of motherhood. Of course in 
being fitted for this rdle a special kind of | 
strength has been conferred upon us; and 
no kind could be more valuabie to our- | 
selves or to the world. Bunt we have to | 
pay for it in weakness in other directions | 
—not only in lesser muscular power, but 
in lesser ability to withstand strains and 
exertions of many kinds. 

Man's greater physical strength is not} 
merely a reason why he has hitherto done | 
all the work of government. It is also a} 
sign and proof that this is part of his nat- 
ural work. By nature he js the protector | 
of his family, whether it be attacked by | 
wolves, by human individuals, by the fear | 
of poverty or by the dread of public calam- 
ities. And by nature a woman is a being | 
to be protected. Her physical weakness | 
is a sign of this. So is the great fact | 


which necessitates it—the fact of her | 
motherhood. So are the domestic and so- | 


cial cares which the probability of mother- | 
hood, and the absence of the working} 
males from their homes, make the business | 
of our sex asa whole. And so is the fact 
that while man needs to safeguard his} 
life and proverty only, she needs to safe- 
guard her chastity as well. 

Woman is the homemaker, the home- 
keeper; man is the home supporter, te 
home protector, and government is only 
one form of home protection. Often to- | 
day a woman must assume part of a man’s 
work of protection. But this is a qisfor- 
tune, not an ‘‘opportunity.’’ We must 
make the best of it by educating our girls 
better, and by teaching our men to realize, 
even more thoroughly than they do now, 
that 
women in so faras they can. But it as} 
foolish, as against nature, which means | 
common sense, to think that it would be | 
well if women should share equally in the | 
hard outside work of money making and |}

it is their business to protect all} 


of organizing and protecting society as it | 
would be to think that the world would 
be improved if men could bear and rear | 
half the children. Any doctrine which | 
tends toward a general reversal of the} 
great roles of the two sexes, or toward | 
their confusion, or toward the growth of | 
the idea that they may be confused with 
out danger to society, must be dist tly 
pernicious. 

Woman needs more liberty, truly—at 
least in intellectual directions. She needs 
to Know more, to think mure, to have a} 
deeper sense of responsibility. But she | 
needs this to do her own work more thor- | 


oughly, to teach her what had better be} 
left to man to do, and to teach man how j FRANK 


he may doit well. She is the world’s ed 
ucator. He is che world’s executive. Her} 
work ‘is really more important than his, | 
for itis the making and molding of hu 
man character and of social characteristics 
—which means the making and molding 
of public opinion—while man’s work is 
to supportand protect her as she does this, 
and to give public opinion shape in that 
practical] form which we call government. | 

I have actually heard women say, and 
with much decision and fervor: ‘‘ Certain 
ly we should not hold office. The men 
ought certainly to do the work of govern 
ing. But itis our duty tosee that good 
men are put into office. It is our duty to 
vote, because this is the best way to show 
what we think ought to be done by the 
men who govern.”’ 

Surely this would be very unequal suf. | 
frage—half the controlling power to be 
ours, all the work and responsibility to | 
fall upon the men. It would be interfer- 
ence—not influence. It would be irre- | 
sponsible dictation—not education, direc- 
tion, help and counsel. 

And of course it would be imractica 
ble. How could we vote for good men un 
less good men were always nominated 
And how are men nominated except 
through difficult, exacting work, which is 
heaviest just before an election, but must 
be persisted in more or less all the time 
Going to primaries, pulling wires, and in- 
fluencing voters in favor of the nomina- 
tion of good men is not very hard work in 
little country places. But it is work | 
that needs time even there, and needs 
knowledge of a particular kind—special 
knowledge with regard to the qualifica- 
tions of special men. Andin big cities 
the work is so difficult, disagreeable, and 
harassing that, just because of it. very 
many men lose their interest in politics 
altogether. Yet in this work at least we 
should positively be obliged to share if we 
wished to vote those whom we might con 
sider the best men into oftice. 

No one can simply vote for ‘‘the best 
man’’ without regard to anything but his 
personal trustworthiness and ability. Be- | 
bind every man who stands for an office | 
lies a principle of one kind or another— 
legal, financial or economic. Choice must 
be made between principles, and choice 
must be made between men, and then the | 
claims of the one and the other must be | 
balanced against each other. No prob- | 
lein is more frequent or more difficult than 
that which confronts the voter obliged to 
shoose between a ‘‘good man’”’ represent 
ing principles or expedients of which he | 
disapproves, and a less good one represent 
ing principles or expedients he thinks 
right. Thus no intelligent yote can be 
cast without. a knowledge and considera- | 
tion of abstract political, financial or eco- | 


nomic ideas. The best man, when polit- 0 i) “ | 
ical office is in question, is the one who | h : U iN a¥ ;

sitates considerations with regard to his

A NIGHT RIDE. 


The bicycle is a queer instrument. 
You think you know all about it; then 
suddenly you find there are still things 
to learn. The other evening I got on my 
bicycle and worked my way for fiv ~r 
six miles through one of the prettiest 
lanes in England to a country village 
where a friend of mine lives. The lane 
which leads to this village is one in 
which I did a good deal of practicing 
when I first took to the bicycle some 
months ago. It is bordered by hedges 
and trees on each side and looks like a 
long green tunnel through which the 
sun sends some flittering, flickering rays 
down on the excellent roadway, making 
asort of dancing carpet of light and 
shade, eternally weaving themselves to- 
gether and mimicking in shadow and 
sunshine the interlacing of the trees 
above. 

But there is, alas, along the side of 
this lane a ditch with which I have be- 
fore now made acquaintance while 
teaching myself how to ride. It is al- 


| ways a pleasant experience for a bicy- 


cler to revisit a spot where he has had 
his conflicts with the machine. It gives 
him a sense of having accomplished 
something. I recognized all the places 
where I had been thrown in the ditch 


| and where I had been thrust through the 
| hedge. 


It was nice to know that these 
exciting days were past, and that I now 
rode the machine as if I werea part of it. 

The lane is a lonely place at any time 
of the day.

It was pitch dark when I left the 
house, and when I came to the entrance 
of the lane it was even darker than 
pitch, if such a thing be possible. I lit 
my bicycle lamp for the first time in 
The lamp had cost me a lot of 
money and was said to be the best in 
the market, but when it tried to com- 
pete with the appalling darkness of the 
lane I saw what a futile thing it was.

The Daily Ledger. PLEA FOR SUFFRAGE 


Mrs, Ellen B, Dietrick Tells Why 
Women Should Ask For It. 


Gives a Reply to Mrs. Schuy- 
ler Van Rensselaer. 


Claims That Disfranchisement Is a Dishonor 
In a Democracy. 


Mrs. Schuyler Van Rensselaer’s several 

articles opposing self-government of 
women betray that this fluent writer has 
allowed her mind to be confused by 
words, instead of setting it to work upon 
the real things behind the words. If she 
had reflected that ‘suffrage’ is the neces- 
sary symbol of self-government; that en- 
franchisement is an honor, disfranchise- 
ment a dishonor in a democracy; that the 
“state’’ is simply an association of women 
and men, and that “‘politics’’ is only a 
convenient term for the joint affairs of 
these men and women; that women, as 
half of the people, are morally entitled to 
the use of the vote in a government 
which explicitly professes to be a govern- 
ment of the people, by the people them- 
selves, then Mrs. Van Rensselaer would 
have saved herself from the fallacies set 
forth in her objections to woman suffrage. 
Her first puint is that: 

1, Woman suffrage has never been 
tested in any way which indicates how it 
would work in our eastern states; that 
the experience of Colorado and New Zea- 
land is too brief, and that of scantily 
populated Wyoming under too dissimilar 
conditions to prove anything with regard 
to New York or Massachusetts. 

But Mrs. Van Rensselaer ignores the 
| fact that Great Britain (whose cities have 
precisely the same problems found in 
American municipalities) has had a quar- 
etr of a century’s experience in woman 
suffrage, and that throughout the whole 
of these 25 years English city govern- 
ment has as steadily improved under the 
| joint work and council of men and 
} women as American city government has 
| retrograded under the sole management of 


men. This fact all students of municipal 
government admit. As women are the 
complement of men, as their training fits 
them for certain departments of mu- 
nicipal business, for which men’s special 


training does not fit men, this result 
of men’s and women’s joint work in 
political affairs is just what might have 


been anticipated. Ruskin well expresses 
their respective roles in political life in his 

“Sesame and Lilies,’ showing how man’s 
work in the state corresponds to his work 
for the home, and how, likewise, woman's 
political responsibility corresponds to her 
domestic duties; how in the state work, as 
in the home, woman is needed as a mirror 
of beauty, a center of order and economy 
and a balm for distress, while man is bet- 
ter fitted for other things, the part of each 
being equal in importance, though dis- 
similar in detail. Surely every thought- 
ful person will see that, with 25 years of 
English woman suffrage before us, it is 
absurd for Mrs. Van Rensselaer now to 
declare that woman suffrage in New York 
and Massachusetts would “mean an inno- 
vation of unparalleled significance with 
regard to the future of our women and of 
our men, with regard to our political 
course, our social conditions and the status 
of the home and family.” The experi- 
ment of our mother country has amply 
demonstrated that woman suffrage is no 
risk whatever, but a public good. Com- 
mon sense asks, “‘Why should the legally 
expressed opinions of women seem a dan- 
| gerous or monstrous thing?” 


Secondly, Mrs. Van Rensselaer 


that: 

2. “The power to take direct, active part 
in political life is not a right in the true 
sense of the word. * * * Ourconstitutions, 
our systems of law, our political beliefs, 
do not include the power to vote among 
the indisputable rights even of masculine 
humanity. * * * Expediency, not 

is the basis of the suffrage.” 
| The truth is, however, exactly the re- 

verse of this argument. Our only reason 
for existence as a distinct, self-governing 
people is set forth in the declaration of 
rights, formally adopted by the continen- 
tal congress of 1774. Therein we find the 
affirmation that “the foundation of Eng- 
lish liberty and of all free government 
is arightin the people to participate in 
their legislative council,” an affirmation 
which distinctly recognizes, not expe- 
diency, but an inborn, personal right of 
suffrage, for without the suffrage no peo- 
ple can participate in their legislative coun- 
cil. The men who 
clearly perceived that 
use of the suffrage is the inevitable price 
that must be paid for freedom. Our ex- 
perience during the past century demon- 
strates that ourenslavement by political 
tricksters and ‘‘ward bosses”’ grows out of 
too little use of suffrage by the half of the 
people who now possess the right to use it, 
joined to compulsory dispossession of the 
| other halfof the people, who onght to be 
trained to prize the vote and to conscien- 
tiously exercise it. We are now enabled 
to pronounce the subjection of one-half 
the people a failure, and common sense 
dictates the advisability of trying what 
true and full self-government of the whole 
people can do for the improyement of our 
bad political condition. 

Self-government is the ultimate goal 
of the race, and toward that mankind 
is steadily marching. Every wise kinder- 
gartener now knows that even babies may 
be trained to self-government, self-direc- 
tion, self-control, with results far more | 
satisfactory than were ever obtained under 
the regime of arbitrary parental rule. 
Such being the case, itis as vain to op- 
pose the legalized self-government of sane | 
womanhood as it would be to fight against 
| the revolution of the globe. 

Women must remember that their own 
| enfranchisement, as half of the people, ig 
therefore a question of principle, of right, | 
of fundamental Jaw; that, sweet as the | 
childishness of subjected and protected 
life may be, the woman who is no longer 
a child must put away childish things, 
and nobly recognize the responsibility of | 
| citizenship, which no citizen, male or fe- | 
} male, can get rid of, however much it 
may be denied, negle wignored. The 
municipal vote is a sacred trust, insepar- 
able from residence in a municipality, 
and its neglect must be paid for in mu- 
nicipal evil, misery, discomfort, wretched- 
ness and crime, the suffering of the young, 
the weak and the poor being commen- 
surate with the selfish apathy of the silly | 
women who shove the whole load of p lite | 
ical life upon the overburdened shoulders 
ol men. | 

For these reasons, all noble women should | 
| work for the enfranchisement of their sex 
acceping the suffrage, not only as a right’ 
but as a high and sacred duty and a proud

MERITS OF THE RAISIN. 


“AN ELECTION TRICK” 


Formed the Foundation of the Woes 
of Mr, Sackville-West, 


It Has Great Nutritious As Well as Me- 
dicinal Properties. 

As the grape cure has made its way 
into modern methods of dealing with 
disease—hundreds filling the German 
establishments where this return to na- 
ture is practiced—many a patient who 
has found himself made over by the 
treatment has added to it a use of the 
dried grape or raisin. Fruit of all sorts 
is becoming more and more a part of 
the regular food supply, and a growing 
constituency of people announce them- 
selves as believers in a diet of fruit and 
nuts. Leaying these extremists out of 
the present question, it is certain that 
health increases for whoever substitutes 
fruit, both fresh and dried, for a large 
part of the ordinary diet in daily use. 
One of our best literary workers has 
found that a bunch of good raisins with 
a slice of bread or a crisp cracker or two 
makes a lunch that is not only satisfac- 
tory, but leaves the brain clear for the 
afternoon’s work. Even in the days of 
our forefathers the Muscatel raisins, 
called so perhaps frem the Musca grape, 
brought by the Moors from their Afri- 
can homes into Spain, were credited 
with a special recuperative force, and 
known as ‘‘raysons of the sun.’’ They 
were part of the equipage of a last ill- 
ness. Saffron water and these ‘‘raysons 
of the sun’’ were side by side on the 
neat little table, which held also the 
big Bible reserved for solemn occasions, 
all three reminding the sufferer that he 
or she had done with the ordinary fare 
of mortal life. 

But there need be no such somber as- 
sociation with the raisin of today, our 
own California providing at its best a 
rich fruity raisin, sun dried, of course, 
yet not so much dried as distilled, all 
the watery parts being driven off and 
the richer qualities of the grape devel- 
oped in nature's own alembic. These 
raisins, With whole wheat bread, make 
a genuine food, good for child as well 
as man and hailed by the children with 
acclamation. The need for sugar—an 
instinct with children—is met in raisins 
or dates in infinitely more healthy fash- 
ion than in any other order of sweet, 
and the child who has full provision of 
such fruits makes no demand for candy 
or cake. 

The best California raisins are now 
cheap enough to be within the means of 
all, and their use is steadily increasing. 
A set of young lawyers in New York 
have adopted fruit as a Junch, finding 
that work can go on with none of the 
sense of heaviness produced by the ordi- 
nary meal, and raisins have been intro- 
duced as one of the most satisfying 
forms. —Philadelphia Press.

International Contests as In- 
cidental Side Issue. 


How the Sensational Pamphlet is Looked Upon 
by Washington Officials. 


LONDON, Oct. 10.—The statements made 
by Lord Sackville, who, as Sir Lionel 
Sackville-West, was the British minister 
at Washington in 1881-89, in a pamphlet 
marked “For private circulation only,” 


Truth, commenting upon the 
statements made, says: 

Whether courteous or judicious for 
Lord Sackville to publish this attack when 
Mr. Bayard is ambassador in London isa 
debateable question, to which it may, 
however, reasonably be replied that Mr. 
Bayard was immeasureably more dis- 
courteous and injudicious in his behavior 
toward Sackville-West when the latter 
was at Washington. Mr. Bayard, there- 
fore, would be mean tocomplain of this 
point. But the matter acquires excep- 
tional interest when it is considered side 
by side with a recent dispute regarding 
the race for the America’s cup. 

It should be remembered that Sackville- 
West was the victim of an election trick. 
An indiscreet expression of opinion upon 
his part was exaggerated for the purpose 
of exciting anti-English agitation. The 
trick. was successful, and Sackville-West 
was handed his papers. England, in the 
person of her envoy, was grossly and 
wantonly insulted. 
ever, failed to secure the election. 

In our relations with America, ex- 
periences teaches us always to be on the 
alert. This has made the English, per- 
haps, over-suspicious, and, being so, they 
possibly imagine trickery where it does 
not exist. For this reason itis especially 
advisable that international contests be 
discontinued until this impression is re- 
moved or the Americans realize that they 
are sufficiently strong to depend upon 
themselves without the support of sharp 
practice.

They Have No Love For the White Man 
and Show It. 

Kickapoo Indians are very fond of 
dogs, both alive and fricaseed. Around 
their tepees, or wi¢kiups, or Queen 
Anves, or whatever they call their 
abodes, there are always half a dozen 
wolfish dogs. An Indian dog hates a 
white man as far as he can see him 
and loves an Indian as far as he can 
smell him, and that is saying a good 
deal. 

When a white man driving throngh 
the Kickapoo country sees a dog by the 
roadside, his natural impulse is to whis- 
tle in a friendly way, for somehow in a 
wilderness of prairie or forest a dog is 
a comfortable sight. 

But the instant you whistle to an In- 
dian dog he turns his tail and is out of 
sight quicker than if he had been kicked. 
An Indian never whistles to his dog 
when he wants his beast to come to 
him; he places his tongue against his 
teeth and hisses. 

The colored population of Oklahoma 
have almost as many dogs as the Indi- 
ans. Those who live in the blackjack 
sand hills are dog rich. These dogs have 
a deep rooted aversion for the white 
man also. When an old colored cotton 
planter comes to town, some of the dogs 
are sure to follow, and when the old 
man walks up town the dog stays right 
between his feet like a country dog un- 
der a wagon. And whenever a white 
man comes within snapping distance 
the dog gets busy. —Kansas City Star. 


Ex-Minister’s Statements Differ From Views 
Expressed In Washington. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 10.—The extracts from 
the pamphlet printed by Lord Sackville- 
West divulging his diplomatic career in 
this country, which ended in his being 
summarily given his passports in the fall 
of 1888, after the publication of the Murch- 
ison letter, have attracted great attention 
here, and it is thought that Minister Bay- 
ard, who was so severely scored in the 
publication, may ask the state department 
to make complaint against Lord Sack- 
ville-West. The latter, although retired, 
is on the pension list of the British gov- 

ernment. 

J.C. B. Davis, who was first assistant 
secretary of state under Frelinghuysen, 
and whose conversations Lord Sackville 
repeats, made the following statement 
yesterday: 

“Tappear inthe account twice. Once 
in connection with an alleged request 
made by Secretary Frelinghuysen for the 
release of imprisoned Irish suspects, and 
once as receiving information from Lord 
Granville of an alleged Irish conspiracy to 
take Lord Sackville’s life. 

“In regard to the first, what took place 
between the two governments was this: 
Mr. Frelinghuysen, by direction of the 
president, instructed Mr. Lowell to ask 
Lord Granville to have the lord lieutenant 
of Ireland instructed to exercise the dis- 
cretion reposed in him by law to order an 
immediate trial of the prisoners, who had 
been imprisoned without trial many 
months. This request, when pressed, 
brought about the release of all the prison- 
ers. Icannot recall that I had any con- 
versation with the British minister on that 
subject; but, as his account appears to 
have been a contemporaneous one, it is 
probably substantially correct. 


A Question of Wills. 

The making of one’s will is hardly to 
be ranked among the pleasant duties of 
life. ‘‘My will,’’ says Slender, ‘‘I ney- 
er made my will yet, I thank heaven. I 
am not such a sickly creature, I give 
heaven praise.’’ So also Dame Quickly, 
when considering Falstaff’s spiritual 
concerns, hopes that ‘‘it isn’t time to 
think of making a will yet.’’ When 
David Garrick ostentatiously displayed 
to the great lexicographer his pictures, 
china, rare books and furniture at 
Hampton Court, the sage exclaimed, 
“‘Ah, David, David, these are the 
things that make a deathbed terrible !?’ 

A story is told of a dying miser, by 
whose bedside sat the lawyer, receiving 
instructions for the preparation of his 
last will and testament. ‘‘I give and 
bequeath,’’ repeated the attor ney aloud, 
as he commenced to write the accus- 
tomed formula. ‘‘No, no,’’ interrupted 
the sick man, ‘‘I will neither give nor 
bqueath anything; I cannot do it." 
“Well, then,’’ suggested the man of 
law, after a few moments’ considera- 
tion, ‘‘suppose we say lend. ‘I lend un- 
til the last day.’’’ ‘‘Yes, that will do 
better,’’ assented the unwilling testator.

President 
Arthur, in response to this sentiment, did 
not demand the release of the prisoners, 
but he requested Lord Granville to have 
the lord lieutenant of Ireland exercise the 
discretion reposed in him by the crimes 
act, and either release or bring the prison- 
ers to trial 

Within two weeks after that request 
was preferred, the suspects were all re- 
leased, and Mr. Foster, whose policy had 
been overruled, had resigned from the 
British cabinet.

The Quincy Society Well Established | sme this week Wednesday with the second 


in Adams Building. 


An Address at the Opening by Mr. 
Edward H. Dewson. 


There was a good attendance at the 
stated meeting of the Quincy Historical 
society held Thursday evening in the Pro- 
bate Court room. 

In the absence of the president, Mr. 
Samuel A. Bates, vice president of the 
society, presided and introduced Mr. E. H. 
Dewson who read an interesting paper on 
the ‘‘Tanning Industry of the South 
Shore,’”’ which was in fact a general paper 
which took in the shore towns of Massa- 
chusetts, which also included the old town 
of Braintree. 

Previous to;the meeting the new rooms 
in No. 7 Adams building were opened for 
the first time for the inspection of the 
members of the society and invited guests, 
and a very interesting and prefitable hour 
was thus spent in examining the many 
things collected, of bistorical interest. A 
brief mention of what met ihe visitors eye 
will not be out of place. 

First, there is the accession book of the 
society in which a complete record is kept 
of all donations received by the librarian, 
showing a total of 568 bound volumes and 
pamphlets, that are arranged on shelves 
that occupy nearly the whole of one side of 
the room, consisting principally of town 
histories, published town records of births, 
deaths and marriages, family genealogies, 
and publications of the historical societies 
in the United States; some of the above 


being now out of print and of great value. | 


The oldest book in the collection is one 


entitled ‘*The Psalms of David,’’ bearing 
date of being printed in 1718. 

The list also includes a large number of 
old school and singing books, of which a 
complete collection is being made? Com- 


plete files are also kept of al] the old Brain- 


tree local publications, including news- 
papers, town reports, church manuals, 


sermons and discourses. 

The back files are however, not complete 
and copies are desired from the towas of 
Braintree, Holbrook, Randolph or Quincy, 
which towns constituted the old town of 
Braintree. 

On the walls are many frames containing 
engravings of John Adams, Jobn Quincy 
Adams, John Hancock, George Washing- 
ton, Edward Everett, Rev. William P 
Lunt and photographs of the president and 
vice president of the society. 

Also old containing the 
signatures of such noted characters as the 
Adamses, Quincey, Dr. 
Phipps and Thomas Phipps, Jr., Cotton 
Tufts, Abigail! Adams and others. 

Suspended from the centre of the room 
is a large banner inscribed, ** Harrison and 
Tyler,” containing Harrison’s portrait in 
oil by Mr. Thomas Hinkley, once a cele- 
brated artist of Quincy, which was carried 
by the enthusiastic supporters of 
candidates in the campaign of 1840, 

Prominently distributed about the room 
are relics of the revolutionary period, in 
cluding guns, uniforms, colonial! hats, etc. 

On the mantel! over the fire place are two 
samples of green junk bottles manufactured 
at the first glass works in America, in that 
part of Quincy now known as German- 
town, which was fully 150 years ago, 

Also a tinder box and steel of ancient 
age, accompanied by a home-made brime- 
stone match, a fluid lamp, with 
pendants, used many years ago by a young 
Quincy bride, av [Indian pestle stone, dug

PRESENCE OF OFFICERS 


Made Country People Think Tragedy Had 
Occurred at Gray Gables. 


NEw YORK, Oct. 11.—A report obtained 
wide circulation throughout the country 
at an early hour this morning that Presi- 
dent Cleveland had been assassinated at 
his home at Gray Gables, near Buzzard’s 
Bay, Mass. Concerning this rumor, the 
following message has just been received 
from Boston: 

“All telephone connection with Buz- 
zard’s Bay is through New Bedford, which 
can’t raise Buzzard's Bay,.nor has it been 
on wire since 9 o’clock. New Bedford op- 
erator says nothing could have gone out of 
Buzzard’s Bay by telephone without him 
knowing it. He believes there is nothing 
in it. Western Union telegraph office 
closed long ago.” 

A Woman was murdered in the suburbs 
of New Bedford last night. ‘he police, 
while searching for the murderer, passed 
Within sight of Gray Gables. They were 
observed by some of the country people, 
and by this incident the rumor is sup- 
posed to have originated. 


Spain’s Eyes Opened, 

MADRID, Oct. 11.—There is great and 
quite unusual activity in the government 
dockyards at the different ports of Spain, 
and workmen are busily at work refitting 
cruisers and gunboats, In addition, it 
has besome known that certain govern- 
ment officials have been discussing the 
question of arming the steamships belong- 
ing to the Spanish Transatlantic com- 
pany, and it is believed that these prepara- 
tions are due to the belief in government 
circles that there is a possibility that the 
United States may recognize the Cuban 
insurgents as belligerents, 


Light on a Murder Case. 

DENVER, Oct. 11.—Philip E. Gaffron, a 
jeweler, in Highlands, was murdered on 
the night of April 8 last. Mrs. Gaffron 
and her sister, Mrs. Robbins, who were in 
the house at the time of the murder, stated 
that Mr. Gaffron was shot by a burglar. 
Now comes Elisha W. Robbins, husband 
of Mrs. Gaffron’s sister, who declares that 
at one time Mrs, Gaffron proposed to him 
to poison her husband, whose life was 
heavily insured. Mrs. Gaffron and Mrs. 
Robbins will be brought back from Penn- 
sylvania ani subjected to a rigid examina- 
tion, 


American Vessels the Best. 

WASHINGTON, Oct, 11.—The large num- 
ber of suicides of firemen and coal passers 
on German ocean steamships, committed 
probably in temporary insanity brought 
on by intense heat or overwork, has led the 
German government to examine the sub- 
ject and to ask the views of other nations. 
During the past five years only three fire- 
men on American steamers have jumped 
overboard. ‘This is regarded as indicating 
the excellent provisions for the health of 
the engine force on American ocean steam- 
ships. 

Troubles Not Yet Ended. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct. 11.—The situa- 
tion is far from reassuring. While the 
Armenians and some sections of the 
Christian population show less alarm, the 
Moslem element isin a state of efferves- 
cence, Which is causing the greatest 
anxiety at the palace, Revolutionary 
placards were posted yesterday at the 
mosques and in other public places, clam- 
oring for a constitution and fora meeting 
of national assemblies. 


Chatham's Big Fire. 

CHATHAM, N. B., Oct. 11.—The most 
serious conflagration which has ever visited 
this town occurred yesterday afternoon. 
The fire is supposed to have originated in 
anashheap. A high wind prevailed, and 
the fire got such headway before the 
steam fire engines got to work that it was 
impossible to check the flames. Sixty 
buildings were burned, and nearly 100 peo- | 
ple were rendered homeless. 


Keeping Close Watch. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 11.—Advices from 
southern Florida and the off-shore keys 
show that the government officials are 
alert to prevent any filibustering expedi- 
tions leaving that section to assist the 
Cuban insurgents. So far as known, how- 
ever, no overt acts haye been committed 
recently, 


Kurino’s Denial. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 11.—Prince Yanghio 
Pak, who was formerly prime minister of 
Korea, and is now an exile from that 
coubtry on & charge of conspiracy, is in 
Washington. He called upon Acting 
Secretary McAdoo yesterday and presented 
letters of introduction from mutual 
friends, 


The La Paz Hurricane. 

GUAYMAS, Mex., Oct. 11.—In the hurrl- 
cane which swept over La Paz, 184 houses 
were destroyed, four lives lost and about 
21 persons were wounded. Nineteen craft, 
including the American schoner Czar, 
partly loaded with dynamite, were 
beached and @ government cutter was 
sunk. pales 

Under the Ban. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 11—The postoffice 
department yesterday issued a fraud order 
against the Wonder Stone company of 
New York city. This company formerly 
did business in Boston, selling a shaving 
stone which was alleged to remove beards.

QUR PRIMER DAYS 


Secretary Hills Interesting Ad- 
dress at Braintree, 


Delivered on Evening of Insti‘ute 
to Teachers 2nd Pi blic, 


The First Schoolhouses, Teachers, 


Salaries, Studies, Ete, 


[From the Braintree Observer ] 


A good sized audience assembled in the 
Town Hall, Braintree, Wednesday even- 
ing, to listen to this gentleman. We 
would be glad to reproduce the whole of it, 
with the ske’ches, but space will allow 
only a synopsis. He said:—I ask you, 
ladies and gentlemen, to accompany me 
tonight a little way into the past, to see 
with me some things our fathers did and 
why they did them, and to note how, out 
of these rude beginnings, bas sprung up 
that great school system whose glory it has 
been to put intelligence for force, and 
make government possible without stand- 
ing armies, 

In 1636, there were 16 towns and ham- 
lets on Massachusetts Bay. They nuom- 
bered all told less than 4000 souls. Six 
years before there were scarcely as many 
hundred. Their houses were simple and 
rude, their chairs and tables were home- 
made and their trousers and gowns home- 
spun. Six years now had they been at 
work. Food, shelter, clothing,—these de- 
mands they were pow meeting. There 
was beginning to be a surplus, a commerce. 
{n this year of our Lord 1636, these dwel- 
lers in cabins set apart £400 for a school 
or college. This was the beginning of 
Harvard University. Do you _ realize 
friends, the full import of that act? They 
did it in their poverty, an Indian war 
threatening them on the one side, the old 
country already scheming to clip their 
growing wings on the other. ‘* Never,”’ 
said James Russell Lowell, ‘“‘had the bases 
of such a structure been laid under cir- 
cumstances so unprecedented and under 
what seemed such sullen and averted stars,”’ 

It was the first instance in the world’s 
history of the common people voting 
money for such a purpose. Do we incline 
to call this beginning at the wrong end? 
Not so. ur fathers knew the leavening 
and lifting power of higher education. 
In 1642 the chosen men of the towns were 
empowered to call parents to an account 
who did not properly train their children, 
uuay, actually to enter the home of the im- 
provident, take their neglected children, 
and put them out to service where hand, 
head and heart would be trained. 

In 1647, the free school system was 
adopted by the Colony of Massachusetts 
Bay and made compulsory. There was 
a free school in Cambridge as early as 1635. 
It was under the supervision of that sturdy 
Puritan, Jobn Bridge, whose bronze statue 
is on the Cambridge Common and whose 
mortal remains are in the ancient buria 
ground hard by. 

There was a free school in Boston as 
early as 1635, probably two or three years 
earlier still. The first doubtless in New 
England, Strange to say the first free 
school in Ameriea was founded in Virginia 
in 1621,—a puny thing that in infancy. 
The Plymouth Colony did not require free 
schools until 1677. 

Tbe first schoulhouses were not school- 
houses at all, but farmers’ kitchens, spare 
rooms, carpenter shops, barns even,— 
wherever a dozen pupils could sit at their 
work and be free from serious interruption. 

In locating the first schoolhouses there 
was no end of trouble. The geographical 
centre was often selected by way of @om- 
promise, and so hill tops, woods or other 
wild and isolated sites were fixed upon; 
and it was deemed a happy union of con- 
ditions, if the centre fell near the cross- 
roads, for then contending parties had 
grace enough to waive the claims of ab- 
solute geographical justice and place the 
schoolhouse exactly there. And a cheap, 
rude structure it was, as incapable of re- 
sisting New England weather as unpain ed 
fence rails, but, poor as it was, it was not 
far behind the home, the office, the work 
shop of the common people. Some of the 


dwelling houses of this early period are | 


still standing, but none of the school- 
houses, They were vacant months at a 
time, were seldom sharply looked after, 
suffered from heavy wear in term time, 
from vandalism at all times, If not beaten, 
blown or whittled down, they rolled dows 
and that was the last of them. 

When you pass down School street, Bos- 
ton, the oldest New England schovolhouse 
of which I can find an illustration, was the 
institution that gave it name. 
close to King’s chapel,—the old wooden 
one, and was partly, if not wholly within 
the burying ground. A bronze tablet now 
To enlarge the cburch, the 
schoolhouse had to give way. There was 
a heated controversy about the matter, 
traces of which may be seen in these cou- 
plets of the time: 

“A fig for learning; I tell you the town 

To make the church larger must pall the 
school down.” 

“ Unluckily spoken,”’ replied Master Birch, 

“* When learning, I fear, stops the growth of 
the church.” 

This was one of the several homes of the 
Boston Latin School. The new home of 
the Latiu Schoul at the South Eud cost

| out the 


|} foundest study. 
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nearly a million doliars, but palace as it is, 
the finest school edifice in the country and 
one of the finest in the world, it is a 
lighter burden to the opulent Boston of to- 
day than was this unpretentious structure 
of 1722. At that time the Latin School 
was known as the Boston Grammar 
School, but the old colonial grammar 
school which was required by law in every 
community of 100 families was always a 
college-fitting school. .It was Latin gram- 
mar and not English that it taught. En- 
glish grammar was then unknown. Itisa 
significant fact that the golden age of Ea- 
glish literature was a grammar-less age. 
The art flourished, the science slept. 

The teachers of our earliest public 
schools were men exclusively. To be sure 
there were a few ‘* Dame schools,”’ so 
called, but they were private and for little 
children.” The first woman taught in 
Newton in 1766; in Plymouth, in 1771; 
but the employment of women did not 
become general until the present century 
was well advanced. It had been pre- 
viously urged that a woman could not 
govern, also that she was incompetent to 
teach the older pupils, The first ob- 
jection had its origin, no doubt, in a certain 
rough, insubordinate spirit two common in 
schools; a spirit that it seemed hardly be- 
coming fora woman to struggle against. 
The second objection, incompetency to 
teach older pupils, had some foundation 
also, and why? Simply because the girl 
was of no ‘account in the educational 
schemes of our forefathers. 

She did not attend the public schools. 
I cannot learn that she was forbidden to 
attend. I only know it was not the 
custom. She was well educated if she 
could read. To write, to cipher—these 
were accomplishments. That did not bear 
directly upon cooking food, scrubbing 
floors, spinning yarn, milking cows, 
wouldn’t help a girl fill her station one 
whit more acceptably and was therefore 
restless, 

In Medford, in 1776 it was voted to let 
the master instruct girls for two hours after 
the dismissal of the boys. Fourteen years 
later, Medford girls were allowed to attend 
summer schools, but not winter, And so 
girls hung about the outskirts of the sys- 
tem until far into the present century. It 
has been only nine or ten years since the 
last discrimination against girls in Boston 
ceased to exist. They can now fit for 
college in a city school. But conservative 
Boston could not be led to throw open 
those doors that had been closed for over 
two hundred years to the sex; and so a 
new school was founded,—the Girls’ Latin 
school of that city. The general order of 
development seems to have been, first, no 
education for girls; second, separate educa- 
tion for girls; and third, co-education. 

The first teachers then, were men, well 
educated and in matters of religion; ortho- 
dox to the core, for they were required to 
be approved by the ministers. It was the 
aim of the Massachusetts colony to found 
a Bible commonwealth, and to base all its 
institutions on Bible principles. In church 
the schoolmaster’s wife was given a seat 
next to the magistrate’s. Occasionally 
the old-world plan of providing the school- 
master with house and land was adopted. 

There was once such a pedagogue’s 
“parsonage’’ on School street, Boston, on 
the sight of the present City hall. Here 
lived John Lovell, a master of the Boston 
Latin school. Tradition tells how he per- 
mitted his school boys to till his garden, 
bottle his cider, and saw his wood, as re- 
wards of merit. 

Salaries were low. Thirty pounds a 
year was a common sum. Money was often 
scarce, aad so salaries were often paid in 
corn op pork, or staples. 

The discipline of the early schools was 
generally harsh. Their methods of pnnish- 
ment they brought from England. The 
average school master was a relentless 
punisher ; the average school boy in immi- 
nent danger of spoiling for lack of an ade- 
quate flogging, and the average community 
strongly inclined to flog at home the hap- 
less youth that caught a flogging at school. 

The sessions of old-time schools began 
many of them at 7 in the morning and 
closed at 5 in the afternoon with an inter- 
mission of one hour. The winter hours 
were 8 and 4. 

Studies were few,—Latin and Greek in 
the grammar schools, reading and writing 
in the English schools. Books were scarce 
and precious, There was the Bible first, 
last and always, and the “ Bay State 
Psalm Book.” The first widely used books 
prepared expressly for the schools was the 
‘*New England Primer,’ for more than 
one hundred years almost the exclusive 
juvenile book of this country. It opens 
with two prayers, morning and evening, 
It gives the letters, great and small, 
Three - pages were devoted to spelling. 
There were 203 words that our fathers 
must have had by heart and among them 
were musick, jobb, incence. In six pages 
the Primer bounds from the alphabet to 
the ‘‘Apostles Creed,’’ the ‘ Lord’s 
Prayer”? aod the ‘* Ten Commandments,” 
But the feature that distinguished the 
Primer was the alphabetical illustrated, 
biblical, rhyming reading exercise begin- 
ning : 

“Tn Adams fall, 
We sinned all.” 


The great feature of the Primer was the 
‘*Shorter Catechism agreed upon by the 
Reverend Assembly of Divines at West- 
minster.’ The assembly sat five years, 
The catechism is the result of their pro- 
The colonists brought it 
over and laid it with their Bible. The 
schools taught it Saturday forenoon. 
Everybody had to study it, down tothe 
toddling infant. 
Thus for 150 years the school and the 
church worked together. As the separa- 
tion of the church and state went on, the 
catechizing spirit was trausferred to other 
fields. So Noah Webster, whose spelling 
bouks with their vast editions drowned 
N.w E gland Primer, had his

The story of the end of the New England 
Primer days would be a story of growing 
knowledge and cnlture, of the great educa- 
torial awakening sixty years ago, of the 
founding of American Institute, of the 
Schoo! Fund, of Normal Schools, of the 
war of the District System and un- 
graded schools, of better houses, better 
books, better methods, better superintend- 
ence, better teachers. 

And the evangelist in this awaking was 
far-seeing, fearless statesman, Horace 
Mann. He was the first secretary of our 
Board of Education. 

And now, that the primer days are ended 
are we any better off ? How a man with 
any knowledge of the past can give other 
answer than an emphatic “‘yes,’’ I cannot 
conceive, ’Tis the school of adversity vs. 
the school of prosperity. lf we shun the 
hard, grinding, merciless ways of the 
former, how shall we strengthen the heroic 
and self-reliant spirit in the latter ? 

O that we might have attractive books, 
inviting schoolhouses, grand, lovable and 
helpful teachers; all the high ways of 
learning, thick with flowers and redolent 
of incense, without running the old and 
terrible risk of lulling to a stupid repose on 
beds of ease the sturdier and finer forces 
of the human soul. 


Feed Main Tapped. 


A successful attempt was made Thurs- 
day to tap the 20 inch water main ex- 
tending from the pumping station to the 
stand pipe. It was necessary to draw the 
water out of this pipeand cut out a length 
of about 10 feet and insert a branch so that 
a connection could be made to the main. 
The pumps were run during the previous 
night and the stand pipe was filled by 
morning, workmen set at work at § o’clock 
and shut off this pipe and drew the water 
all out of it by one of the hydrants and 
made the connection and turned the water 
on again by 12 o’clock. This is the largest 
water pipe in the city and the one that 
supplies the whole city from the pumps 
and is the first time that it was ever cut 
out since it was laid some 12 years ago.

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A FRENCH GOVERNOR 


Wili Hereafter Shape Public Affairs 
on the Island of Madagascar, 


Queen Has Made Peace With 
Conquering Army. 


Waller Case Had Much to Do With Bringing 
Matters te a C'imax. 


Paris, Oct. 11.—Minister of War Zur- 
linden yesterday received a dispatch from 
Mojanga confirming the news of the cap- 
ture of Antananarivo, capital of the isl- 
and of Madagascar, by the French expedi- 
tionary force under the command of Gen- 
sral Duchesne.

QUEEN RANAVALONA AND HER HUSBAND, 
The Queen of Madagascar has made 
peace with the French, and General Met- 
zinger has been nominated as governor 
of Antananarivo. 

President Faure has wired an enthusias- 
tic message of congratulation and thanks 
to General Duchesne, commanding the 
French expeditionary army in Madagascar. 

History of the Trouble. 

France is now in complete control in 
Madagascar after a severe campaign of 
many months. French claims to some 
sort of authority over Madagascar date 
back to 1642, when factories and fortifica- 
tions were built on the eastern coast, only 
to be shortly abandoned. Not so with 
French occupation of the island, From 
Louis XIV’s time till now there Rave been 
a French settlement and some sort of a 
French protectorate over one or more of 
the tribes which have divided Madagascar 
between them. 

But French claims—which have twice 
been at least partially admitted by Great 
Britain—have always included the right to 
dominate over the entire island. In 1817 
Great Britain recognized and, to an ex- 
tent, conceded these French pretensions in 
Madagascar, and in 1890 Lord Salisbury 
gave his approval to the treaty of 1885 be- 
tween France and the Hovas government. 
This treaty was the end of a futile attempt 
by France to subjugate the Hovas, who 
had been for 50 years bringing the other 
tribes into subjection to them and had 
become the 

Ruling Power of the Island. 

This compromise is the root of the pres- 
ent trouble. Under this treaty the for- 
eign relations of Madagascar, according 
to France, were placed under French di- 
rection, while the domestic concerns of 
the island, including control of all the 
other tribes, remained in the hands of the 
Hovas government. There was to be a 
French resident, who was to have a mili- 
tary guard and live at the Hovas capital, 
and to have the privilege of private audi- 
ence with Queen Ranavalona. French 
subjects were to be under French law, and 
to have numerous other privileges denied 
by implication to the subjects of other 
powers. In addition to this treaty a secret 
conyention was made by which the queen 
bound herself to make no cession of a port 
or of territory to any other foreign power. 

In 1890 Lord Salisbury’s government 
was trying to establish a protectorate over 
Zanzibar, but was met by French objec- 
tions, which were removed by conceding 
the rights which France had obtained in 
Madagascar by this 

Treaty of December, 1885, 

The present troubles arise from differ- 
ences in the interpretation of this treaty. 
The French at once set up the claim that 
the treaty means a protectorate, and makes 
France master over the foreign relations 
of Madagascar. The Hovas government 
denies all these claims of France, especi- 
ally repudiating the protectorate. 

The United States government per- 
mitted its consul at Tamatave to apply 
for hisexequatur directly to the queen's 
government, ignoring the French resi- 
dent. When Waller resigned it was to 
take possession of lands which had been 
granted him by the queen without con- 
sultation with the French government. 
Finally France sent troops into the 
country with the above result, 

One of the first acts of the military was 
to arrest Mr. Waller on a trumped-up 
charge of treason. He was tried by court- 
martial and sentenced to imprisonment 
for 20 years. This summary and appar- 
ently unjustifiable proceeding is now a 
matter of diplomatic correspondence be- 
tween the United States and France.

Heathens Are Still Actively Engaged In Per- 
secuting Christians. 

Loypon, Oct. 11.—A dispatch from 
Paris says that the Catholic mission 
agency at Lyons has received letters re- 
porting aggressions against the Europeans 
and Christians of the central provinces of 
China. The mission stations at Nan-

Topic.—How may our society do better 
work?—Gal. vi, 6-10. (A meeting to consider 
the work of each committee, led by the presi- 
dent.) 

Eternal perseverance is the price of 
success. This ie particularly true in 
Christian work. There can be no weari- 
ness in well doing, no standing stil}, or 
we will fail. Advancement is the only 
true Christian motto, Better work, not 
worse or even just as good, is constant- 
ly demanded of us. The success of En- 
deavor work depends upon the commit- 
tees, The prosperity, the life of the so- 
ciety depend largely on them. They 
should realize their responsibility. Each 
committee should be well organized. It 
should be a little society in the larger 
society. Regular meetings should be 
held and written reports should be read 
at every business meeting, and that 
there may be something to report some- 
thing should be done. How may we do 
this better work? 

1. By guarding against the discour- 
agements. There are many things to 
discourage us. Weare inclined to be- 
come weary and disheartened in our 
work, and therefore Paul warns us 
against becoming weary and discour- 
aged. This warning was first given to 
the Galatians because they were natu- 
rally disposed to discouragement. They 
lacked stability and constancy. In the 
first stages of the Christian life they 
were zealous an¢ faithful, but their dis- 
position was to be easily discouraged. 
We are all more or less like the Gala- 
tians. At first how eager we are to do 
our work faithfully and promptly and 
| yet how easy it is soon to lag. Those 

for whom we work may be ungrateful 


and unworthy. ‘The coldness of others | 
Many may refuse | 


may chill our ardor. 
to help. Our work may seem to produce 
no fruit. There may be opposition to all 
i that we attempt to do. But we must 
guard against these discouragements 
and not become weary in well doing. 

2. By considering only our encour- 
agements. The Christian life and work 
have enconragements as well as discour- 
agements. There are gardens of Geth- 
semane, but also Mounts of Transfigura- 
tion. There are crosses, but there are 
alsocrowns. There are burials, but also 
resurrections. ‘‘In due season we shall 
reap if we faint not.’’ Perseverance has 
its reward. There may be much to dis- 


courage, much to produce weariness in | 
well doing, but let us not become weary | 


and discouraged, but let us always re- 
member that in due season, in God's 
season, whether in this life or in the 
life to come, we shall reap if we faint 
not. ‘‘Therefore be steadfast, unmov- 
able, always abounding in the work of 
the Lord, inasmuch as ye know that 
your labor is not in vain in the Lord.’’

SYMPATHY FOR GUBANS 


Should Not Be Expressed In Terms 
Diseourteous to Spain, 


Attitude of United States Is 
Clearly Defined. 


Gossip Concerning a Groundless Rumor 
Circulated In Madrid, 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 12.—Attorney Gen- 
eral Harmon, within the last few weeks, 
has received a large number of letters 
making inquiry as to the rights of Ameri- 
can citizens under international law 
with respect to expressing their sympathy 
with Cuba, either materially or otherwise, 
in her present struggle. The following is 
& reply to one of these letters, anc is sub- 
stantially the same as all of the replies 
sent 


JUDSON HARMON, ATTORNEY GENERAL 


I hasten to say, in reply to your letter, that 
the organization of a military force of any sort 
in the United States in aid of the insurrec 
tion in Cuba would be in direct violation of 
section 32585 of tne revised statutes of the 
United States, which provides for a fine not 
exceeding $3000 and imprisonment for not more 
than three years for every person who in any 
way takes part in such expedition or enter- 
prise to be carried on from thence against any 
prince, state, ete., with whom the United 
States are at peace. 

As the United States are not only at peace 
with Spain, but have with her a treaty 
whereby the extradition of prisoners and many 
other benefits are secured, it behooves all 
American citizens who have respect for the 
laws and obligations of their country and re- 
gard for its honor to observe this law in spirit 
as well as in letter, to be neutral in word as 
Well asin deed. While ghere is no law to pre 
vent American citizens from speaking their 
sentiments on any subject, singly or together, 
taking such action as mentioned in your letter 
would, i y judgment, be discourteous in the 
highest degree to a friendly power and tend to 
embarrass and obstruct the government in 
carrying out its determination faithfully to 
execute the laws and fulfill its treaty obliga 
tions. 


A Rumor Dissected. 

A dispatch from Madrid says that it is 
stated there upon good authority that the 
United States government has pointed 
out to the Spanish minister at Washing- 
ton the necessity that Spain should take 
prompt action to crush out the rebellion in 
Cuba. This statement created a sensa- 
tion in Madrid political circles, 

It is learned here that Minister de Lome 
had a short interview with Secretary 
Olney Thursday, and in the course of their 
conversation something might have been 
said by the minister, perhaps in answer to 
the secretary's inquiry, in the nature of a 
statement that operations in Cuba would 
be conducted with greater vigor hereafter. 
As the president must certainly make 
some reference to the insurrection in his 
annual message to congress when it meets 
in December, it would be but natural that 
Secretary Olney, upon whom he must rely 
for his information, should take steps to 
gather data upon which to base a judg- 
ment of probable future events. 

It may be set downas beyond belief that 
Secretary Olney has made any statement 
tothe Spanish minister in the nature of a 
threat to intervene between the combat- 
ants in Cuba at this stage, for this would 
amount to a reversal of the policy of this 
government in such matters, 

While it is true that President Grant 
did—as_indicated in his messages to con- 
gress—entertain a belief that intervention 
in the then progressing rebellion in Cuba 
would be justifiable, it is also true that 
this view never was acceptable to Secre- 
tary Fish, andit has not securedthe ad- 
herence of international lawyers. The 
whole weight of authority is decidedly ad- 
verse tothe assertion by a neutral nation 
of aright tosay when war between two 
combatants had progressed to a point 
where it must be stopped. 

The question is also separate from that 
of the recognition of the belligerency of 
the insurgents, which, according to sur pol- 
icy and practice, must be determined se- 
verely by the facts in each case. It is 
pointed out here that the circum- 
stances at present are different from those 
surrounding the last Cuban rebellion, 
when President Grant took his stand, in 
that that bellion dragged along for 
pearly 10 years, while the present insur- 
rection has been in progress less than a 
year, or not nearly as long as our own re-

PARKHURST PROVOKED 


At Alleged Manipulations by Con- 
ferrees on the Fusion Ticket. 


He Frees His Mind on the 
Political Situation. 


Says That All Efforts Should Be Directed To- 
ward Exterminating Tammany. 


H. Parkhurst has made up his mind on 
the local political situation. He has spent 
several days in inquiry and reflection, and 
has looked over the field carefully, and 
last night gave out the following state- 
ment of his position: 

“In taking the measure of the present 
situation, nothing will be gained by slur- 
ring over its deplorable features, and also 
nothing will be gained, but a great deal 
sacrificed, by allowing such features to 
make us insensible to those opportunities 
and duties of the hour which are just as 
urgent as though no faults had been com- 
mitted or mistakes made. 

“Speaking now in the order of the two 
points as just presented, I want to say, 
first, that with the outcome of the efforts 
that have been made at fusion I am sadly 
disappointed. Excellent as the fusion 
ticket is in certain portions of its per- 
sonnel, no ope who has been for any con- 
siderable time resident in this city can 
examine the ticket without instantly dis- 


| covering that the influences largely opera- 


tive in its constructions were distinctly 
indifferent to—not to say antagonistic to— 
all that makes for the best interest of the 
city as generally interpreted. 

“We are not satisfied to be told of a 
candidate that ‘there is nothing in partic- 
ular that can be said against him.’

Really the Thing Sought For, 

“Now in this we are not criticising the 
committee of 0). Their function was un- 
derstood to be to constrain the several or- 
ganizations to combine in the composition 
of a ticket and not to compose a ticket of 
their own. All! they could do was to prod 
the different organizations into making 
the ticket as reputable a contribution as 
was obtainable. They did in that. direc- 
tion all that the wisdom and patience of 
man could do under the deplorable circum- 
stances by which they were handicapped. 

“The issue is anuther proof of the fact, 
already numerously illustrated, that the 
whole effect of partisan politics in munici- 
pal matters is to lower the tone of admin- 
istration, and in that way to strike at the 
root of all those interests—economic, edu- 
cational, moral and religious—which it is 
the proper function of the municipality to 
foster and subserve. Personally, I prize 
the present situation as an eloquent ob- 
ject lesson of the debasing effect of having 
the city’s interests safeguarded by men 
who, whether as Republicans or as Demo 
crats, look upon positions of municipal 
trust only as legitimate game with which 
to stock the political larder.

Bear State Will Not Permit Pugilistic En- 
counters Within Her Borders. 

LITTLE Rock, Oct. 12.—Governor Clark, 
who has been examining the laws closely 
touching the gubernatorial power to pre- 
vent prize fighting, last night outlined his 
intentions in communications addressed 
to the officers at Hot Springs and the prin- 
cipals in the proposed fight. Upon the 
mooted question of the proper mode of 
proceeding, the governor has counseled 
with other lawyers, and his pronuncia- 
mento, which is in favor of preventative 
measures, is regarded as final. 

The governor will hold himself ready to 
co-operate with Judge Duffie of the Hot 
Springs district to prevent the fizht, should 
it appear that the local authorities fail to 
impress upon the fighters and their back- 
ers with sufficient force the propriety of 
declaring the fight off. In his letter to 
Judge Duffie, Governor Clark says: 

“The feature of this threatened prize 
fight, which has aroused and will continue 
to arouse the indignation of our people, is 
its character as an invasion of the state by 
aciass of persons and for a purpose that 
will not be tolerated elsewhere. Under 
the circumstances, it is a practical asser- 
tion of a belief that our people do not pos- 
sess tastes and sentiments that harmonize 
with standards which prevail in enlight- 
ened communities. Regarded as such an 
invasion, the proposed event assumes 4 
magnitude that would not attach to a 
similar affair locally organized; it becomes 
more than an infraction of a statute, and 
its suppression.calls for the exercise of 
more summary measures.” 


Parker’s Position. 

Lonvon, Oct. 12.—Dr. Joseph Parker 
has written a letter to the pope in answer 
to the pastoral letters advocating a re- 
union of Christendom, in which he says: 
“Were this a personal matter I could 
hardly forgive myself for seeking to ap- 
proach a presence so august and venera- 
ble.

“THE SUNDAY SALOON” 


Should Be Permitted to Exist Under 
Certain Restrictions, 


Total Closing Cannot Be Per- 
manently Achieved. 


Dr. Newton Expresses Pronounced Opinions 
Upon an Important Topic. 


NEw YORK, Oct. 14.—Shall saloons re 
main open on Sundays? Rey. Dr. Heber 
Newton thinks they should, and expressed 
himself to that effect in a sermon at All 
Souls’ church yesterday entitled “The 
Sunday Saloon.” He reviewed the work 
of the present commissioners, and said: 

“Mr. Roosevelt has set the standard to 


which we must hold all his successors. 
But the question as to what the law 
should be is wholly another matter. The 


first step is that the whole question should 
be submitted to the people of the city to 
determine. We can never educate a true 
public sense on this question, except as 
responsibility is laid upon us. 

“Local option means far more than the 
right of a city to settle its own excise sys- 
tem; it means that civic freedom with 
which comes the education of a civic con- 
science. 

Existing Laws Good Enough, 

“The Christian Endeavor council which 
has just closed in Brooklyn called for the 
permanency of the existing laws  Chris- 
tian churches in council assembled echo 
this demand, and refuse to consider the 
question of modifying laws. It 
seems to me that such a course is a serious 
mistake.

Law is not 
the driving wheel of reform, it is the 
ratchet wheel. It holdsthe gains made 
by the public sense of the community. 

“The temperance aspect of the question 
is, in reality, nothing less than the old 
prohibition doctrine applied to one day 
out of the seven. Prohibition on one day 
out of seven will share the fate of prohibi- 
tion through the seven days. 

“The law will break down in the future 
as it has broken down in the past.

Yachts Suffer at Wollaston Beac 
- Houghs Neck and Quincy Point. 
Summer Cottages, Bath Houses, aa

Ten yachts foundered, stranded and 
dismasted, and five yacht tenders smashed 
is the record of Sunday’s storm at the 
Wollaston beach. 

The wind reached a velocity of 44 in 
Quincy and 64 miles on Blue Hill. 

The autumnal gales have been back- 
ward this season. It has been an excep 
tionally pleasant fall. Rains have beeu 
few, so few in faet that reservoirs and 
rivers were running low. On Saturday the 
weather indications pointed to an easterly 
gale. At about noon on tbat day the 
storm commenced. It continued with 
increasing violence through the night and| 
at high water on Sunday morning the wind 
had increased to a gale, kicking up a 
heavy cross sea, making the yachts labor | 
bard at their moorings. It was thought 
that the storm, as is often the case, would | 
go out with the tide, but instead it} 
apparently increased. The wind veered 
incessantly from E. N. E. to N. N. E., 
thus sweeping directly in through the 
Nantasket roads to the Wollaston beach. 

It was seen early in the day by the crowd | 
of yachtsmen that had gathered at the 
Squantum Yacht club’s house that a part 
of the large fleet of yachts which is moored 
off there would either founder or part their 
moorings before the gale blew itself out. 

The most serious accident happened to 
the Naid Queen, Charles M. Smith, owner, 
which was cradled at the yacht club pier 
preparatory to being hauled out. A line 
had been run from her hounds to the pier 
the day before to keep her upright. This 
proved fatal to her mast as she listed to 
the port, snapping it off at the deck. She 
was finally hauled out of her dangerous 
position, escaping further injury. 

The yachts which broke their moorings 
and beached were the sloop Elsa, Martin 
W. Frolund, owner; jib and mainsail 
yacht, Henry O. Rideout, owner; sloop 
Gertrude, J. E. Sanford, owner; sloop 
Little Lee, Wm. Fenton, Jr., owner; cat 
Ida E., J. E. Frisby, owner, 

The yachts which foundered were the 
jib and mainsail, 1492, Arthur E. Linnell, 
owner; the fast cat boat None Such, 
owned by H. T. Whitman, and the clipper 
dory Trilby, C. G. Emerson, owner. 

At Houghs Neck some of the cottages 
suffered from the wind, chimneys being 
blown over and blinds torn off. The high 
tide also floated off a bath house, 

At Quincy Point a lumber vessel was 
blown upon the flats,

are down or have so heavy a ground upon

Lynching Likely to Follow. 

GREENWoopD, S. C., Oct. 14.— J. J. 
Moseley, a liquor constable, early yester- 
day mourning seized some liquor coming 
in onatrain. He was accompanied by a 
trial justice’s constable and had a warrant. 
While storing the whisky in the depota 
negro seized a jug and ran. Moseley fired 
two shots at him, and just then was shot 
dead from behind. Four negroes have 
been arrested. There are threats of lynch- 
ing, and the local militia has been ordered 
to hold itself in readiness to respond to the 
orders of the mayor. 


Insurgents’ Prize.

Diplomatic Power 


Led to Emphatic Correspondence Being Trans« 
mitted to Spain. 


New York, Oct. 14.—A special Wash- 
ington dispatch to The World reveals the 
true inwardness of the state department's 
correspondence with the Spanish govern- 
ment, which so stirred up diplomatic 
circles in Madrid last week. 

What this government has done has been 
to formally notify the Spanish government 
that action recently taken by it in Habana 
isin violation of the treaty rights of this 
country, and that forany danger to Ameri- 
ean citizens and American dignity arising 
therefrom Spain will be held responsible. 

The circumstances are as_ follows: 
Since Consul General Williams compelled 
Captain General Callegja, while governor 
general of Cuba, to recognize the treaty of 
1877 in the case of Julio Sanguily, and by 
so doing prevented the trial of the latter 
by a military court in Habana last Feb- 
ruary, the Spanish government has been 
restive over the question of Mr. Williams’ 
diplomatic authority. 

Senor Canovas, the Spanish prime minis- 
ter, after the subject was fully considered at 
ameeting of the Spanish ministry, at which 
he presided in person, decided to deprive 
Mr. Williams of all diplomatic authority 
and confine him strictly to the purely com- 
mercial! or consular privileges ot his office. 
It is known that General Campos sent for 
Mr. Williams recently and communicated 
to him that 

Instruction From Spain. 

Secretary Olney straightway prepared 
@ state paperin which he disagreed with 
the conclusion of the Spanish minister. 
As the treaty with the United States 
grants the American consuls all the rights 
and privileges of consuls of ‘‘the most 
favored nation,’’ Secretary Olney informed 
Senor Canovas that the United States de- 
mands that his government concede the 
same privileges and functions to the 
United States consul general at Habana 
that are given to other consul generals 
in Cuba. 

The language of Secretary Olney’s dis- 
patch is said to be peremptory. Should 
any American be arrested at Habana and 
subjected to court-martial, or should any 
case arise that calls for prompt action by 
the consul general, the refusal of the local 
government to recognize him might lead 
to disastrous results.

General Ayres, command- 
ing the troops at Washingt®n barracks, and 
the chief of police, Colorel Dye, were to a de- 
gree aware of what was going on. The secret 
Was so well kept that it never got into the 
papers, but as Lord Suckville has now di- 
vuiged it, I have no hesitation in mentioning 
what I know about it.

Man Suffrage association has opened head-

paign. They issued the following circu- 
lar, signed by 100 prominent men of the 
Btate: 

To the People of Massachusetts: 


viding that all persons qualified to vote for 
school committee at the approaching state 
election, whether male or- female, shall have 
an opportunity at that election to express 
their opinion either in the affirmative or nega 
tive on the question: 

“Is it expedient that municipal suffrage be 
granted to women?” 

The question is of grave and far-reaching 
importance. 

As has been declared by the supreme court 
of the United States, no manor woman has a 
natural or inherent right to vote. The ques 
tion must be decided by considering what the 
welfare of the public as a whole demands. 
The preamble to the constitution of Massachu- 
setts contains the following impressive state 
ment: “The whole people covenants with 
each citizen, and each citizen with the whole 
people, that all shall be governed by certain 
laws for the common good.” 

The laws of nature plainly call for a division 
of labor and responsibility between the sexes. 
Equality does not require a similarity of func 
tion. 

To create conditions which suggest that the 
power to make the laws may be in a body dif- 
ferent from that which has the power to en- 
force the laws is objectionable. To more than 
double the total number of voters is, in itself, 
no advantage. 

Women, as compared with men, have but 
little experience in private or trust or corpo 
rate business affairs. This is not due to our 
laws, but to other causes. Our city and town 
governments are great public business cor 
porations. So long as the relative inexperience 
of women in business affairs continues, it is 
not to be expected that the combined vote of 
men and women will give as good results as 
the vote of men alone; and we submit, there- 
fore, that the rights and property of our citi- 
zens, female as well as male, are now better 
protected and more intelligently cared for 
than they would be if the mass of voters should 
be doubled by establishing woman suffrage. 

We submit that woman suffrage will not 
promote the happiness or physical welfare of 
woman, and that it will not tend to her social 
or moral elevation, and that it will not prove 
a benefit, but rather an injury to the family, 
which is the basis of growth and prosperity of 
the state. 

For the welfare of the community as a whole, 
we urge those who vote, whether men or 
women, tovote“No.” We do not feel justified 
in urging women to register simply for the 
purpose of voting on this question. The un 
willingness of women to assume the duties of 
voters is so widespread and so well recognized, 
and has been so plainly indicated by the small 
ness of their registration to vote for members 
of the school committee, that the fact thata 
woman fajls to register and vote cannot be 


justly construed, and will not be construcd,_ 


either by the public or by our legislators, as 
an assent to or approval of the scheme of 
woman suffrage. 


Lillian Drew Dead. 

New Yorks, Oct. 15.—Lillian Drew, an 
actress, died at the New York Polyclinic 
hospital after an operation for cancer 
from which she had been suffering for 
some years. She was about 30 years old, 
and was born in Franklin, Conn., where 
her mother now lives. Her name was 
Nannie M. Hastings. Her 1lyear-old 
daughter is now in Franklin. 


Strict Inquiry Ordered. 

MADRID, Oct. 15.—Admiral Beranger 
has ordered that a strict inquiry be made 
into the capture, by the Cuban insurgents, 
near Santiago de Cuba, of the Spanish 
patrol boat and disarming of the guard of 
marines on board of her. The lHeutenant 
who was in command of the boat is to be 
summarily punished, if the facts in the 
case are as reported.

THE QUEEN “MISSING.” 


Qne Result of Her Opposition to 
|  Korea’s Modernized Soldiery, 


Marines of Foreign Nations In 
Evidence at Seoul.

Japanese Government Intends to Thoroughly 
Investigate the Matter, 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 15.—The Japanese 
legation has received a dispatch from the 
foreign office stating that a portion of the 
Korean army, excited by the report that 
the queen proposed to disarm and dis- 
band them, marched upon she palace, 
headed by Tai Won Kun. The dispatch 
does not state whether the queen was 
among those killed in the assault upon 
the palace. The Korean legation has re- 
ceived no advices relative to the affair. 


QUEEN OF KOREA AND HER SLAVE. 


The latest dispatch to Minister Kurino 
states that a force of Russian marines, 40 


in number, has been landed. Thus far 
they have confined themselves to guarding 


the Russian legation at Seoul. United 
States marines were landed from the 
Yorktown to the number of 16. It is be- 


lieved also that British marines have been 
landed, Besides these, the Japanese have 
a considerable force of soldiers at Seoul 
who have been preserving order. 

The dispatches come from ‘Tokio, and 
communicate the substance of dispatches 
| received from General Muira, the Japan- 
ese envoy at Seoul. They are dated from 
the 9th to the 12th insts. It appears in 
these dispatches that the trouble had its 
inception through the queen’s dislike of 
the newly organized soldiery of Korea.

of Japanese influence in Korea two bat- 
talions of Korean troops were organized 
on modern methods. Each battalion num- 
bered 600 men, armed with modern weap-

Well-Drilled and Officered. 

When the queen showed her disfavor to- 
ward these new troops, they appealed to 
Tai Won Kun, a powerful chief who 
has long been at enmity with the queen. 
| He accepted the leadership of the new 

troops, and at the head of one battalion 
entered the queen’s palace. The native 
soldiers fled from the palace. 

The Tokio dispatches do not state spe- 
| cifically what became of the queen, further 
| than that she has disappeared and cannot 
be located. The officials are inclined to 
believe, however, that the unofficial re- 
ports of the queen's death are true. The 
Japanese government, the dispatches fur- 
ther state, has acted quickly on the re- 
ports, and has appointed a commission to 
inquire into the facts. 

In the meantime, it is emphatically de- 
| nied that the queen’s death, if it has oc- 
curred, was due tothe Japanese. One re- 
| portis that a Japanese soshi killed the 
queen. Thisis not yet confirmed in the 
dispatches received here. The officials say 
that the soshi are an irresponsible and law- 
less Class, and that their acts cannot be 
laid to the Japanese people or government, 

General Muria’s reports also cover the 
work of Japanese troops in preserving or- 
j der. These troops are stationed opposite 

the palace, having secured this point of 
| vantage some time since through the Ko- 
rean government, 

They Took No Part 

in the attack on the palace, but after it had 
| occurred, when the native troops were 
fleeing and the new battalions were en- 
forcing their success in capturing the 
| palace, the Japanese troops aided in pre- 
| venting bloodshed and disorder. It is 
| probable that some deaths occurred during 
| the melee. Following this came the land- 
jing of the United States and Russian 
marines, and, asis believed, the landing 
of the British. 
| The latest indications are that Tai 
| Won Kun and the king are in control of 
affairs at the Korean capital. The king 
has been the nominal ruler, but the queen 
has heretofore been recognized as the real 
ruler. The influence of the king and Tai 
Won Kun is distinctly favorable to the 
| Japanese. 

At the Korean legation no word has 
been received from the disturbed capital. 
The officials are much exercised and do 
not doubt that the queen has met her 
death, although they are not ready to 
} abandon hope. In case official confirma- 

tion is received, there will be such formal 
| ceremony as is usual on the death ofa 
sovereign, The legation will go into 
mourning, but there is not likely to be a 
funeral service, although this has been 
| considered as a further mark of respect.

Congregational church was arrested yes- 
terday afternoon at Denver for the United 
States authorities in Boston on the charge 
of sending scurrilous and defamatory 
postal cards through the mailsin this city. 

He was intercepted by the United States 
marshal at Denver, and taken before the 
United States commissioner. Chief In- 
spector Boynton of the Boston force re- 
ceived a dispatch from the inspector at 
Denver to that effect. 

For two weeks Mr. Smith had been 
shadowed, part of the time by private de- 
tectives and sometimes by postoffice in- 
spectors. The newspapers have been tell- 
Ing of the work of detectives about the 
church and parochial residence of the 
North Avenue church, 

The Charge Against Smith 

is based on scurrilous and defamatory 
postal cards which certain members of the 
North Avenue church have been in receipt 
of some months. Chief Inspector Boynton 
suspected Smith, and is said te be able to 
connect him with the objectionable cards 
by means of a private mark which was 
placed upon the sards previous to their 
being sold to the clergyman by the super- 
intendent of the Cambridge office. 

It is reported that so vile is the language 
on the cards that it was deemed best to 
keep them out of the mails, and that they 
were removed from the box after being 
mailed by an inspector. 

The warrant for Smith's arrest was 
sworn out several days ago and a copy 
sent to Denver. 

Result, @ Thurch Row. 

The arrest of W2in is the culmination 
of the internal @.ssensions which have 
shaken the church for some weeks past, 
and which led to the recent stormy meet- 
ing, which the presence of a police officer 
was insufficient to keep orderly, and which 
was marked by women fainting, men 
shouting and general disorder. 

Mr. Smith came to the church from New 
York, of which state he is a native, five 
years ago. He is a brilliant speaker, has 
anexcellent and almost unequalled com- 
mand of the English language and isa 
historian of no little note. He was a 
thorough student of the Bible, and his 
sermons were listened to with great in- 
terest by an ever-increasing congregation. 

In fact, his reputation as a speaker 
spread rapidly, and he was connected with 
the church but a short time when a per- 
ceptible increase in the membership of the 
church was noticed, until now it is one of 
the largest congregations in the city. He 
has many friends, and when it became 
known that there was dissension in the 
church they flocked to his standard. 


A TRIPLE HOLIDAY 


With Plenty of Amusement For Citizens of 
Waterbury and Visitors. 


WATERBURY, Conn., Oct. 16.—Water- 
bury yesterday entertained more guests 
than ever before in its history, 6000 or 
more, in its triple celebration—the dedica- 
tion of a new $100,000 Odd Fellows’ build- 
ing, the observance of the 60th anniver- 
sary of the order in the city and the 
initial recognition of the new Connecticut 
holiday, Lincoln’s day, a creation of the 
last general assembly.

The 
waitresses were 200 women employes of 
the watch company, and 100 from other 
factories, all in uniform. 

At 6 o'clock the grand officers and 
special guests gave a reception at the new 
hall.

The Democratic state committee was in 
session all day Monday and Monday even- 
ing, and announced that but one feeling 
prevailed in regard to taking action on the 
alleged interfetence of the high officials 
of the Mormon church in political affairs, 
and that was that heroic measures must 
be taken and the question of political 
liberties of the people of Utah, irrespective 
of party, settled once and for all, It was 
decided to recall the state convention at 
an early date to consider the proposition 
of withdrawing the Democratic ticket and 
substituting therefor an anti-statehood 
ticket, or taking some other decisive step 
in regard to church interference in politics. 

The fecling is more bitter than at any 
time since the discussion commenced. The 
opinion is general that if Thatcher and 
Roberts can hold out against the Mormon 
church that powerful body will be dis- 
rupted and Utah can thenenter the Union 
free and untrammelled. On the other 
hand, should the church triumph, it is 
claimed that the Democratic ticket would 
be withdrawn, many of the prominent 
Mormon members of the party would 
secede and statehood would probably be 
defeated. 


Old Question Revived. 

The remarks which led up tofhis crisis 
were uttered, it is said, by Joseph F. 
Smith of the Mormon church, at the re- 
cent priesthood meeting. They were to 
the effect that numerous men high in the 
councils of the church, and particularly 
Messrs. Thatcher and Roberts, “eandidates 
onthe Democratic ticket for the senate 
and congress, had accepted nominations 
for political offices without consulting 
with the president of the church, which 
was contrary to the rules of the church. 
George Q. Cannon was reported to have 
endorsed Mr. Smith's remarks. 

The words of the church authorities am 
taken asacommand that those who have 
gone into politics without the advice and 
consent of the church must retire from 
that fleld. 

The declaration was reviewed with great 
alarm by Gentiles and the progressive 
young Mormons, who feared a return to 
the old conditions which prevailed when 
the Mormon church authorities ruled with 
a rod of iron. 

Strong and bitter anti-statehood talk 
was immediately indulged in by those 
who hitherto have favored statehvod the 
most strongly. Judge Powers, chairman 
of the Democratic state committee, called 
a meeting of the committee for Monday 
with the avowed purpose of dissolving the 
Democratic party and Srming an anti- 
statehood party, which has been carried 
out. Powers is strongly supported, it is 
said, by the Gentile Republicans and the 
progressive element of the Mormons, ir- 
respective of party. 

It is believed that a fight is on with the 
church, gnd if the latter does not reoede 
absolutety from the position, anti-state- 
hood movement will be at once inaugu- 
rated. 

At Logan, Sunday, at the close of the 
Mormon Sunday school, Bishop Carson 
called the teachers together, and referring 
to the criticism made by a church official 
on Thatcher and J. J. Rawlins, who se- 
cured the passage of the statehood bill, 
said that from this the people would know 
whom to vote against. 


Sackville and Bayard. 

LONDON, Oct. 16.—Truth says that the 
statement that the Sackville pamphlet 
was intended to drive Ambassador Bay- 
ard from London is absolute nonsense, 
adding: It cannot be denied, however, 
that Mr. Bayard availed himself of Lord 
Sackville’s injudicious act to excite an 
anti-English agitation to assist the can- 
didacy of Mr. Cleveland, and, therefore, 
it reflects great honor upon England that 
our government has been so dignifled and 
magnanimous to welcome, as it has, Mr. 
Bayard as an ambassador. 

Knot Securely Tied. 

Panis, Oct. 16.—M. Jusserand, formerly 
secretary of the French embassy in Lon- 
don, was married yesterday to Miss Elise 
Richards, an American. The ceremony 
was first performed at the American 
church (Protestant Episcopal) and then 
at the Elise Canilles (Roman Catholic).

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MASSACRES RENEWED. 


Armenians In a Turkish Town Become Victims 
of Moslem Hatred. 


CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct. 16. — Reliable 
news has been received here that 50 Arme- 
nians were killed and a number wounded 
at Akhissar, in the villayet of Adin, on the 
Anatolian railway, by a Moslem mob. 

The slaughter occurred on Oct. 9, 
which was market day, when many Ar 
menians had gathered from adjacént vil- 
lages. Early in the morning a Turkish 
rough, finding that the Armenians were 
not armed, picked a quarrel and shot one 
of them. ‘There was then raised on all 
sides the cry: ‘‘Why hesitate to massacre 
the infidels.” 

A mob of Turks, armed with revolvers 
and knives, then looted the market and 
massacred the helpless Armenians. Their 
bodies were thrown into the wells. It is 
stated that the mudir was responsible for 
the attack. 

The panic is reviving in Constantinople 
onaccount of the continued isolated at- 
tacks, and the Armenians are again flock- 
inginto the churches. The police disre- 
gard the safe conduct cards given to the 
Armenians by the foreign embassies. 

The French, Russian and British am- 
bassadors yesterday presented to Said 
Pasha, the minister of foreign affairs, the 
final demands of the powers for Arme- 
nian reforms. If thisis not accepted, an 
ultimatum will be presented. No further 
modifications will be permitted. The 
scheme drops the demand for a Christian 
high commissioner, but otherwise it is 
almost identical with the proposals of last 
May. Itis believed, however, that Russia 
hesitates to force an acceptance, because 
she fears ultimate Armenian autonomy. 


An Explanation. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 16.—Naval officials 
here are very much concerned at reports 
from Norfolk that there has been prize 
fighting on board the flagship New York, 
but discredit the story. It has been the 
policy of the naval commanders to en- 
courage the development of the men on 
ship board physically, and especially the 
qualities that goto make a good fighting 
man, for they have no use for milksops. 
When Captain Evans took command of 
the New York, athletic classes were organ- 
ized on board that vessel, and every sailor 
has been taught boxing. The men were 
encouraged to resort to this sport at leis- 
ure moments, and were supplied with the 
big pillow gloves that were not intended 
to permit a dangerous blow. It is pre- 
sumed that it has been some exhibition of 
this kind that has started the report that 
prize fighting has been going on. 


Smooth Road Selected. 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 16.—At the request 
of President Hyde of the Bath Iron works, 
the navy department has ordered that the 
speed trial of the ram Katahdin be run 
over the New London course im Long 
Island sounc.

The Williams Incident. 

MADRID, Oct. 16. —El Nacional says that 
the Spanish government has not received 
any threat from the government of the 
United States respecting the reception or 
treatment of United States Consul Will- 
jams, but that the government of Spain, 
in consequence of the friendly representa- 
tions to the government of the United 
States, has recognized the American con- 
sul as a diplomatic agent. 


At the White House. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 16.—The presidential 
family were reunited in Washington last 
evening. President Cleveland reached the 
city by water in the afternoon- and Mrs. 
Cleveland and the children arrived by 
train at 11:10 p.m. The -president’s sum- 
mer outing at Gray Gables has had a very 
beneficial effect on him, and he returns in 
vigorous health for the winter's work. 

Heart to Be Exhibited. 

Panis, Oct. 16.—The deed making the 
gift of Kosciuszko’s heart to Poland was 
signed by the four daughters of Count 
Morosini at Vezia yesterday, in the pres- 
ence of Counts Morosini and Casati and 
Composer Arrigo Boito. The Polish pa- 
triot’s heart is destined for the Polish

Quiet at Cadiz. 

Capiz, Oct. 16.—There were no further 
disturbances here yesterday as a result of 
the stoning of a prelate Monday by a 
number of workmen out of employment, 
who insisted that they wanted work and 
not sermons.

A CLASH OF OPINION. | 


CURIOUS DONATION TO THE INTER- 
ESTS OF CONTROVERSY. 


Suit Growing Out of the Liquor Question. 
Phenomenal Increase of Game In Ver- 
mont Woodlands—An Old Law to Be 
Tested. 


[Special Correspondence. ] 

MONTPELIER, Vt., Oct. 15.—The fer- 
ment of problems often contributes as 
vivid object lessons in the small state as 
in the imperial commonwealth such as 
New York or Illinois. No recent issue 
has so startled public attention and im- 
bittered the clash of opinion in New 
York as the excise question. Vermont, 
too, can furnish acurions donation to 
the interest of controversy, which in her 
case involves the reputation and dignity 
of its chief magistrate. 

This state lives under one of the most 
strenuously drawn of possible sumptuary 
laws. No man may sell or give away 
spirits, wine, ale, beer or cider, nor is 
he permitted to import the same into 
the state. Violation of the law imposes 
a $500 fine for the first offense, and for 
the second a similar mulct, with 80 
days at polishing marble in the work- 
honse. As public opinion has ebbed com- 
pletely from underneath the law, it 
goes without saying that it is defiantly 
broken in all the villages and cities of 
the state. Its main support is in the 
primitive rural region, where the abo- 
riginal drunkard may linger in perennal 
paradise at the cost of a few bushels of 
otherwise worthless apples and a jour- 
ney to the cider mill 

Without discussing the concurrent 
conditions of the Vermont statute, which 
invokes a serpent’s trail of blackmail- 
ing alike sordid and cynical and habit- 
ual contempt for the law in its conse- 
quences, let us ‘‘come to Hecuba’’ and 
sketch a complication somewhat unique. 

Some months ago a prominent citizen 
of St. Johnsbury, also the proprietor of 
its principal hotel, noted as a man of 
worth and public spirit, was condemned 
to the workhouse for repeated infraction 
of the liquor law. A monster petition, 
signed by respectable persons of both 
parties, was laid before Governor Wood- 
bury, imploring remission of sentence. 
The Vermont Brutus took an austere 
stand. The majesty of the law would 
be more splendidly vindicated in the 
case of a notable sufferer. So reasoned 
this highest official at the bar of justice. 

The second act of the little comedy 
opens with a new character, the editor 
of one of the most prominent journals 
of the state, who had always been the 
sturdy advocate of high license. Mr. 
Woodbury, it seems, is the owner—pos- 
sibly, indeed, interested in the manage- 
menut—of one, if not more, of the lead- 
ing caravansaries at Burlington. It had 
been asserted that liquor was served 
here to the guests in their rooms. Mon- 
sieur the editor sent a reporter to test 
the matter bibulously. The result was 
a withering philippic in the Rutland 
Herald, which impaled the guberna- 
torial victim alive on astake of his own 
sharpening. 

Third act now on the boards: A libel 
suit has been entered by the governor 
against the editor, and the latter, it is 
asserted, is clapping his hands with 
fiendish joy over the fun he is going to 
have. The governor’s defense against 
the editorial charge is that if liquor 
was sold in his hotel it was without his 
knowledge or consent. The dangerous 
aud fallible character of such a plea it 
scarcely needs a chief justice to appre- 
ciate. However the libel suit ends, it 
will afford a curiums spectacle, the gov- 
ernor of a state practically on trial for 
the violation of a law in the enforce- 
ment of which he has shown a pompous 
severity. 

One of the significant facts in the ex- 
isting status of the Vermont woodlands 
is the phenomenal increase of its wild 
game. In many places the deer herd 
with the kine on the meadows, browse 
in the cornfields, even stray into the 
large cities in their reckless meander- 
ings. Law forbids hunting them till 
1900. The bear, the panther and the 
lesser fanna have also increased greatly, 
while the mountain farm is gradually 
but surely in process of reclamation by 
the remorseless woods. A novel devel- 
opment promises along the whole chain 
of the beautiful Green mountains, the 
evolution of hunting and fishing pre- 
serves on an extensive scale throngh the 
ownership of clubs or private individu- 
als. 

Several of these fascinating enterprises 
are now operating with great success, 
and the air is full of negotiations in 
different parts of these picturesque for- 
est wilds, which rise from 2,500 to 
4,500 feet in height, for the purchase of 
lake and forest domain. Such clubs are 
becoming the vogue throughout the 
country, and the Vermont mountain re- 
gion offers almost matchless advantages 
for the purpose. There are about 200 
beautiful lakes surrounded by dense 
aboriginal forest lying along the very 
tops of the Green mountain range, the

Two tramps were 
seen about the roadhouse very near the 
time that Connelly was there. 


Mrs. Howe’s Logic. 

BALTIMORE, Oct. 16.—The main feature 
of yesterday's session of the Social Purity 
congress was the address of Mrs. Julia 
Ward Howe, who wrote of ‘Moral Equal- 
ity Between the Sexes.”” Mrs. Howe's ad- 
dress was as follows: “The relations of 
sexes are either the crown of society, or 
its ruin; they either build the state upon 
asound and true foundation, or they set 
up fastastic structures upon the quick- 
sand, which speedily become yawning 
chasms of loss and misery. Let the ro- 
mance of our youths look forward to mar- 
ried life on a plane of mutual dignity and 
equality. In my view, the sense of equal- 
ity is a most important condition in mar- 
riage and the surest guarantee of its 
soundness. Do what you will, inferiority 
of ability will involve as its sequence in- 
feriority of moral responsibility. The in- 
terests committed to the keeping of women 
are too momentous to be entrusted by any 
man to his inferiors.”” 


Fresh Outbreak of Cretans. 

ATHENS, Oct. 16.—A band of 1000 armed 
Christians recently met at Klima, island 
of Crete, to petition the Sultan of Turkey 
to restore the charter abolished in 1889, 
and fora reform of taxation and of the 
gendarmerie. The governor of Crete sent 
troops against the petitioners, who with- 
drew to the mountain fastnesses, whither 
the troops did not dare to follow. They 
now threaten to foment a rebellion in 
favor of annexation to Greece. The situa- 
tionis perilous, 

Three Alleged Firebugs. 

ROCHESTER, Oct. 16.—The grand jury 
yesterday presented an indictment against 
Rey. John M. Fitzgerald, rector of the 
Holy Cross church at Charlotte, on the 
crime of arson in the second degree, in 
setting fire to a barn owned by himself, 
which adjoined a dwelling house. John 
and Nora Cronin, two servants of Fitz- 
gerald, are indicted on the charge of arson 
in the first degree in setting fire to the 
parochial schoolhouse. 


Fate Already Sealed. 

MEMPHIS, Oct. 16.—Jeff Ellis, the negro 
charged with criminal assault, and who 
was captured near Holly Springs, Miss., 
is on his way back to Braden, the scene of 
his crime, in custody of three officers. He 
has confessed the offense, and also says he 
outraged and murdered Mrs. Wilcox. In 
this case the woman’s husband went crazy 
from the shock, and died. He will cer- 
tainly be lynched on arrival at Braden. 


How Story Died. 

Rome, Oct. 16.—The granddaughter of 
William Wetmore Story states that her 
grandfather had been in better health and 
spirits than he had been for some time 
past and had been able to drive out. Her 
mother heard him moaning at 8 o'clock in 
the morning of Oct. 7, and while she was 
arranging his pillow he died in her arms 
suddenly and without suffering from 
paralysis of the heart, 


A Short Postponement 

San FRANcisco, Oct. 16.—The trial of 
Theodore Durrant was yesterday con- 
tinued until Monday next on account of 
the sickness of Attorney Duprey, the lead- 
ing counsel for the defense. Judge Mur- 
phy announced that the trial would be 
resumed next Monday, whether Mr. Dua- 
prey should have recovered in the mean- 
time or Dot. 


Wholesale Pardon. 

Cuica&®, Oct. 16.— Governor Altgeld 
yesterday ‘pardoned 112 girls from the 
Evanston industri3l school. The pardon 
is the result of thé unfavorable report 
made by a committee which investigated 
the institution. The girls rauge in age 
from 6 to 21 years.

Launched Forth at tat Candee Meeting 
of New York Republicans, 


Warner Miller Talks on State 
and National Affairs. 


Ex-Minister Smith Pays His Respects to the 
Cleveland Administration. 


New York, Oct. 16.—In defiance of the 
request of certain leading politicians, 
Warner Miller last night leaped over the 
excise breastworks and’ the whole anti- 
Tammany army shivered while he took 
his plunge. 

It was characteristic of Mr. Miller that 
he should refuse to be swerved from advo 
cating his Saratoga plank, declaring in 
“favor of the Sunday laws in the interest 
of labor and morality.” He went further 
than that. He rebuked the effort to open 
the saloons legally on Sunday and de. 
nounced the local option plank of both 
local parties as a cowardly subterfuge. 


WARNER MILLER, 


Warner Miller said that the issues of 
this campaign were threefold, namely: 
National, state and municipal. Three 
years ago, he said, the country was en- 
joying the greatest success in its history. 
The Republican party stood today where 
it always stood—for the protection of home 
industry and labor, and when it got back 
the reigns of government it would restore 
protection to its own industries. 

The Republican party had a bright his- 
tory, both in war and peace. Three years 
ago the people saw fit to make a change. 
The Democratic party’s record was one of 
imbecility. Its Wilson bill had destroyed 
all the prosperity of the county—it was not 
atariff for revenue, but a tariff for de- 
ficiency. 

“Tammany Thieves.” 

The state issues of this campaign, the 
speaker said, were of the utmost impor- 
tance, and if there were to be any reforms 
in this state or city the Republicans must 
be very careful in electing the proper man 
to say and the proper assembly to make it 
impossible for the band of thieves known 
as Tammany to regain control. 

Some years ago, he said, he ran for gov- 
ernor of this state on a high license plat- 
form and was elected, but counted out. 
He declared himself in favor of high 
license. He said this, because of a con- 
tinued misrepresentation of the oppesition. 

Soon after the police department began 
astrictenforcement of the Sunday law, 
the cry was raised that it was an infringe- 
ment of the unwritten law of personal 
rights and liberty. This was not so. This 
claim was found untenable by its father, 
Senator Hill, and then ashift was made 
tohomerule. He asserted that izistead of 
being opposed to home riile, the Republi- 
can party had done niore for it than the 
Democratic party ever did. 

The personal liberty war-cry of Hill, 
when broiight to hard facts, was to enable 
Tatimany Hall to levy infamous taxes. 
if it would be an infringement of personal 
liberty for a saloon to be closed by the vote 
of the locality, it would be no more of an 
| infringement for it to be closed by the vote 
of the state. 

In reference to the excise law and the 
forbidding of the sale of liquor on Sun- 
days, the speaker said that last summer 
Senator Hill had written two letters toa 
gentleman in this city, in one of which he 
said that in all probability the children in 
school would soon be instructed as to the 
evil effects of the use of wine, corsets and 
bicycles. ‘Just what Governor Hill 
knows about the evil effects of wearing 
corsets, I leave to yourselves to judge,”’ said 
Mr. Miller. 

The speaker then advocated a quiet and 
orderly Sunday, and said that if saloons 
were to be open, the séme privileges should 
be extended to every other trade. 


Smith’s Argument. 


Charles Emory Smith was the next 
speaker. Mr. Smith said: “The good 
people of New York have united this year, 
as they did last, for redemption from the 
thraldom ef Tammany Hall. Aboveand 
beyond all party considerations, you 
have abundant reason to draw the 
fangs and cut the claws and starve 
the maw of the odious Tammany tiger.” 

Mr. Smith compared the condition of the 
country for 15 years prior to Republican 
supremacy in 1361 under Democratic rule 
and the condition under Republican rule, 
saying that the balance of trade against 
us under the Democratic tariff of 1846 was 
$431,000,000, and for 15 years prior to the 
present administration, under Republican 
rule anda Republican tariff, the balance 
of trade in our favor was $1,660,000,000. 

In conclusion, he said: ‘The American 
people have already risen with a might 
and majesty never before equalled. In 
the elections of lust year they rolled up the 
colossal majority of 1,250,000 in protest and 
condemnation. They broke the solid 
south. They redeemed the house and well- 
nigh rescued the senate. They gave the 
author of the Wiison bill plenty of leisure 
to go back to the Belshazzar feast of the 
London Chamber of Commerce or to seek 
the refuge of the cabinet. They lopped off 
Springerand Holman and Bynum and 
Bland and every Democratic head that ap- 
peared above the surface. You in New 
York stormed and carried the bastile of 
Tammany Hall. 

“You and your countrymen gave the 
most imposing_demonstration of Ameri- 
can reason and conscience which we have 
ever witnessed, and it remains for you 


moral and patriotic uprising in such a way 
as to inspire fresh confidence in the in- 


tegrity and perpetuity of American insti- 
tutions.” 


THE BIVALVE SEASON. 


Within the Reach of the Poorest. 
{Special Correspondence. J 

Boston, Oct. 15.—The oyster is not 
in its prime un*i] October, and epicures 
wait until they have picked up, after 
the spawning season, before indulging 
in their daily meal of this favorite 
shellfish. But, widespread as is the use 
of oysters as food, it is remarkable how 
few persons know anything about their 
culture or cultivation, except that they 
are found on the oyster beds of the At- 
lantic and Pacific seaboard. 

It will be much more interesting to 
tell my readers of some of tbe curious 
devices that are used for raising oysters, 
and it will be news to them that some 
of the best oysters in the world are real- 
ly grown upon trees. I donot mean that 
those trees grow on the land, in woods 
and forests. They consist of small trees 
or branches placed in the water, upon 
which the oyster spat affixes itself after 
it has been fertilized on the surface of 
the water. In many of the estuaries of 
the Connecticut rivers—where the bot- 
toms are muddy and unfit for oyster 
culture—this plan is adopted for col- 
lecting spat, and a good many of the 
young oysters thus collected find their 
way, as yearlings, to the Pacific coast, 
where they are sown in the beds of San 
Francisco bay. * And it is not inapropos 
to explain here that it is very easy to 
discover whether an oyster has been 
transplanted or grew where it is found, 
for oysters have not the power of at- 
taching or fixing themselves a second 
time. 

But to return to the subject of grow- 
ing oysters upon trees. I shall best ex- 
plain this economic plan by telling of 
the great oyster farms of Fusaro and 
Taranto, in Italy, where, because of the 
muddy and unwholesome conditions of 
the bottoms of the lakes, it was neces- 
sary to adopt some other method than 
that of making a bed, as is the case in 
all the oyster grounds, natural or arti- 
ficial, in our waters. This Italian plan 
consists roughly of four corner posts, a 
web of ropes, branches of trees and va- 
rious suspended devices for collecting 
oysters and growing, fattening and stor- 
ing them. Thecorner posts are abuut 20 
feet long, and the ropes forming a net- 
work between them must be strong 
enough to support the weight of the col- 
lecting devices, etc. The collectors con- 
sist of loose bundles of hazel and gorse 
branches. These are called facines, and 
when covered with young oysters are 
broken into twigs and tied together in 
along string, which, when again sus- 
pended in the water, utilize the water 
volume and give the young oyster full 
liberty to obtain the best nourishment. 

In addition to the facines, or branches, 
several wire baskets are also suspended 
from the ropes, and any oysters that be-

come detached and fall to the bottom, 
together with the grown oysters on the 
facines, are placed in these baskets for 
storage and final growth. This plan has 
given incredibly excellent results in 
Italy, and in addition to the tree spat 
collectors of Connecticut there is no rea- 
son why the same method should not be 
adopted along our coast, where the bot- 
toms are found to be unsuitable. 

The popular belief that oysters can 
only be grown or matured on the sea 
bottom is here finally refuted. They do 
not need to be at the bottom to secure 
their food. As a mattter of fact, the 
amount of food that is actually brought 
to an oyster colony seems to be in direct 
proportion to the volume of water pass- 
ing over it. 

In Sonth Carolina there are millions 
of tons—over 20 miles—of oysters, or 
more properly, oyster shells. The reason 
that this is not a greater oyster producing 
field than either the Chesapeake or Con- 
necticut grounds is simply because of 
the asphyxiating condition of the in- 
shore bottoms. No trouble has been 
taken to macadamize the bottom of this 
naturally prolific oyster region, and, as 
@ consequence, the young oysters are 
found in pyramids 10 and 12 feet high, 
or growing on the piles and stakes along 
shore. Because of their natural instinct 
—and it cannot be other than instinct 
that causes them to cling to the wood 
piles or crowd on top of each other— 
the Carolina oyster is exposed to the 
sun and atmosphere for at least eight 
bours out of the 24 and cannot thrive. 
Their shells are almost transparent, their 
shape is long and narrow, and for this 
reason they have received the name 

“‘raccoons.’’ Considering the enormous 
home consumption and exportation of 
American oysters, it seems to me that 
the great resources of those great oyster 
fields of South Carolina should be judi- 
ciously developed. 

To give an idea of how prolific the 
oyster is I shall state that the average 
number of eggs in one female oyster is 
135,000,000. And Professor Brooks of 
Maryland once made a calculation that, 
taking eight matured oysters and assum- 
ing that every egg matured from them 
and their progeny for five years, the re- 
sult would be a mountain of oysters and 
oyster shells more than twice the bulk 
of the earth. So that were it not that 
enemies destroy about 90 to 95 per cent 
of the oyster eggs and young oysters,

AN IMPORTANT POINT 


Under Maine’s Prohibitory Law Sus- 
tained by Portland Judge, 


Seized Liquors Ordered to Be 
Restored to Owners. 


Yumerous Suits For Damages Are Now Among 
the Possibilities. 


PORTLAND, Me., Oct. 17.—An entirely 
new and an important point under the 
prohibitory law was raised in the mu- 
nicipal court yesterday. It paves the way 
for numerous suits for damages and tres- 
pass against officers who have seized 
liquors in the past. 

On Sept. 28 Deputy Marshals Sterling 
and Hartnett made a wholesale seizure of 
beer and whisky at the establishment of 
the Rienzi Bottling company. Four days 
later the officers filed their libel. 

On Sept. 80 Deputy Sheriffs Plummer 
and Frith made s seizure of $200 worth of 
liquors from the steamer Salacia. The 
libel was filed four days later. 

Both libels were returnable in the mu- 
nicipal court yesterday. 

Attorney Meaher appcared in court with 
a motion that the libel in each case be 
squashed, on the ground that it had not 
been filed in strict compliance with the re- 
vised statutes. The point he raised was 
that the revised statutes specifies that the 
officer who makes a seizure of liquors shall 

Immediately File the Libel, 
with his return indorsed thereon, with the 
magistrate by whom the precept was 
issued. 

Attorney Mesher claimed that the word 
“immediately” in the statute could not be 
construed as meaning four days, and that 

jin failing to make their return within a 
| reasonable time the officers had rendered 
ie libel void 

Judge Robinson said the attorney for 
the claimants must file with the court, in 
accordance with the provisions of the 
statutes, a statement that the claimants 
have a right to the liquors seized, and the 
claimants must make a deelaration und 
oath that the liquors so kept or deposited 

Were Not For Unlawful Sale. 

In the afternoon Judge Robinson 
quashed both libels. In consequence, the 
barrela, casks and cases of whisky and 
beer included in the two seizures were 
taken out of the liquor storeroorm in the 
city building, loadedon drays and car‘ +d 
back to the places from whence they came. 
The work of reloading was watched with 
amazement by a crowd. 

The liquor was shipped to Boaieet on last 
night's boat. It was watched carefully by 
officers until it was seen safely on the 
boat and started on its way to Boston. 


Tried to Kill Whole Crowd. 

Boston, Oct. 17.—Carmino Bartolto, an 
Italian, was held under $3000 bonds yes- 
terday on the charge of attempted murder.

Fallen Women Advise Reformers to 
Turn Attention to Factories, 


Pointed Arguments at the 
Social Purity Congress. 


Persons Wishing to Secure Divorce Must Live 
Outside of Canada. 


BALTIMORE, Oct. 17.—Mrs. Charlton Ed- 
holm, a missionary in the Florence Crit- 
tenden missions for the rescue of fallen 
women, headed a party of 15 delegates to 
the Purity congress to visit the houses on 
Josephine street last night after the purity 
meeting was over. 

A policeman and a number of newspaper 
men accompanied the party. It was near 
midnight when Josephine street was 
reached. The “slumming party” then di- 
vided itself into two sections, one for each 
side of the thoroughfare, and entered each 
house as they went along. 

The policemen in most cases led the way 
into the parlors, which the members of 
the expedition took possession of, singing 
and praying with such of the inmates as 
did not seek refuge in flight to other 
rooms. In one case a girl said: “I know 
you mean well in coming here, but I don’t 
know how much good it will do. Instead 
of coming here you better go around to 
some of these factories and shops that 
grind a poor girl down to @ aweek, and 
get them to pay better wages. It’s no use; 
4 girl can’t live un what she gets. You 
had better put in your efforts there.” 

At another place Mrs. Edholm urged 
one of the inmates to leave the place. “I 
would like to,” she said, “‘but I cannot. I 
have two children that I have to support 
and pay for their schooling. One is 11 
years old and the other 13. They are not 
in this city. My children are the purest, 
sweetest things on earth. I would not 
have them now about me for the world. 
I want to leave this life, but I can’t. You 
don’t Enow how it is.”

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GOVERNOR WAVERS. 


Corbett-Fitzsimmons Fight May Come Off at 
Hot Springs, After All. 

Hor SPRINGS, Oct. 17.— Whether the 
meeting of Corbett and Fitzsimmons shall 
occur at Hot Springs, Oct. 31, is not de- 
cided, but from all indications the chances 
are now exceedingly favorable. 

An eager crowd awaited the decision at 
the conference of state and municipal of- 
ficials. Members of the conference said 
that it had been agreed in the meeting 
that nothing that occurred there was to be 
made public. From the best information 
that could be wormed out of the reluctant 
conferrees, it is understood that the matter 
is to be left by the governor in the hands 
of the local authorities, in whom he has 
confidence, to properly interpret the law 
and carry it out. 

Attorney General Kinsworthy’s opinion 
on the legality of the course adopted by 
Governor Clark, in connection with the 
prize fight question, will probably never 
be known, unless the governor calls upon 
him for a written opinion in the regular 
way. 

A press representative sought to inter- 
view Mr. Kinsworthy yesterday. “I de- 
cline to answer, replied the attorney 
general, bluntly, in response to an inter- 
rogation. “I will not give an opinion on 
any subject to any private citizen or to the 
press. Ishallsay nothing absolutely un- 
less called upon by the governor in his 
official capacity for a written opinion. If 
that is called for, it will remain for the 
governor to make it public if he desires.”’ 

“Is the executive of this state,” was 
asked, “competent under the law to say 
that an audience of people assembled for 
the purpose of witnessing a boxing match 
is an unlawful assemblage or a body of 
rioters?” 

“IT must decline to answer that ques- 
tion,” said the attorney general. 

Further questioning proved fruitless, as 
the attorney general was firm in his reso- 
lution not to be interviewed. ‘Were I to 
submit to aninterview,’”’ Le said, ‘‘I might 
say something that would not agree with 
Governor Clark’s view of the matter. 
Should I do this, he would come here and 
jump on me, and I am not going to take 
apy chances on that.”

THE STORY OF A JOKE, 


Two Men Made It, but Another Fellow 
Got Paid For It. 

The managing editor of a now dead 
and forgotten newspaper was an admirer 
of humor. Without a spark of it in his 
own composition, he had learned in his 
long newspaper experience that a ju- 
dicions injection of wit and fancy made 
a paper popular. He learned the lesson 

arlier than the other editors in the 
town, and his was the first paper to en- 
liven its pages with bits of humor.

The young man had a brilliant idea. 
He offered a reward of $2.50 for every 
original joke brought in by members of 
the staff. The ‘fold man’’ backed him 
up—nothing was too expensive if it sold 
papers. The result of the prize offer was 
a remarkable outpouring of alleged wit. 
One man caught the fever the first day. 
Timidly he went to the professional 
humorist. 

**Do you buy jokes here?’’ he asked. 

The humorist took the proffered pa- 
per from the new man’s hand and read 
it. ‘'Yes,’’ he said, and handed back the 
paper. 

The newcomer retired crestfallen. 

Immediately following this passage at 
arms Frank Walsh, the best hearted fel- 
low in the office, scribbled a few lines on 
a sheet of paper and handed it to the 
professional humorist. Without a word 
the latter wrote out an order on the 
casher for $2.50. The other members 
of the staff wondered at the occurrence, 
and watched the paper for the appear- 
ance of the joke. It was not published, 
and after a few days the boys began to 
ask about the witticism the editor had 
paid for and did not use. Finally Walsh 
told them what it was. Hero it is: 

**Young Man (handing paper to edi- 
tor)—Do you buy jokes here? 

‘Editor (returning paper)—We do. ”’

think about, many serious questions to 
decide, before we can conscientiously say 
that we believe woman suffrage should be 
established. And, be it noted, the burden 
of proof lies with those who advocate the 
innovation. Weare not obliged to prove 
that woman suffrage is undesirable. They 
are obliged to prove that it is so clearly 
desirable that, for its sake, the country 
should run the enormous risk involved in 
a political and social revolution of the 
most radical and far-reaching sort. This 
is law and justice all the world over: The 
status quo, like the human individual, 
must be considered in the right until we 
have good evidence that it is in the wrong 
Otherwise there would never be any se- 
curity for individuals, never any peace or 
safety for the state. 

Therefore all I desire to do is to bid you 
pause—pause, and think,.and consider the 
arguments of the advocates of the ‘‘move- 
ment,’’ without passion, without prepos- 
session, and especially without that fool- 
ish vanity of would be imitation of men 
which means a great lack of true feminine 
pride. But above all do not be tempted 
to say, ‘We women must look out for our- 
selves and our own interests.’ It is a 
slander upon the men of America to say 
this—upon those men who have so cordially 
helped us to become the freest and most 
highly considered women in the world. 
And it is a defiance of the laws of nature 
and of common sense to declare that the 
best interests of the sexes are separable. 
To declare this is to give men an excuse, 
a& temptation—nay, a veritable right—to 
say, “Then we also must look out for our 
selves and our own special interests,’’ Do 
you think that the country would fare 
better if our men said this or that its wom 
en would fare better?

Topic.—Christian patrictism—what does it 


| require of us?—Isa. Lrii, 1-12 


Christian patriotism is the patriotism 


| of the Christian. There is no reason 


why a Christian should not be patriotic, 
aud every reason why he should. Chris- 


| tian people have always loved their 


country and have been interested in its 
welfare. The Jews loved Jerusalem. It 
stood both for church and for country 
to them, and their patriotism was only 


the more intense for that fact. In the 
| fervent desires of the prophet expressed 


in the chapter before us we may see 
some of the things that patriotism de- 
mands or requires of Christians, 

1. Christian patriotism requires us to 


| be interested in ourcountry. This en- 


tire chapter shows that the prophet had 
the most intense interest in Jerusalem. 
All Christians should be interested in 
their country, in its prosperity and its 
welfare. It isa false idea of religion 
that declares that followers of Christ 
should have notbing to do with human 
governments. Piety and patriotism 


| should go hand in hand. We cannot be 


loyal to God and disloyal to our coun- 
try, for loyalty to God includes loyalty 
in every other relation of life. Nations 
belong to Ged as well as individuals. 
Nations are also responsible to God. 
Instead, then, of holding themselves 
aloof from civic affairs on the ground 
that they are corrupt and evil, Christian 
people should be intensely interested in 
them that they might make them such 
as God should desire. 

2. Christian patriotism requires us 
to desire the exaltation of righteousness 
in the nation. This was the prophet’s 
desire. ‘‘For Jerusalem’s sake,’’ he 
says, ‘‘I will not rest until the right- 
eousness thereof go forth as brightness. ’’ 
‘‘Righteousness exalteth a nation, but 
sin isa reproach to any people.’”’ The 
Christian should therefore desire and 
demand righteousness in the city, state 
and nation. Good men and good princi- 
ples should be exalted above bad men 
and bad principles. One exalts the na- 
tion; the other debases it. Corruptness 
will destroy a nation as certainly as it 
will destroy an individual. Any nation 
that is founded upon iniquity is doomed 
to destruction. It is only a question of 
time. Righteousness—right dealing 
with God, right dealing with all men— 
is the only guarantee of national happi- 


} ness and prosperity. 


8. Christian patriotism requires us 
to pray for our country. The prophet 
had his watchmen upon the walls who 
were to cry day and night unto God. 
The nation needs God’s guidance and

It is claimed that 
the interruption was part of a deliberate 
plan, of which intimation was given be- 
fore hand, to stampede the audience by 
calling for Senator George F. Hoar and 
Congressman Elijah A. Morse, neither of 
whom, it was alleged, would be permitted 
by the management to speak. 

The meeting was about half through 
when, as Lieutenant Governor Wolcott 
finished speaking, some one in the gallery 
| called for Senator Hoar. A hundred voices 
| replied in a shout for Congressman Morse. 
For the next five minutes the hall was 
filled with a babel of voices, intermingled 
with the strains of the band—which was re- 
| quested to play—the vigorous pounding of 
| the presiding officer’s gavel and the voci- 
| ferous efforts of many of the spectators to 

quiet the turbulent ones. 
A length the presiding officer made him- 
| self heard, and after some minutes order 
| was restored. The excitement throughout 
the hall while the opposing cries swelled 
| to the very roof was intense, and Congress- 
man Barrett, the presiding officer, vigor- 

| ously condemned the action, after the dis- 
turbance had subsided. The meeting then 
settled down, and the proceedings were 
not again interrupted. 

It was claimed by several in the audi- 
ence that although Senator Hoar had been 
announced as a speaker he had subse- 
quently been requested by the manage- 
ment not to appear, and, also, that Con- 
gressman Elijah A. Morse had asked per 
mission to speak, but had been refused. 
Senator Hoar and Congressman Morse 
represent opposite sides of the A. P.A 
question in the Republican party, Mr. 

| Morse championing the cause and Senator 
| Hoar opposing the organization. 
The hall was crowded to the very doors, 
while the platform held a large number 
{of prominent members of the party, 1n- 
| cluding T. C. Evans, the author of the 
| famous A. P. A. letters to Senator Hoar. 
| Mr. Evans led in three cheers for Lieuten- 
ant Governor Wolcott at the conclusion 
| of the lieutenant governor's speech, 
The Speeches. 

The governor said: ‘‘The campaign has 
been in progress two weeks, and we 
know something of what our opponents 
claim. There is something familiar 
about the words lobby, corporations and 
the governor's council, all of which issues 
they have again brought out. I have 
been about the state considerably during 
the past month, and the thinking, reason- 
able men believe in what they think is an 
honest attempt at a fair administration. 
They believe if there are any flagrant 
evils that the administration will make 
an honest attempt to remove those evils. 
I welcome any suggestion of good that 
will benefit the commonwealth. We want 
all the improvement we can get in all 
branches of the government.

SPEED OF 15.61 KNOTS 


Attained by the Battleship Indiana In Her 
Official Trial Trip. 

Boston, Oct. 19.—The battleship Indiana 
made her official speed trial yesterday over 
the government ocean course, 81 knots 
eastward from Cape Ann and return, and 
showed an average speed of 15.61 knots an 
hour, which, if not decreased by the tide 
allowance, will entitle the Cramps, her 
builders, to a bonus of $50,000. The 
ship was required to show a speed of only 
15 knots, while for every quarter knot 
above that requisite the firm is entitled to 
$25,000. At the end of therun the Indiana 
had shown herself to be the finest vessel 
of her class afloat. 

Notwithstanding the fact that she had 
her trial practically in fighting trim, the 
battleship did not roll even in the slight- 
est degree, which is deemed wonderful by 
the naval experts who were on board.

Miss Small's Admirable Paper 


on ‘‘ Courtesy.” 


At the Norfolk Cousty : Teachers 


Convention Friday. 


Mr. C. A. Merrick of the Willard 
Elected President. 


Most of the teachers of Quincy attended 
yesterday the annual convention of the 
Norfolk County Teachers association in 
Boston. Quincy was honored, too, by the 
election of one of its most successful 
principals as president, Mr. C. F. Merrick 
of the Willard school being elected to that 


office, Mr. T. B. Pollard of the Washing- 
school was elected on the board of 
councillors. 


Papers were contributed by Miss Kate L. 
Brown of Milton, John Holley Clarke of 
New York, Miss Sarah L. Arnold of 
Boston, Secretary Hill of the State board 
and President Capen of Tufts college. 
That of Mr. Hill was particularly interest- 
ing, but local interest centered in that by 
Miss Small of the Woodward Institute, 
Quincy, on ‘* An Oldt-ime Virtue.” 

The ‘Old-Time Virtue’’ proved to be 
“courtesy.” After speaking of manners 
as they exist among us today, she con- 
trasted the manners of the present with 
those of ‘* ye olden time,’’ and showed the 
importance of good manners. We quote 
a few passages: 

‘* Nowadays, not only in athletics and 
yacht-racing, but in affairs personal, 
national, and international we find marked 
**courtesy.”’ That we; as a civilized people, 
are any less kindly than others, we are 
loth to admit, but that we seem to have 
less time for ‘manners,’ is lamentably 
true.” 

“In this age of degeneracy, so-called, 
many old-time virtues are thrust aside by 
the rushing activities of modern, money- 
making existence. The call of the times 
in our own country is for young men, 
With characteristic independence, we reject 
the long-tried customs of Europe, and 
place upon the shelf, carefully labelled 
‘old,’ men who are just beginning to live 
in such a way as most to benefit others.” 

‘*Tn daily living, in business affairs, in 
professional life, in church and state, the 
young show a disregard for their elders 
that is the reverse of courtesy. The ethics 
of good manners sbould be taught from 


the pulpit, in the home, and by the 
school,” 

‘*The knowledge of facts, aud those 
ofttimes isolated, does not educate. The 


teacher’s work is to fit a boy or girl fo live. 
Whatsoever tends to make a boy’s man- 
hood mightier day by day training him for 
true manhood and good citizenship,— 
which leads the girl through gentle 
gracious girlhood into beautiful woman- 
hood,—that is our duty to teach. Many 
factors make up the education of the 
whole boy or girl, but one of the prime 
factors is Manners,” 

The teacher’s manner in school was 
treated chiefly by illustrations, leaving the 
hearers to draw their own conclusions. 
“Dealing as we do with immature minds 
do we not need to guard against overbear- 
ing manners, and Ichabod-Crane- like ped- 
antry?"’ 

‘Mark the influence of the magnetic 
teacher, especially upon a loving, sensitive 
pupil! Manners, dress, gait, tone, even, 
are copied. If it be true that the outward 
semblence but betrays the inner self, how 
conscientiously courteous should we be- 
come,”’ 

The teacher’s manuers out of schoo! was 
the next topic treated. 

‘*Many a man does not ‘wipe his feet’ 
or keep his ‘hands off’ or ‘keep off the 
grass’ as requested. He considers al! out- 
of-doors his waste-basket. He cuts a bit 
as a relic from valuable tapestries and fur- 
niture, and even pilfers a bone from the 
catacombs, he writes his name in bold let- 
ters so that the travelling world knows 
that John Jones of Jonesville, Massacbu- 
setts, U.S. A., has visited Saint Peter's 
dome and Saint Paul’s whispering gallery ; 
has beheld natural wonders, ,and defaced 
their beauty. When coming in contact 
with these ‘ well educated people,’ one 
can only marvel at the intensity of their 
ignorance,”’ 

Courtesy to parents, and 
courtesy were next discussed. 

“It would seem as if teachers shouid be 
from the nature of their work, free from 
professional jealousy. They should gladly 
welcome excellence in others’ work. They 
should rejoice at success whenever and 
wherever obtained by rightful means,” 

*‘Who can wonder that the public loses 
its confidence in school methods, when 
learned pedagogical doctors uncourteously 
disagree ?” 

In conclusion of the subject we quote,— 
We ought to feel deeply grateful to the 
Ear! of Chesterfield for the assurance that 
“the profoundest learning and the politest 
manners are by no means incompatible; 
but he adds, ‘‘tho’ so seldom found united 
in the same person.”’ 

We read in the Dunciad of a Scientist 
who crushed a flower to obtain a beautiful 
specimen of a butterfly, feeling utter con- 
tempt for aught else than his specialty, 
Whatever each teaches, manners should 
not be despised, but be added unto it; for 
without the tone of courteous interest in 
the class-room, our La'in is but ‘sounding 
brass,’ and our Greek ‘a tinkling cymbol.’ 


and 
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‘“* Manners” said Edmund Burke, “are of 
more importance than laws. The laws can 
touch us here and there, and now and 
then. Manners are what vex or soothe, 
corrupt or purify, exalt or debase, bar- 
barize or refine by a constant, steady uni- 
form, insensible operation like that of the 
air we breath in. They give their whole 
form and color to our lives.” 

The forms of etiquette are good, but 
heart manners are better:—manners the 
finaland perfect flower of a noble char- 
acter, 

Who more sensibly than the teacher can 
realize that 

‘* Manners are not idle, but the fruit 

Of loyal nature, and of noble mind.”

National Politics. 


Es and Bickerings Are 
hown In True Light. 


Zome Highly interesting Extracts From the 
Statesman’s New Book. 


Cxicaco, Oct. 19.—‘John Sherman’s 
Recollections of Forty Years in the House, 
Senate and Cabinet,” just published in 
this city, reveals the intrigues, the jeal- 
ousies and the traitorous knife-thrusts of 
the last half century of American state- 


craft. 

The fear that the venerable senator 
would reveal secrets long kept from the 
public in his forthcoming work has been 
to an extent realized. Grant, Garfield, 
Blaine, Arthur, Harrison and other Re- 
publican leaders are spoken of with un- 
stinted praise for their high personal 
worth or statesmanship, but each is in 
guarded and covert language shown in the 
less commendable light of scheming poli- 
ticians. The criticism is almost invariably 
implied rather than direct, but it stands 
out clearly in the work as a whole. 

Owing to the expectation that the work 
would be in a measure sensational, and the 
anxiety felt in diplomatic circles over its 
forthcoming, frequent effort has been 
to gain information regarding its contents, 
but today, for the first time, a resume of 
Mr. Sherman's autobiography is presented. 
As anticipated, the feature of the book 
is its extreme frankness, the style in which 
Mr. Sherman has expressed himself show- 
ing the statesman rather than the profes- 
sional bookmaker. 

The work is marked by clear-cut sen- 
tences and blunt expressions of opinion, 
and but little attempt at literary grace is 
made. The book is very evidently in- 
tended by the author as an exposition of 
the financial policy of the Republican 
party, which to a great extent is his ewn. 

Owing to the close association of Mr. 
Sherman and James A. Garfield, the crit- 
isism of the nomination of the latter for 
President of the United States is perhaps 
one of the most striking features of the 
book. Theauthor very significantly makes 
it plain that Mr. Garfleld was nominated 
at a convention to which he had gone as 
trusted leader of the Sherman forces. 
After showing that Mr. Garfield was in 
reality his political protege, Mr. Sherman 
gives in detail the history of the national 
convention of 1880. Following the account 
of his own struggle for the nomination, he 
says: 

His Feelings Hurt. 

In time I became thoroughly advised of 
what occurred at the Chicago convention and 
had become entirely reconciled to the result, 
though frequently afterward I heard incidents 
and details which occasioned me great pain 
and which seemed to establish the want of sin- 
cerity on the part of some of the delegates, 
and tended to show that for some time before 
the meeting of the convention the nomination 
of General Garfield had been agreed upon. 

The sting felt by Garfield's defection in 
1880 is inadvertently shown by a senti- 
ment expressed during the discussion of 
the national convention of 1892, where the 
senator remarks: 

From later developments I became satisfied 
that Harrison could not be elected, that Platt 
and a powerful New York influence would de- 
feat him if nominated. I therefore preferred 
the nomination of a new man, such as William 
McKinley, but he had committed himself to 
Harrison, and, according to my code of honor, 
could not accept a nomination even if tenderea 


When it was remembered that Blaine 
was also a candidate for the presidency be- 
fore the convention that nominated Gar- 
fleld, the significance of tlw following ex- 
planation on the part of Senator Sherman 
of why he was not reappointed by Presi- 
dent Garfield as secretary of the treasury 
is readily understood: 

In the latter part of November, 1830, General 
Garfield came to Washington and called upon 
Mr. Blaine, who, it was understood, was to be 
secretary of state. Garfield came to my house 
directly from Blaine's and informed me that he 
had tendered that office to Blaine and that it 
wasaccepted. He said Blaine thought it would 
not be politios to continue as secretary of the 
treasury, as it would be regarded as an un- 
friendly discrimination by other members of 
Hayes’ cabinet. I promptly replied that I 
agreed with the opinion of Blaine, and was a 
candidate for the senate, 

Again the suthor reverts to the Chicago 
convention in discussing the character of 
President Garfield. Of his personality 
andeloquence, he speaks in the highest 
terms. His will power, he says, was not 
up to his personal magnetism. He adds 
that his opinion changed easily. 

Political Corruption, 


Speaking of the political schoming that 
again resulted in the defeat of the Ohio 
statesman in the national convention of 
1888, Mr. Sherman says that he became 
satisfied that one delegate from New York 
controlled the entire delegation from that 
state, and between Saturday night, when 
the nomination seemed certain to go to 
Sherman, and Monday morning, when the 
tide turned in favor of Harrison, a corrupt 
bargain was made in the interests of the 
latter, which secured him the support of 
New York and gave him the nomination. 
Continuing, the author states: “It is to 
the credit of General Harrison to say that 
ifthe reputed bargain was made, it was 
without his consent at the time.” 

On the eve of another national cam- 
paign, in which ex-President Harrison is 
expected to figure prominently, Mr. Sher- 
man does not hesitate to state that in 1892 
he did not consider Harrison a strong 
candidate. To his cold and abrupt man- 
ner he attributes his unpopularity at that 
time. 

Space is devoted by the author to an ac- 
count of the important events of each ad- 
ministration. In this connection Mr. 
Sherman iays bare many of the jealousies, 
political bickerings and oclash of am- 
bitions that disturb the harmony of the 
party in power. Of Grant's administra- 
tion, he says it was a period of scandal 
and slander. Perhaps the severest oriticism 
of General Grant's statesmanship is found 
in the following extract from Mr. Sher- 
man's work: 

During the entire period of Grant's admin- 
istration I was chairman ef the committee of 
finance of the senate, and had to act upon al) 
Questions of taxation, debt, banking or finance, 
and had occasion to talk with the president 
upon such measures, but he rarely expressed 
any opinion or took any interest in them. 

At the age of 72 years, Senator Sherman 
recalls the affair over the attempt to re- 
move Chester A. Arthur from the col- 
lectorship of the port of New York with 
much feeling. Arthur is shown up inan 
unenviable light, and the attitude of 
Rosooe Conkling toward the president is 
caustically commented upon. The former's 
nomination.as vice president, thé Ohio

statesman says, was the whim of Conk- 
ling to annoy President Hayes. 

Throughout that of the work relat- 
ing to President Hayes, Mr. Sherman 
speaks in the highest praise of the chief 
executive of the nation. 

There is less of a personal narrative in 
the book than might be expected. Mr. 
Sherman speaks modestly of his boyhood 
days, of his family and of his first appear- 
ance in public life. Many of his important 
public addresses during the slavery agita- 
tion and during the political campaigns in 
which he took part are embodied in the 
book. Hisaccounts of the civil war and of 
his association with Abraham Lincoln are 
full of interest as narrative and of a bis- 
torical record of the stirring events of 
that period. 

Why He Abstains From Drink. 

In writing about himself, Mr. Sherman 
is candid to the point of self-criticism. 
For instance, he states that at the age of 
19 years he got into bad company and was 
on several occasions conscious of being in- 
toxicated. In relating the incident which 
influenced his whole life in this respect, he 
says: 

On one occasion, the fall of 1830, I went home 
very sick from drinking. My mother received 
me with much surprise and sorrow, but 
neither complained nor scolded, and with the 
utmost kindness put me to bed and watched 
over and cared forme. I was not enough stu- 
pefied to be unconscious of my degradation 
and her affection, and then and there resolved 
never to be in such condition again. 

Rich in ripe conclusions, full of interest 
as a personal narrative, instructive as a 
political record, and complete as a finan- 
cial history of the country, the work adds 
to recent books of American history one 
of general interest and of value tostudents 
of politics and finance.

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POPULISTIC VIEWS 


Expressed In the Platform of the Woman's 
Christian Temperance Union. 


BALTIMORE, Oct. 19.—Delegates from 38 
states and territories, representing nearly 
800,000 members of the Woman’s Christian 
Temperance union, congregated at Music 
hall yesterday to attend the 22d annual 
convention of that seciety. 

‘A union of reform forces is contemplated, 
and the leaders have agreed to the follow- 
ing basis, which is commended to the good 
will of all White Ribbon women: 

1. Direct legislation, the initiative and 
the referendum in all national, state and 
local matters; the imperative mandate 
and proportional representation. 2. When 
any branch of legitimate business be- 
comes a monopoly in the hands of a few 
against the interests of the many, that in- 
dustry should be taken possession of, on 
just terms, by the municipality, the state 
or the nation, and administered by the 
people. 3. The election of president and vice 
president and of United States senators by 
direct vote of the people, and also of all 
civil officers so far as practicable. 4. Equal 
suffrage without distinotion of sex. 5. As 
the land is the rightful heritage of the peo- 
ple, no tenure should be held without use 
and occupancy. 6. Prohibition of the 
liquor traffic for beverage purposes and 
governmental control of the sale for 
medicinal, scientific and mechanical uses. 
7. All money—paper, gold and silver— 
should be issued by the national govern- 
ment only, and made legal tender for all 
payments, public or private on future con- 
tracts, and in amounts adequate to the de- 
mands of business. 8. The free and un- 
limited coinage of silver and gold at the 
ratio of 16 to 1. 


“| Am the Duke.” 

New York, Oct. 19.—The blotter of a 
sub-police station in Central Park bears 
the official record of the arrest of the Duke 
of Marlborough for coasting at the rate 
of 15 miles an hour. Officer Sweeney, who 
arrested him, says: ‘‘I told the young man 
he had violated a park ordinance, and that 
I would have to put him under arrest.

MILO GRAY RUN DOWN 


Suspected of Having Murdered : 


Wife Four Years Ago, 


Mrs. Gray No. 2 Will Not 
Forsake Him. 


Story of His Wanderings Since the Mystery 
at Landaff, N. H.

decamped. The officerg again wended 
their way Into New Hampsttire and located 
their man at Westmoreland. 

Here Gray was living upon a farm with 
Mrs. Gray No. 2,to whom, according to 
Gray's story, he had been married about 
twoyears. Gray was notat home when the 
officials first arrived, so the highway was 
followed for about a mile, and Gray and 
his wife were seen approaching. Gray 
was arrested. He made no objection to be 


Mrs. Gray sobbed bitterly and told her 
husband she was willing to follow him 
to the end of the world. 

A train was taken, and Sheriff Brown | 
arrived at Woodsville early yesterday with 
his prisoner, who was turned over to 
Sheriff Arthur Davis of that place. 

When first placed under arrest Gray was 


Soon Regained His Composure 
aud took the journey in a seemingly pleas- 
ant mood. He had but little to say to his 
captors, although he made an attempt to 
explain about the mysterious disappear- 
ance of his first wife. 

A greater part of the journey he re- 
mained by the side of Deputy Brown, 
speechless and in apparent thought, at 
times shielding his face with his hands. 

During the search for Gray, an incom- 
plete history of his wanderings since he | 
left Landaff ip 1891, shows that after 


leaving Coleprook, 1m the same year thac 
Mrs. (Gray disappeared, Gray went to 
Canasu, Vt., and took a logging contract. 
He remained there during the winter 
months, and was joined by the present 
Mrs. Gray in April. 
they remained only a few days, when they 
decamped in the night, leaving all per- 
sonal property, unpaid bills and logging 
utensils. 

The next known of Gray he appeared at 
Westminster and then at Westmoreland, 
where his capture was effected. 

Gray has three brothers residing in Cole- 
brook, two at Holland, Vt., one at Lunen- 
burg, Vt., and a sister at Concord, Vt. 
Marion, his daughter, is marred and re- 
sides at Chester Depot, Vt. Elmer, his 
son, is unmarried and is at work as a 
farm hand in Poultney Meadows, Vt. 

Gray is a medium-sized man, has light 
eyes and a brown mustache, dark hair, 
and, on the whole, is good looking. He 
is about 47 years of age, weighs in the 
vicinity of 140 pounds and is about dft, 10in. 
tall. 

The present Mrs. Cray is the same 
woman who returned to East Haverhill 
with Gray the day after the disappearance 
of Mrs. Gray No. 1.

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OUTCOME IN DOUBT. 


Striking Coal Miners Do Not Appear to Feel 
Confident of Success. 


PHILIPSBOBS, Pa, Oct. 21.— The in- 
dications are that the miners’ strike will 
not amount to much in the Clearfield and 
Beech Creek coal regions, whatever it 
amounts to in the adjoining regions. 
At Osceola a mass meeting was held and 
was attended by miners from all the mines 
in that district, some 8 or 10. The 
vote was almost solid against going out. 
It is believed the Houtzdale miners will 
take the same action as the Osceola miners. 

Beech Tree and Coal Green men decided 
to suspend, but the whole affair hangs 
upon the decision of the Rochester and 
Pittsburg Coal and Iron company’s 
miners at Punxsutawny and the Berwind 
white miners in the Houtzdale region. 
At a meeting yesterday the former de- 
cided to work pending the action of the 
latter. Patton (Cambria county) miners 
held a meeting yesterday afternoon and 
decided to continue work, while at Hast- 
ings, Barnesboro and Spangler the miners 
decided to strike. 

If the Berwind white miners quit work, 
the strike will be general throughout the 
Beech Creek. Houtzdale, Punxsutawney 
and Dubois fields; if they continue work, 
itis the opinion that the strike that has 
been called will be a failure at the begin- 
ning.

‘Why Suffrage Should be Ex- 


fended to the Women. 


The Women’s Association Repli:s 
Its Opponents, 


Eight Points to be Considered by 
the Voters. 


The Massachusetts Woman 
Association issues the following: 

The Massachusetts Man Suffrage Associa- 
tion has published an appeal against 
woman suffrage, signed by 100 prominent 
men. The names of these gentlemen 
would have carried more weight if they 
had not attempted to give their reasons. 
We suggest the following points: 

1, If suffrage is not a right of anybody,

but a privilege to be conferred upon those | 


persons who possess certain qualifications, 
why should it not be conferred upon those 
women who possess the qualifications re- 
quired of men ? 

2. If the matter is to be determined by 
expediency, why exclude the sex that con- 
stitutes more than two-thirds of our 
church members and less than one-fifth of 
our criminals. 

3. The division

against woman suffrage, but an ar- 
gument for it. Every large division of 
laborers needs the ballot to represent its

business interests. As the farmers need it 


to represent the agricultural interests and | 
the manufacturers to represent the manu- 
facturing interests, so the mo'hers and the 
homemakers need it to represent the iater- 
ests of the home. 

4. The Man Soffeage Association claims 
that the power to make laws and the power 
to enforce them ought to go together. 
Our present system of suffrage recogniz:s 
no connection between the two. Thon- 
sands of able bodied men in Massachusetts 
are exciuded from suffrage because they 
cannot read, Tens of thousands who are 
not able bodied are freely admitted to the 
ballot box. There is no certainty at any 
election that the mijority of legal voters 
represents the majoritpof fighting force. 
Either the ability to bear arms is a 
necessary qualification for suffrage or it is 
not. If it is, a large purtion 
signers of the man suffrage appeal onght to 
be excluded, If it is not, the lack of it is 
no reason for excluding women. 

5. The Man Suff age Association says 
that our city and town governments are 
‘* business corporations,’ and that, there 
fore, women onght not to have a vote in 
choosing the officers. In every other busi- 
ness corporation the Women who are stock- 
holders have a vote in choosing the 
directors. George William Curtis said: 
‘““A woman may vote as a stockholder 
upon a railroad from one end of the 
country to the other. 
stock and buys a house with the money, 
she has no voice in the laying out of the 
road before her door, which her house is 
taxed to keep and pay for.’’ In any of the 
great corporations so largely represented 
by the signers of the man suffrage appeal, 
what would be thought of a male stock- 
holder who would say: ‘‘ Women are 
relatively inexperienced in business mat- 
ters; therefore, it is evidently for the 
interest of all the stockholders, both mep 
and women, that the male stockholders 
alone shou'd havea vote in choosing the 
directors ?”” 

6. What is needed in a manicipal voter 
is not personal familiarity with business 
details, but the capacity to choose honest 
and upright men to attend to the city busi- 
ness, The chief requisites are common 
sepse enough to tell a good candidate from 
a bad one, and moral principle enough to 
prefer the former. Where women vote 
they have proved themselves able to dis- 
tinguish between good and bad candidates, 
and have shown a marked tendency to 
prefer the good. 

7. ‘Thousands of women have had muni- 
pal suffrage for many years—single women 
and widows in England, Scotland, Aus- 
tralia and Canada; women both married 
and single in several of our western states, 
There is no evidence that it has anywhere 
injured ** the happiness or physical welfare 
of women,” or has impaired her “ social 
or moral elevation.’” Mr. Gladstone, 
whose general views on the woman question 
are conservative, acknowledges that the 
200,000 women householders of Eagland 
have exercised the municipal franchise 
‘without detriment, and with great ad- 
vantage.’’ From ourown western states, 
where suffrage is not restricted to single 
women and widows, the testimony to its 
good results is still more emphatic. 

8 The Man Suffrage Association pre- 
picts *‘injury to,the family.’’ Full suffrage 
was granted to the women of Wyoming in 
1869. From 1870 to 1890 the divorce rate 
in the United States at large increased 
about there times as fast as the population, 
In the group of western states, omitting 
Wyoming, it increased nearly four times 
as fast as the population. In Wyoming it 
is increased only about half as fast as the 
population. ‘‘ Ao ounce of fact is worth 
a ton of theory.” 

Since these are apparently the strongest 
arguments that can be brought against 
woman suffrage, even by its ablest op 
ponents, we again urge both men and 


women to vote ‘‘yes’’ on the so-called

Woburn has less men voters than Quincy, 
but 849 women voters to our 110. 

Representative James H. Flint of Wey- 
mouth is very much interested in the 
prophesies that are being made that Hon. 
William Everett of Quincy is to be elected 
to the next House. Mr. Flint was elected 
by a handsome majority last year, but he 
realizes that if Mr. Everett is successful it 
will be because Republican votes in Quincy 
are cast for him, and that it will not be 
the two Republicans on the ticket from 
Quincy that will be cut, bat the lone re- 
publican from Weymouth, However, he 
has too much confidence in the people of 
his district to think they will be so unfair 
as to send three men from Quincy and none 
from Weymouth. If it were positively 
known such a scheme was on foot, the re- 
sult would very likely be that Weymouth 
Democrats would be found supporting the

Regarding a Great Railway Trust Sad to Ba 
in Contemplation. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 21.—Senator Chand- 
ler of New Hampshire has written addi- 
tional letters to the president and to the 
interstate commerce commission urging 
immediate action to prevent the execution 
of the newly formed railroad trunk line 
agreement signed by the presidents of nine 
roads running from the seaboard to the 
west. He asserts that the agreement is a 
gigantic trust and plainly contrary to law. 

He vigorously attacks Interstate Com- 
missioner Knapp for a statement that the 
matter was none of which the commis- 
sion could take cognizance, and says he 
should be removed. His letter to the presi- 
dent closes by saying that a word from him 
to Pierpont Morgan would cause the whole 
conspiracy to stop. 

In his letter to the president, the senator 
closes as follows: 

These stupendous crimes can, by virtue of ex- 
press statutes of the United States, be sup- 
pressed in advance by natienal officiala. A 
single word from you to J. Pierpont Morgan 
will cause these confederates to desist. Will 
you act or will you take the responsibility of 
consenting, as you will by inaction, to acon- 
Spiracy against law, which, within a few 
weeks, or as soon as the elections are over, 
will raise the prices of food and fuel to all 
your beloved people? “He shall take care that 
the laws be faithfully executed.” Thou art 
the man. 


Not Complimentary. 

SAN FRANcIScO, Oct. 21.—The prosecu- 
tion in the case of Theodore Durrant has 
found a new witness. A colored boot- 
black named Bond Wilson, last night, 
when served with a subposna, told this 
story: ‘At first I wassurprised that such 
religious young men as King and Dur- 
rant should Le carrying on in such a fash- 
ion, but after a while I concluded they 
were about the same as other young men. 
I learned from those two boys themselves 
that they were taking girls to Emanuel 
church every night. I often heard them 
tell of the fun they had there, and of the 
different girls who accompanied them. I 
know of five girls who used to go to the 
church at night with these boys. They all 
belong to respectable families, and the 
worst of it all is that their parents never 
dreamed that such things were going on.” 


The Standard’s Conclusions. 

LONDON, Oct. 2].—The Standard (Con- 
servative) has an editorial this morning 
on the Venezuelan question, in which it 
says: The Venezuelan ultimatum is un- 
likely to lead to prolonged or doubtful 
complications. The convention of 1850 
has been repeatedly infringed by the Ven- 
ezuelans in encroaching upon soil indis- 
putably British. These galling and high- 
handed acts might have been overlooked 
had not the outrages by the Venezuelan 
authorities reached lengths no longer en- 
durable, If such an aggression as the 
Uruan affair is to be ignored, we might as 
well abandon British Guiana. We shall 
be surprised if the responsible diplomats 
of the United States persist in maintain- 
ing that the Monroe doctrine has any 
bearing on the proposed case, 


Ground Is Parched. 

WASHINGTON, Oct, 21.— Reports re- 
ceived at the weather bureau indicate that 
the present drought is one of the severest 
and most prolonged ever known in the 
United States since the bureau’s organiza- 
tion. In some parts of the country the 
drought began in the latter part of July, 
butin most of the sections it did not be- 
come markedly pronounced until August. 


Big Drawing Card. 

ATLANTA, Oct. 21.—The vanguard of 
the multitude advancing on Atlanta, in 
anticipation of the visit of President 
Cleveland and his cabinet to the exposi- 
tion this week, have begun to arrive, in- 
dicating that the crowd of visitors which 
will gather here next Wednesday will be 
the largest ever assembled in any southern 
city.

POLICE HELD AT BAY. 


Madman Had Everything His Ows 
Way For Seventeen Hours. 


Fired 140 Shots From Rifle 
and Revolver. 


Chloroform Failed to Subdue Him but Sulphur 
Finally Did the Work. 


Cuicaco, Oct. 21.—Barricaded and 
blocked in a second-story room command- 
ing a complete view of Woodland park, a 
lunatic yesterday splintered doors, shat- 
tered window panes and tore holes in the 
plaster of the room with bullets from his 
rifle, while he shouted defiance to police 
and others attracted to the scene. The 
insane man was G. S. Merwin of the firm 
of Rogers, Brown & Co., pig iron dealers. 

After 17 hours of effort, the police, by 
strategy, surprised and overcame the mad- 
man. Although he had fired 140 shots 
from his rifle and revolver, Merwin injured 
no one, butanumber of people had nar- 
row escapes. 

After every attempt to capture the in- 
sane man before he should kill some one 
or injure himself had failed, sulphur was 
burned in the furnace. All the registers 
were closed excepting the one in the room 
occupied by Merwin. In an hour after 
the sulphur fire was started Merwin, 
partly overcome by the fumes, laid down 
on his bed and was captured. 

In the middle of the night Merwin sud- 
denly sprang from bed and, seizing his 
rifle, 

Chased His Wife to the Kitchen. 
Throwing up a window, the terrified 
woman leaped to the ground, 10 feet be- 
low, and ran to the residence of Abram 
Baldwin, where she was cared for. The po- 
lice were notifled and three men were sent 
to the Merwin residence. As they tried to 
enter through a rear window several shots 


were fired at them, while the insane man | 


yelled at them, calling them burglars and 


saying he would kill the first man coming | 


up the stairs, 
Friends of Merwiff were sent forand tried 
to reason with him, bnt it was useless. 


He fired shots at the neigboring houses, | 
breaking windows and causing the in- | 


mates to take refuge in the rear rooms. 
One or two bicyclists passing by were 
fired at, but Merwin’s aim was bad and 
they escaped with a bad scare. 

The police obtained chloroform and 
squirted it into the room with a syringe 
through the keyhole, but Merwin was 
shrewd and threw up the windows, thereby 
neutralizingit. Finally, at about 40’clock 
yesterday afternoon, sulphur was _ pro- 
cured, and in this manner the excitement 
was ended. The unfortunate man was 
dressed and taken to the detention hos- 

ital.

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MUST ANSWER FOR IT, 


Japanese Concerned In Seoul Troubles 
Will Be Called to Account. 


No Doubt That the Queen 
Was Murdered. 


Russia Puts In a Protest Against the Tal-Won- 
Kun Government. 


TokKIO, Oct. 21—The Japanese govern- 
ment now admits that Japanese subjects 
now in Korea have been guilty of serious 
irregularities. 

The government was misled by the 
first reports of its official agents. It was 
not the Sochi alone who -were actually 
concerned in the disturbances at Seoul. 
Japanese soldiers escorted Tai-Won-Kun 
to the palace, and failed to preserve order 
during the tumult. 

General Miura, Japanese minister to 
Korea, is chargeable with gross negligence, 
if nothing worse. The conduct of the en- 
tire Japanese legation at Seoul during the 
disturbances, and also of the guards and 
the police, will be subjected to the strictest 
inquiry. 

Several arrests have been made already 
and others are to follow. The government 
of Japan announces that it will conceal 
nothing. It desires that the fullest pub- 
licity be given to the circumstances at- 
tending the riot, no matter who is impli- 
cated. 

Theindemnity Japan is to receive for 
restoring the Leaotong peninsula to 
China is fixed at 80,000,000 taels. Japan 
exacts a pledge that China shall never 
cede the Leaotong territory to either Rus- 
sia, France or Germany. 

Newspaper advices from Seoul say that 
the Korean government confirms the news 
of the queen’s death. 

Russia Heard From. 

It is reported that the Russian minister 
has protested against the maladministra- 
tion of state affairs in Korea by Tai-Won- 
Kun, the father of the king, and has de- 
manded that the king should administer 
affairs. It is believed that if the protest 
is ignored an ultimatum will follow. 

The Nichishimbun (newspaper) says 
that the Japanese minister Miura and 
other officials of the Japanese legation are 
indicated as the principal fomenters of the 
disturbance, the Japanese soldiers having 
acted on Minister Miura’s orders against 
the views of the Japanese advisers to the 
Korean government, who declared that 
Minister Miura’s action would lead to 
serious international complications. Or- 
ders have been given that over 40 Japan- 
ese residents of Seoul should be deported. 

A Tokio journal, The Asaki, says that 
Minister Miura and the Japanese officials 
are returning to Japan under an escort of 
gens d’armes. The foreign representatives 
at Seoul are stated to have demanded pro- 
tection for their respective legations. All 
of them agree in denouncing the Japanese 
as the murderers of the queen. 


En Route to Boston. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 21.—The old Minnesota 
was towed out of the navy yard yesterday 
on her way to Boston. Oonsidering the 
size of the craft, her rotten planking and 
general unseaworthiness, the trip around 
‘the coast will be watched with no little 
anxiety. Captain Weeks of the naval 
militia of Massachusetts, with a detail of 
40 men from that organization, took 
charge of the ship. Two large ocean tugs 
from Boston have herintow. The Minne- 
sota will be used as a training ship by the 
450 men composing the naval militia of 
Massachusetts. 


No Open Saloons. 

NEw York, Oct. 21.—The police in no 
wise relaxed their vigilance in the matter 
of enforcing the excise law yesterday. 
Uniformed patrolmen were stationed in 
front of all the suspected places, and all 
the members of the department who were 
not doing. regular patrol duty were en- 
gaged in trying to effect an entrance to 
those saloons which were open to sus- 
picion. 


Incentive to Success. 

Paris, Oct. 21.—The government will 
pay an annual subsidy of £82,000 to the 
cable company which is to lay a new direct 
cable from Brest to New York to main- 
tain the existing cable, and to extend it to 
the Antilles. The subsidy will be re- 
duced when the receipts from the cable 
amount to £66,009, and will cease alto- 
gether when the receipts exceed £114,000. 


What Silverites Want. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 21.—Senator Teller 
says that the silver Republicans in the 
senate will not agree to the reorganiza- 
tion of the senate by the Republicans 
when congress reconvenes, except upon 
conditions that they be allowed to fill the 
vacancy on the finance committee caused 
by the retirement of Senator McPherson. 


Murdered For Money. 

HANCOCK, Mich., Oct. 21.—The bodies 
of Chris Kramer and wife, aged people, 
were found in the cellar of their house 
with their throats cut from eartoear. It 
is quite certain that the double murder 
Was committed for the purpose of robbery.

CHICAGO, Oct. 21—The motocycle or 
horseless carriage race, from Chicago to

For a very long period the Colt home- 
stead at Bristol has been the scene of 
splendid social functions. ‘The social con- 
nections of the family included many of 
the best known men and women in the 
land, and the Vanderbilts and others 
equally prominent in New York and New- 
port society have enjoyed the hospitality 
of the Colts. Among others James J. 
Van Alen, who was nom\pated for the 
Italian mission by President Cleveland, 
was included among the friends of the 
couple. 

Beginning of the Trouble. 

In August of this year a party of well- 
known Providence people left here to 
spend the remainder of the summer at 
Jackson Falls, N. H. Colonel Colt was one 
of the party, as was a young New York 
woman, who is adistant connection of the 
Colt family. Nearly all of the party 
registered at Gray’s Inn. Colonel Colt 
was at another hotel at the resort, 

It was remarked very promptly that 
Colonel Colt was extremely attentive to 
the young woman in question. People at 
summer resorts are very prone to mind 
each other’s affairs, and the result of a 
number of them looking after Colonel 
Colt’s business was that the place rang 
with gossip. Three young men from this 
city were at Gray’s Inn, and they heard 
allthe talk. It wound up in a scene at 
the place. 

The three young men came back from 
Jackson Falls in advance of the others 
and ina very short space of time a num- 
ber of people on the East Side knew what 
the young men knew. Eventually the 
talk reached the ears of Mrs. Colt, and she 
began an investigation. At its conclusion 
she consulted her attorneys and instructed 
them to begin proceedings looking toa 

Separation From Colonel Colt, 

While the condition of their domestic 
affairs was being discussed in the circles 
of their own society, there was no desire 
for general publicity. Colonel Colt’s at- 
torney is Francis Colwell, and according 
to him these proceedings have been in 
progress for the past two weeks or more. 
Mrs. Colt desired a separate maintenance 
and the custody of the children. 

The negotiations were not satisfactorily 
completed, and yesterday it was said that 
Colonel Colt had caused his attorney to 
prepare & petition for divorce, in which 
James J. Van Alen was named as core- 
sponden' 

The standing of the parties. concerned, 
as well as that of the persons who are 
now and will later be involved as the re- 
eult of the gossip about the trial of the 
case, will give to the affair a decidedly 
sensational character. 

A dispatch from Newport says: S. P. 
Colt of Providence has brought suit 
against J. J. Van Alen for alienating the 
affections of Mrs. Colt, claiming $200,000 
damages, and it is stated that a writ of 
arrest for Van Alen has been issued. Van 
Alen left here Saturday for Bosion, and 
the people at his house refuse to tell where 
he is, but it is said he went to Shelburne, 
Vt. 

Shocking Case of Depravity. 

MARLBORO, Mass., Oct. 22.—The report 
of Medical Examiner Adams on the death 
of a &year-old son of Patrick Connolly 
shows that the child died from drinking 
whisky. It seems that Connolly came 
home Sunday intoxicated, with an eight- 
ounce flask of whisky in his pocket. The 
whisky he gave to his wife, who, after 
drinking, passed ft to the children. The 
elder boy gave it to his baby brother, who 
drained the bottle. The little fellow sank 
into a drunken stupor and died in the 
afternoon.

WoopsviL_e, N. H., Oct. 23.— Milo 
Gray, who was arrested at Westmoreland, 
charged with the murder of his wife at 
Landaff in 1891, was arraigned here yester- 
day.

BAY STATE’S LOSS. 


Ex-Governor Ames Dies Suddenly at His North 
Easton Home. 

Boston, Oct. 22.—A dispatch from 
North Easton announces the death at his 
summer home of ex-Governor Ames. 
Heart disease was the immediate cause of 
death. 

Oliver Ames was born in Easton, Feb. 
4, 1831. He passed the usual public school 
course of his native town, and prepared 
for college in the academies at North At 
tieboro and Leicester. His college course 
—a special one—was taken at Brown uni 
versity, Providence. 


OLIVER AMES, 


He began business life as an employe in 
the shovel works of Oliver Ames & Sons. 
He afterward went on the road as travel- 
ing agent for the firm, of which he soon 
became an active partner. f 

While engaged in the never ceasing 
round of cares that are incident to the 
carrying on of immense manufacturing 
establishments, Oliver Ames always found 
time in which to serve his fellow citizens, 
in public matters, whether state, county, 
municipal or social. 

He was 12 years a member of the Easton 
school board; two years in the state 
senate (1880 and 1881); four years Meuten- 
ant governor (1883 to 1886), and governor 
of the commonwealth three years, 1887, 
1888 and 1889. 

Governor Ames served in the Massachu- 
setts volunteer militia as second lieu- 
tenant, adjutant, major and lieutenant 
colonel. He was for many years president 
and director of various railroad, manu- 
facturing and mining corporations and 
banking institutions. He was actively 
connected with a number of benevolent 
societies and had a membership in many 
social and political clubs, 

Ex-Governor Ames was married in Nan- 
tucket, March 14, 1860, to Anna Coffin, 
daughter of Obed and Anna W. Ray, and 
adopted daughter of Willlam Hadwen of 
Nantucket. Of this union were six chil- 
dren: William Hadwen, Evelyn, Anna 
Lee. Susan Evelyn, Lilian and Oakes 
Ames. 

Ex-Governor Ames’ summer residence 
was at North Easton. In winter he re- 
sided in Boston, dispensing royal hospi- 
tality at his palatial residence on Com-

TOOL THIEVES. 


Their Depredations Causing Alarm 
Among the Stone Cutters. 


From al! appearances an organized gang 
of stone tool thieves are now at work in 
Quincy and have been for some weeks 
past, and thus far they have been success- 
ful in eluding all efforts of the police to 
apprehend them. 

Scarcely a day passes but some work- 
man finds that during the preceding night 
some of his bush hammers have been taken. 
These breaks have been reported from time 
to time in the LEp@rR and has served in 
many cases to put the men on their guard. 

Saturday night, with one exception, all} 
of the men at Johnson’s yards on Penn 
street, placed their tools in the office for 
safe keeping, Monday morning the one 
who did not do so, found to his sorrow 
tbat bis box had been broken open and six 
hammers taken. Asa result he has been 
urable to do any work since for want of 
tools, 

The sheds of Cavanagh Bros. near by 
were also entered and four bash hammers 
taken. 

Other places that have suffered in this 
manner of late are, Fegan & Ballou, 
McGilvary & Jones, Manet Granite Co, 
Spargo & Co. and Quincy Quarry Co. The 
total number of hammers stolen from these 
places being in the vicinity of 43 and ag- 
gregate in value over $250. 

In every case the loss of hammers falls 
upon the workmen who can ill afford the 
loss. 

What makes the matter still more bur- 
densome is tbat if the police are successful 
in finding any of the stolen hammers in 
the shops of Boston pawnbrokers the poor 
workman is obliged to reimburse the pawn- 
broker the amount that has been advanced 
on them before he can recover his property, 
unless he wants to go into court about it, 
which in theend would make an additional 
cost, 

The Quincy police are at work upon 
these burglaries and are in hopes of soon 
bringing the guilty parties to justice. 


Opening of the Bible School. 


The school for synthetic Bible study 
opened very auspiciously Monday evening, 
nearly one hundred persons already being 
enrolled. ‘The ladies’ class, which met in 
the Congregational chapel, was much 
larger than the men’s class, which met in 
the Y. M. C. A. rooms. Nearly every 
part of the city was represented, and the 
prospects for a great revival of Bible study 
in the city is very good. 

The 
synthetic study not only inciudes the study 
of the Bible as a whole, but also each in- 
dividual book as a whole and as seen on its 
relation to the others. The plan of study 
is so simple that any faithful student can, 
in a few months’ time, master the facts of 
the Engiish Bible from Genesis to Revela- 
tions.

Five rules are laid down: First, read the 
book, or as much of it as is given for the 
lesson. Second, read it continuously, i. e. 
atone sitting. Third, read it repeatedly 
Fourth, read it independently, i. e. not 
referring to any helps, but reading the 
Bible only. Fifth, read prayerfully. By 
thus repeatedly reading « book the mind 
unconsciously takes in the facts and when 
the student comes into the class and places 
an outline upon the board the mind is able 
to at once grasp it and carry the facts.

CONVENTION OF 0 


And ‘the Active Parts Played oy 
Garfield, Blaine and Sherman. 


Latter Was Practically Sure 
of the Nomination. 


Blaine Could Have Had It but For Shortcom- 
ings of Ohio Delegates. 


CHICAGO, Gct. 22.-Se much newspaper 
discussion has arisen during the past few 
days over the portion of the text of Sen- 
ator Sherman’s reference, in his memoirs, 
to the Republican national convention of 
1880, which nominated James A. Garfield 
for the presidency, that the fablowing de- 
tailed extract concerning the eyent is 
given out: 

During the month of April, delegates 
were selected from the different congres- 
sional districts of the state of Ohio to at- 
tend the state convention, to meet on the | 
28th of that month. Prior to the con- 
vention, the question of the nomination 
was the subject of discussion in every dis- 
trict. The sentiment in my favor was 
clearly expressed in nearly every county | 
or district of the state. On April 8, I 
wrote the following letter to a friend: 

McKinley is still in Ohio, and I presume will 
be there for somedays. I have today written to 
him at Canton, covering the points you name. 
You had better write to him yourself, giving 
the list of appointments desired. There isa 
strong feeling that Garfleld,in order to save 
his district, should goto the Chicago conven 
tion as a delegate. He is placed in a very) 
awkward position now. If this district should 
be against my nomination, it would be at- 
tributed to either want of influence on his 
part, or, what is worse, a want of sincerity in 
my support. In view of the past, this would 
be a very unfortunate thing for him. This is 
a delicate matter for me to take any part in, 
and I leave it entirely to your good judgment | 
and kind friendship. 

Laying Their Plans. 

While in Ohio I had a consultation at| 
Columbus with Governor Foster, ex-Gov- | 
ernor Dennison and a number of other 
personal friends, all of whom expressed 
great confidence that by the time the state 
convention met, the friendly feeling in 
favor of Blaine in some of the districts of 
Ohio would be waived in deference to the 
apparent wishes of the great majority. 
In that event, in case my nomination | 
should prove impracticable, the whole del- 
egation could be very easily changed to| 
Mr. Blaine. | 

Prior to the state convention, I had an | 
interview with General Garfield, and he 
expressed his earnest desire to secure my 
nomination and his wish to be a delegate- 
at-large, so that he might aid me effec- 
tively. He had been chosen United States 
senator to fill the place of Thurman, | 
whose term expired March 4, 1881. I had} 
nota doubt of the support of Governor | 
Foster. I was permitted practically to 
name the four delegates-at-large, and had 
implicit confidence that these delegates | 
would take the lead in my behalf. 

The state Republican convention of | 
Ohio, which met on April 28, proceeded at | 
once to the business before them. The 
persons named by the convention as dele- 
gates-at-large to the national convention, 
to assemble in Chicago, June 2, were Will- | 
fam Dennison, James A. Garfield, Charles | 
Foster apd Warner M. Bateman, who 
were instructed for me. 

The trend of public sentiment indicated 
that Grant and Blaine would each have a 
very strong following in the national con- | 
vention, but that the contest between 
them might lead to my nomination. After 
the state convention, it was generally as- 
sumed that I would receive the united vote 
of the delegation, in conformity with the 
expression of opinion by the convention. | 
During this period a few leading men, | 
whose names I do not care to mention, | 
made a combination of those unfriendly to | 
me, and agreed to disregard the preference | 

Declared by the State Convention, | 

During the month of May the feeling in 
my favor increased. At this time I was in 
constant communication with General 
Garfield, as we were both in Washington. 
On May 10 he wrote me: 

I think it will be a mistake for us to assume | 
a division in the Ohio dele:ation. We should 
meet and act as though we were of one mind 
until those delegates who are hostile to you 
refuse to act with us, and if we fail to win 
them over, the separation will be their act, 
not ours. | 

The national convention met at Chicago 
June 2, 1880. It was called to order by 
Senator Cameron, and a temporary organ- 
ization, with Senator Hoar as president, 
was soon perfected. Four days were oc- 
cupied in perfecting the permanent organ- 
ization and the nomination of candidates 
forpresident. During this time a minority 
of nine of the delegation from Ohio an- | 
nounced their decision to vote for Blaine. 
This was a fatal move for Blaine, and un- 
doubtedly led to his defeat. 

Nearly four-fifths of the delegation were 
in favorof my nomination, in pursuance 
of the expressed wishes of the Ohio state | 
convention, but they were all friendly to 
Blaine, and whenever it should have be- | 
come apparent that my nomination was 
impracticable, the whole delegation could 
easily have been carried for him without a! 
division, and thus have secured the nomi- 
nation. The action of these nine dele- 
gates, who refused to carry out the wishes 
of the state convention, prevented the pos- 
sibility of the vote of Ohio being cast for 
Mr. Biaine. 

Long before the conyention I had de- | 
clared in a published interview that 
“Blaine is a splendid man, able and emi- 
nently fit for president. If nominated, he 
will find no one giving him a heartier 
support than myself.” 

Were Close Friends, | 

We were connected by early ties of asso- 
ciation and kinship, and had been and 
were then warm friends. Blaine, when 
confident of the nomination, said: 

To no living man does the American people 
owe a deeper debt of gratitude than to John 
Sherman forgiving them resumption with all 
its blessings. As secretary of the treasury he 
has been the success of the age. He is as em- 
inently fit for president as any man in Amer 
ica, and should he be nominated all I am cap 
able of doing will be done to aid in his election. 
Should it be my fortune to become pre sident, 
or should it fall to the lot of any Repu blican, | 
no one elected could afford to do less than in- 
vite Secretary Sherman to remain where he is, 

The folly of a few men made co-opera- 
tion impracticable. I received opposition | 
in Ohio from his pretended friends, and | 
he, therefore, lost the Ohio delegation, | 
which, but for this defection, would have 
made his nomination sure had I failed to 
receive it. 
Mr. Sherman publishes in his book cor- | 


respondence with ex-Goyernor Charles 
Foster, Garfield and other @hio men. 
This correspondence, he seems to think, 
indicates that Garfield was not exactly 
fair and honorable in things political at 
the time of the Chicago cunvention.

| Pennsylvania Miners’ Strike Promises to Be 
of Short Duration.

In addition to the reforms 
already approved by the sultan, the in- 
habitants will be protected by troops 
when they visit the mountain pastures, 
and they will thus be able to obey the law, 
which provides that they are not to carry 
arms.

Before the Public. 


PROVIDENCE, Oct. 23.—Mrs. Theodora 
Colt, mother of Colonel Colt, says that the 
corespondent in Mrs. Colt’s libel for di- 
vorce ig Mrs. L. B. Becker, the divorced 
wife of a prominent banker of New York.

VAN ALEN LAYS LOW. 


Incidents In His Past Life Recalled by His 
Present Troubles. 

Newport, R. I, Oct. 23.—J. J. Van 
Alen did not arrive here last night by any 
of the transportation lines. It is reported 
that he fears he will be taken unawares 
upon arrival by the law officers at the 
depot and thus be put to the disadvantage 
and mortification of a public arrest, hence 
he desires to steal quietly to his villa and 
have the papers served there.

White and Richard W. Gilder, friends of 
Van Alen and President Cleveland, then 
started a subscription to pay back to Van 
Alen his $50,000 contribution. 

A close scrutiny into Van Alen’s life 
showed no fitness for the office. He is a 
son of the late General Van Alen of New 
York city, who made a large fortune in 
real estate and who left $4,000,000 to James 
J. Van Alen. The young man was edu- 
cated at Oxford and he spent many years 
of his life abroad. He had a home there, 
and was more or less prominent in hunt- 
ing. 

Fie built a magnificent Tudor house on 
Ochre Point, Newport, which he called 
Wakehurst. For 15 years he never spent 
awinterin this country. Until 189 his 
name never appeared upon the voting lists 
at Newport. Twenty yearsago he married 
the eldest daughter of the late William 
Astor. She died six years afterward. 
He has three children, who are being edu- 
cated abroad. 

The senate confirmed his appointment 
Oct. 20, 1593, but so earnest and universal 
had the popular resentment become that 
on Nov. 20 Mr. Van Alen sent his declina- 
tion to the president. 

Mr. Van Alen bears a very strong re- 
semblance to the Prince of Wales. By 
many he has been styled the American 
Prince of Wales. He is rather tall, has a 
stout figure, has light brown hair, beard 
and mustache. He follows English fash- 
ions in everything. 

Patriotism the Keynote. 

Bostor, Oct. 23.— “Patriotism,” “Fra- 
ternity” and “Good Citizenship” were the 
themes which aroused enthusiasm in Music 
hall last night on the occasion of the ban- 
quet of the state council of the Knights of 
Columbus.

PRESIDENT'S DAY. 
Nation’s Chief Executive Recelves a Warm 
Welcome From Southerners. 


ATLANTA, Oct. 23.—For the present at 
least the seat of the government of the 
United States may be sald to have been 
transferred to Atlanta, for the city harbors 
the president, the vice president and six 
members of his cabinet, not to mention 
Governors Coffin of Connecticut, O’Fer- 
rallof Virginia, Stone of Mississippi. and 
a long list of other dignitaries of official- 
dom. 

At 4:15 yesterday afternoon the presi- 
dent’s special rolled into the Union depus. 
Ten thousand people had assembledin e 
vicinity of the station. The roofs, win- 
dows, awnings, telegraph poles and every 
point of vantage inthe neighborhood had 
been utilized by eager onlookers. The 
special was stopped outside the depot, how- 
ever, the party disembarked and the drive 
to the Hotel Aragon begun before the ex- 
pectant thousands realized that the visi- 
tors had reached the city. 

Nevertheless, as the president’s carriage, 
drawn by four white horses, dashed around 
the corner of the station, the crowd recog- 
nized the president, and a mighty cheer 
went up, which grew and develcped into 
a roar as the line of carriages sped rapidly 
through the mass of enthusiastic human- 
ity. Mr. Cleveland bowed in response to 
the continuous ovation he received all the 
way to his hotel. Secretary Carlisle, who, 
with Mrs. Carlisle, rode in the second car- 
riage, was cheered frequently, and Secre- 
tary of the Interior Smith was given a 
hearty reception. 

At the Aragon the party was made 
comfortable until 8:30 p.m. At that hour 
the ladies were escorted to the Grand Opera 
house, where they were the guests of Mrs. 
Hoke Smith at a box party to ses Rice's 
1492.” 

At9p. m. the president and his cabinet 
officers sat down to a banquet given by 
Mayor King. Covers were laid for 80. 

The city is crowded with visitors. This 
morning at 11 o’clock the president was 
driven to the exposition grounds, where 
he reviewed the military, delivered a briel 
address, held a public reception and made 
e tour of the buildings. 


Utah’s Political Wrangle. 

SALT LAKE City, Oct. 23. — At the 
Democratic state convention last night the 
committee on address presented a very 
lengthy report, the larger part of which 
was a review of the religion and politics oi 
the people of Utah. It notes that for 
many years there complete union of churoh 
and state, and gives an account of the 
struggle between the Mormon and Libera! 
parties. The history of the parties during 
the past three years, with the relation of 
the church to the state, is brought up te 
the time of recent priesthood meeting 
While no charge is made against the 
church itself, an open charge is made that 
some individuals in the Mormon church 
are using church Influence to further their 
cause of the Republican party, and that 
such influence resulted in the election of s 
Republican ticket at the last election. 


The Unitarians. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 28.—The feature o! 
yesterday afternoon's session of the Uni- 
tarian council was an address by Rev 
John Cuckson of Boston. He discussed 
the position of the church in general, as 
related to the vast multitudes of men and 
women dwelling in the great centers oi 
population. He pictures the outlook as 
not encouraging, and held that there is 
growing upin every social grade a dis 
regard and indifference to church ordi- 
nances. He discussed at length the grow- 
ing religious discontent, and said it was 
due largely to arrested spiritual develop- 
ment in the home, where religion had 
ceased to be a subject of domestic culture.

Permit me an explanation of E, M.| rhe City Campaign Follows Close 


McPherson’s letter in your issue of yester- 
day.

Court adjourned at 11 Pp. M. to meet at 9 
4. M. Friday morning. Members volun- 
tarily came to me and said they had sus- 
tained the appea] against the sentence 
and appointed a committee to modify the 
same. 

After meeting for a time Friday morn- 
ing, the parties were called in. We were 
told that the above was their decision, but 
before they finally closed the case they 
deemed it best to call us in. One member 
spoke as desiring the matter forever set- 
tled, and to obtain this, wished all papers 
withdrawn, also civil suit. One of my 
counsel said suit might be withdrawn if 
expenses were paid. This was offset, 
because if such agreement were made a big 
bill might be presented. My counsel and 
myself were then allowed to retire to con- 
sult on this matter. We did so, retarned, 
and gave answer, 

Afterwards as our main point was gained 
I withdrew a complaint and petition at the 
suggestionof members of the court. All 
papers withdrawn were withdrawn at the 
request of the court, and no offer to do so 
was hinted at by myself or counsel. What 
did we appeal against? The decision of 
Boston presbytery suspending me for four 
months on lith September last. What 
did the synod remove ? The. decision of 
Boston presbytery. 

This plain logic might not suit, however, 
people who don’t know when they are 
beaten. E. M. McPherson has been op- 
posing me all through this basiness because 
very much involved in it. His son is 
attorney for the Presbyterian church 
trustees in the civil suit. It is apparently 
a McPherson & Co. business. 

In spite of tbe supposed honorable 
agreement I received a letver yesterday 
morping from his son saying, ‘the de- 
fendant will require its costs.” We 
sincerely sympathize with this concern 
since its vision of glory has been dimmed 
and its prospects of money are far removed.

Upon the State Election. 


The State election will take place Nov. 
5,@ week from next Tuesday, and the 
same week, probably, it will be necessary 
to place in nomination, particularly in 
Ward One where the Australian ballot 
will again be used by the Republicans, 
candidates for Ward Councilmen, delegates 
to Mayoralty convention, and ward com- 
mittees. All certificates of nominations 
must be filed November 20, the second 
Wednesday preceding election. 

But two names are mentioned among 
Democrats, Hon. William A. Hodges, the 
present Mayor, and Councilman C, F, 
Adams. It is generally thought that the 
former can have the nomination if he 
wants t, but it is possible that there may 
be a contest if he does not withdraw, ~ 

Among Republicans the same names are 
mentioned as last year, with the addition 
of Representative Chas. L. Hammond who 
compleies this year a three years’ service in 
the House and is not a candidate for re- 
election. lt is the first time for many 
years thata Quincy man has served for 
three years, and this fact togeiher with his 
well-known ability to get votes Jeads 
his friends to urge strenucusly bis nomin- 
ation for the Mayoralty. At tbe last State 
election he had but five less votes than 
Governor Greenhalge. As a candidate for 
Councilman a’ large and Representative he 
has always been handsomely elected. 

But there seems no good reason to many 
why Stephen O. Moxon should not be re- 
nominated. He made an excellent run 
last year, reducing the Democratic ma- 
jority of 361 in 1893 to 28. The little ward 
of Atlantic, which is often Democratic, 
gave Mr. Moxon a majority of 117 and 
promises to change enough votes to elect 
their man this year if the other wards will 
stand by. Mr. Moxon’s executive ability 
has been demonstrated the past year in the 
successful mapvagement of the Atlantic 
Fourth of July celebration and the Quincy 
Hospital festival, and his experierce in 
city affairs makes him an available candi- 
date. In favor of his renomination his 
friends point to the fact that Mr. Hodges 
was defeated several times before he was 
elected. 

City Auditor Hall and President Bass of 
the City Council complete the list of promi- 
bent candidates, but ex-Senator Merrill, 
ex-Representative Graham, and Charles A. 
Howland are suggested. 

When John O. Hall seconded so heartily 
at the last Mayoralty convention, the 
nomination of Mr. Moxon, many said he 
ought to be the next candidate. No more 
able a gentleman could be elected as 
executive of our city. The finances are 
the most important matter in our govern- 
ment, and no one in the city is better 
posted on the needs in this department 
than City Auditor Hall, who has filled the 
position since the inauguration of our city 
government. Mr. Hal! is sound ow all 
questions of good government, a taxpayer 
and representative citizen, and would 
honor the position. 

Genial Mr. Bass is as popular as ever, In 
fact it is said he never makes enemies, and 
his reelections as Councilman and to the 
office of President seem to prove it. His 
record is all right, and he would poll a big 
vote. 

Now some say Representative Flint is an 
A. P. A. because his name was mentioned 
in the Standard. Mr. Flint’s record in the 
House for two years speaks better than 
rumors. 

In complimenting District-Attorney 
Harris with «a double nomination and a 
clear field the citizens of Norfolk and 
Plymouth county of both politica! parties, 
Democrats and Republicans alike, show to 
the State that in this section rea! merit is 
appreciated and rewarded. Mr. “Harris 
feels justly pleased, but he won the esteem 
of the people by conscientious work and 
has a right to feel proud at the way they 
bave shown their appreciation. His action 
in the railroad riot case won him supporters 
in both parties.— Brockton Enterprise.

A TRIFLING SUBJECT 


Gave England the Opportunity to 
Start the Venezuelan Row, 


It Has No Resemblance to 
the Corinto Affair. 


Question as to Jurisdiction Over Yuruan the 
Main Point at Issue. 


WASHINGTON, Oct, 23.—Some of the lat- 
est reports from London cause comment 
and criticism among diplomatic circles 
here. One of these statements attributes 
to Ambassador Bayard the declara- 
tion that the Yuruan incident is in- 
dependent of the boundary question, and 
that the United States can take no part in 
the former incident. It is pointed out 
here that the two questions are inseparably 
connected. The Yuruan incident is based 
on acilaimthat the Venezuelans arrested 
Sergeant Beherns of the British con- 
stabulary on British soil, and that this 
indignity must be repaired. The Ven- 
ezuelans claim that it occurred on Ven- 
ezuelan soil. 

The gravity of the case depends on 
ownership of the territory where the trou- 
ble took place. It is, therefore, considered 
to involve the entire territorial question, 
although it is a specific incident arising in 
the disputed territory. In Venezuela's 
auswer to the first demand for reparation 
on this incident, Minister Rojas said that 
the reparation was refused because it 
would be a surrender of all the claims 
Venezuela ever had f fade. 

As it becomes more and more evident 
that the British government is disposed to 
make it appear that the Yuruan incident 
is parallel to the Corinto affair, and may, 
therefore, be 

Treated In the Same Fashion 
without leading to the intervention of 
the United States, officials here are point- 
ing out essential points of difference in the 
two incidents, and Mr. Bayard will doubt- 
less be instructed to emphasize these in 
his further representations on the subject 
to the British foreign office, 

In the first case Great Britain demanded 
and obtained an indemnity from Nicaragua 
on the ground that her national honor had 
been outraged by the summary expulsion 
of her representative, although the latter 
was only a humble consular agent. The 
United States consented to stand aloof on 
this occasion on the theory that a nation 
had a right to redress an insult, 

Butin the Yuruan affair it cannot be 
maintained for an instant that the British 
government has a right to demand re- 
dress for the arrest of its officials, unless 
it shall be first established that they were 
within British territory, and thus the 
whole issue is raised as a preliminary. 

If these British officers were in British 
territory, then Venezuela must apologize 
and make any other reasonable reparation, 
but before she can rightfully be expected 
to do this, that fact must be shown, and 
nothing but an agreement, amicable or 
enforced, upon the exact location of the 
boundary line can settle this point, 

Therefore, the attempt to shift the issue, 
involving as it does a prejudgment of the 
rights of Great Britain to territory claimed 
by Venezuela, is not likely to secure the 
countenance of our state department.

Dr. Graham Tells ef Conversation Between 
Himself and Durrant 

San FRANCcIsCo, Oct. 23.—At the open- 
ing of court yesterday, the defense in the 
trial of Theodore Durrant announced that 
it had finished its case, and the taking of 
testimony in rebuttal was at one begun 
by the prosecution. The testimony was 
the most important given during the trial, 
as it conflicted with several vital state- 
ments made by Durrant while he was on 
the stand. 

The testimony of Dr. G. F. Graham, for 
instance, is considered by many to sweep 
away Durrant’s entire defense. Graham, 
who is a medical student and an intimate 
friend of Durrant, told of a sensational 
interview that took place between him- 
self and the prisoner at the county jail on 
April 20. Dr. Graham said that Durrant 
asked him if he would let him see his 
notes of Dr. Cheney’s lecture, in order 
that he might compare them with his own. 

Graham demurred at first, after which 
he said Durrant stated frankly to him 
that he had no notes of the lecture. He 
said Durrant told him if he had the notes 
of the lecture he could easily establish a 
strong alibi for himself, and urged him te 
leave the notes with Mrs. Durrant in ordet 
that she might bring them to him at the 
prison. Dr. Graham said he refused the 
request, and never afterward visited Dur- 
rant at the prison. 

Dr. Graham's story was not shaken in 
any particular on _ cross-examination. 
While he was testifying, Durrant gave no 
sign to indicate that he considered the 
testimony of any importance. Dr. Graham 
will be recalled for further cross-examina 
tion.

Provisions Governing the Contest 
Given Out by Cup Committee.

Time Is Cut Down by Half 
an Hour. 


Crowding the Course. 


New York, Oct. 23.—The proposed con- 
ditions for the international races next 
summer between the yacht Distant Shore 
and the American boat for the America’s 
cup, which were mailed to Percy Thellus- 
son, through whom Charles D. Rose, the 
owner of the Distant Shore, has challenged, 
read as follows: 

“We have the honor to inform you of 
the acceptance by the New York Yacht 
club of the challenge from the Royal Vic 
toria Yacht club sent by you, in the name 
of Charles D. Rose. In compliance 
with your request, we submit the follow- 
ing proposals for the conditions of the 
match, and at the same time we hope you 
will feel quite at liberty to make any sug- 
gestions, which we will be very glad to 


pe 


sonsider.”’ 
The letter states that the match is to be 
decided by the best three out of five races; 


+} the starting line and compass bearings to 


be announce( as early as possible; in every 
case the course from the starting to be laid 
to windward, if possible from Sandy Hook 
lightship. The courses shall be 80 nauti- 
cal miles in length. The rules regarding 
signals are then given. 

Unless changed by agreement, one day 
shall intervene between each racing day, 
not counting Sundays. An unfinished 
race of one kind shall be repeated until 
finished. In case a serious accident occurs 
to either vessel prior to the preparatory 
signal, she shall have sufficient time tc 
effect repairs before being required ta 
start, or if such accident occurs during a 
race, before being required to start in the 
next race. 


Half an Hour Clipped Off. 


If in any race neither yacht goes over. the 
course within 5'¢ hours, inclusive of the 
time allowances, such race shall not 
count, and must be resailed. The chal- 
lenger shall be informed at least one week 
before the first race what vessel is to de- 
fend the cup. The system of measure- 
ment, time of allowance and racing rules 
of the New York Yacht club to govern the 
Taces, except as hereinafter modified. 

Each vessel shall have on board during 
races a representative named by her com- 
petitor. Manual power only shall be used 
for working the competing vessels, 

The competing yachts shall be measured 
with all of the weights, dead andalive, : : 
board, which they intend to carry duri) ; 
arace, but shall not have.on board mo:e 
persons, all told, during any race, than 
one for every two feet of racing length or 
fraction thereof. 

There is also a provision for postpone- 
ment, if, in the opinion of the regatta 
committee, the space around the starting 
line is not sufficiently clear. 

The conditions are practically the same | 
as those laid out for the Defender-Val- | 
kvrie race. and are, of course. swhiect. to 


the approval and suggestions of Mr. Rose 


and the Royal Victoria Yacht club. 
Contest to Begin In July. 


The letter says, in conclusion: 

“We would suggest for the date of the 
first race July 23, which will be 10 months 
from the receipt of the challenge by cable. 
In case, however, you desire, we will fix 
upon a later date. 

“As youare probably aware, 90 feet is 
the limitof L. W. L. length for single 
masted vessels, and as the length named 
by youisso near this, we would suggest 
that the only restriction be that neitber 
vessel exceed this length. 

“You will observe that we have made 
the time limit 544 hours, instead of 6, as 
in the last two contests; we have for some 
time past considered that the speed of 
modern racing yachts rendered such a 
thing imperative. 

“We take this opportunity to express 
our appreciation of the spirit of the chal- 
lenge and of the confidence which Mr. 
Rose has so courteously shown injour com- 
mittee. We shall look forward to a most 
interesting contest, and, meanwhile, we 
hope that Mr. Rose will consider that any 
services we can render him will be a great 
pleasure to us.” 

The letter stating the conditions is 
signed by ex-Commodore James D. Smith, 
chairman, and A. Cass Canfield, secretary, 
on behalf of the America’s cup committee.

PROUD OF DEMOCRACY 


Senator Hill Says It Represents All 
That Ls Good In Politics, 


Defends His Party’s Work at 
the Nation’s Capital. 


Explains to New York Audience What Is Meant 
by Personal Liberty. 


New York, Oct. 24.—David B. Hill ad- 
dressed 8000 people last evening at Cooper 
Union. The occasion was the first masa 
meeting of the campaign beld under the 
auspices of the Democratic state commit- 
tee. 

Senator Hill, among other things, said 
that Warner Miller, who opened the cam- 
paign in this city last week, felt con- 
strained to declare that he alone, and not 
his party, was responsible for the senti- 
ments which he should express. This was 
& most remarkable statement. The Re- 
publican situation this fall must be most 
peculiar and complicated to warrant so 
unprecedented a declaration. 

“Had the gentleman confined his speech 
to the excise question,’’ said Mr. Hill, “I 
could then appreciate the motive and pur- 
pose of his disclaimer. The truth is that 
Mr. Miller's disinclination to represent 
his party's principles can be accounted 
for upon the theory that in many respects 
his party is absolutely without fixed 
principles. Of late years it has drifted 
from one position to another, resorting 
first to one expedient and then to a differ- 
ent one, bowing to every passing breeze of 
public opinion, making ‘combines’ with 
every ‘ism’ that presents itself. 

Democratic Principles. 

“The principles of the Democratic party 
are so plain and explicit that they do not 
need to be avoided. My party’s principles 
are my own, andin their presentation on 
this occasion I shall assume that I speak 
by its authority as well as in its behalf. I 
have no apologies to make for thera—I de- 
fend those principles because I believe in 
them. Ishould be ashamed to belong to 
&@ party whose evasive or complicated prin- 
ciples mean one thing in Herkimer county 
and another thing in New York—one 
thing in Maine and another thing in 
Texas.” 

Mr. Hill than took up the tariff ques- 
tion, and argued at length in favor of the 
bill which went into effect on Ang. 28, 1894. 
He claimed that sufficient time had not 
elapsed to determine accurately whether 
its reductions were all wise or justifiable, 
but he believed thatin the end it will be 
proved that they were not unreasonable. 
No new tariff law, he said, can demon- 
strate its capacity within a single year’s 
trial. 

“The difficulty is,” continued Mr. Hill, 
“that the country has not yet recovered 
from the effects of the terrible panic of 
1893, caused by the Republican Sherman 
silver act of 1890, passed by Republicans 
over the vote of every Democrat in con- 
gress. This fact, however, cannot escape 
observation, and that is that the moment 
the McKinley law was repealed, and the 
new tariff law enacted—to wit, on Aug. 
28, 1894—the times began to improve, and 
have continued improving ever since— 
slowly, it may be, but surely, safely and 
satisfactorily. 

Repealed Obnoxious Laws. 

“The national Democratic administra- 
tion, when it came into power, found a 
statute which had been enacted by its op- 
ponents, known as the Sherman silver 
law, which was fast dragging the country 
into financial ruin. That law was He- 
publican in its inception, in its enactment, 
and in its enforcement. The president 
called an extra session of congress to se- 
cure its repeal, and, after a long and 
weary struggle, # Democratic congress 
wiped it out, and it no longer exists. The 
law ceased, but its mischief remains, be- 
cause there has been issued under its pro- 
visions $150,000,000 of legal tender paper 
money, with substantially no available 
assets with which to redeem it, and which 
today is disturbing the treasury and em- 
barrassing its operations. 

“The national Democratic administra- 
tion is giving to the country a well-ad- 
ministered government. The various de- 
partments are being honestly, economi- 
cally and wisely conducted. No scandals 
have disgraced them; no irregularities 
have occurred; no abuses of power have 
been tolerated; 
has characterized them. With honor, 
dignity and diligence they are discharging 
their duties as public trusts for the wel- 
fare of the whole people. 

“We promised the people that we would 
repeal the then existing federal election 
law which had been enacted by our op- 
ponents. With commendable promptness 
the Democratic congress repealed that 
odious law. 

The Excise Question. 

‘I come now to one of the principal 
issues involved in this campaign, and that 
is ‘personal liberty.’ Our opponents do 
not like the term. It annoys them, it 
worries them, it maddens them, it fright- 
ensthem. Without assuming to answer 
the arguments which I have in other 
places presented in its behalf, they have 
only resorted to vilification and personal 
abuse. 

“Some of the most zealous and indis- 
creet opponents have gone so far as to say 
that by the advocacy of ‘personal liberty’ 
I mean the privilege of officials to impose 
blackmail, the right to steal and the right 
tocommit crime. Ihave made no such 
argument, and urge no such contention. 

“Personal liberty means liberty regu- 
lated by law—reasonable law. As popu- 
larly interpreted, it stands for opposition 
to unnecessary restraint and vexatious in- 
terference with private affairs and to all 
species of obnoxious governmental super- 
vision of individual concerns. The prin- 
eiple which is implied in the term ‘per- 
sonal liberty’ is the bulwark ofa free state. 

“The Democratic party has always been 
the consistent champion of personal lib- 
erty. It will not change its attitude by 
reason of misrepresentations or the threats 
or the boasts of puritanism. 
personal liberty is one which has been 
made by our opponents—one which has 
been forced upon us in this campaign, and 
one which we cannot honorably avoid. 

“It was created by the efforts of a few 
fanatics in this city who sought to arbi- 
trarily, offensively and ignorantly enforce 
the existing excise law according to the 
most strict, technical and unfair condi- 
tions possible. Their proceedings have 
aroused a public sentiment in favor ofa 
revision of the existing excise laws, so far

Bears soon appeared, to the 
number of 30, and, together with eight 
walruses, were killed and added to the 
winter's provisions. The only mam who 
died of scurvy refused to eat bear’s meat. 
‘The winter was very tempestuous, and the 
Arctic bears prowled around the log 
cabins, and even looked in at the windows. 

The winter darkness ended on Feb. 28. 
Jackson and two others started north on 
March 10 with two ponies and two sledges. 
The temperature was sometimes 45° below 
zero. The ponies proved to be invaluable 
for clambering over hummocks in the ice. 
The country generally was ata height of 
2500 feet, and was covered with ice sheeta, 
which were interrupted along the coast by 
high basaltic cliffs, on which were found 
moases and Arctic flowers. 

The journey revealed many inaccuracies 
in the charts. The land was found on the 
Austria Sound coastline to be very dif- 
ferent than is shown by the maps of the 
Austrian expedition. Sea islands were 
found where the mainland was supposed 
to exist. The farthest point which was 
reached was lat. 81.20° N., where two boats 
were left for use later in the summer. 
Three depots were also established en 
route. 

Many geological specimens were taken 
which show that the formation of the 
land is mainly basaltic. 

A second journey began in April and 
ended in the middle of May. It was at- 
tended with stormy weather, and fre- 
quently the temperature was 30° below 
zero. Progress was difficult on account 
of the deep crevasses and the morasses of 
mud, 


The Armenian Reforms. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct. 24.—The grand 
vizier, Kiainil Pasha, has communicated 
to Shakir Pasha the scheme for reform to 
be introduced in the villayets of Erzroom, 
Bitlis, Van, Sivas, Mamuretulaziz and Di- 
arbekir. The high commissioner has been 
instructed to maintain a scrupulous watch 
over the execution of the reforms and to 
report the results by letter to Constantino- 
ple. Disturbances of a serious nature are 
teported from Kerasun, The Turks at- 
tacked the Armenians inhabiting the vil- 
lage of Senlus, in the district of Mudania. 
Twenty-four persons were killed on both 
sides.

CORPORATIONS’ ENEMY. 


Ex-Senator Van Wyck, a Notable Character, 
Dies at Washington. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 25. — Ex-United 
States Senator Charles H, Van Wyck of 
Nebraska died at 4:30 o'clock yesterday 
afternoon in his apartments at the Port- 
land flats. He wasstricken with apoplexy 
Monday afternoon. Wednesday night he 
grew steadily worse, and since then his 
death has been momentarily expected. At 
his bedside were Mrs. Van Wyck; a daugh- 
ter, Miss Fannie, and-his wife's brother 
Mark Broadhead. 

Charles Henry Van Wyck was born at 
Poughkeepsie, N. Y., May 10, 1824. He 
graduated at Rutgers in 1843, and soon 
afterward entered upon the profession of 
law. From 1850 to 1858 he was district at- 
torney of Sullivan county, N. Y¥. He 
served in the lower house of congress two 
terms, from 1859 to 1863, as a Republican. 

Before the close of his last term in the 
house, he was chosen colonel of the Tenth 
legion, “or Fifty-sixth regiment, of New 
York volunteers. 
and served with General McClellan in the 
peninsula campaign. Iu 
breveted brigadier general. 

After the war he returned to the practice 
of his profession, was again elected to con- 
gress in 1867 and again served two terms 
In 1874 he removed from New York to 
Nebraska and engaged in farming. But 
he soon drifted back into politics, and in 
1876 was a member of the constitutional 
convention. He was then elected to the 
state senate, where he served until 1880, 
when he was elected to the United States 
senate. He retired from the senate in 1887 
and returned to Nebraska, where he was 
subsequently twice a candidate for re- 
election, without success, 

Mr. Van Wyck, although a very rich 
man, was an implacable foe of corpora- 
tions. He wasa great lover of antiques, 
and during his residence here he haunted 
the auction rooms. In many things he was 
regarded as eccentric, 

Mr. Van Wyck married a daughter of 
General Broadhead of Pennsylvania. Mr. 
Van Wyck had been in poor health for 
several years. About two years ago he 
suffered a stroke of paralysis. His widow 
and a daughter survive him.

A Specimen Case, 

I have for months kept a ‘Turkish guard 
to protect an American professor in a 
missionary college against threatened as- 
sassination by emissaries of the secret so- 
cieties. They cannot understand and re- 
sent my observance of ou? established 
policy of non-intervention here. 

I have never failed to rescue from prison 
every Armenian when arrested who bore 
an American passport. Among them were 
known revolutionists, To expose the 
assassins of reputation has become a duty.

| of its country’s minister at a distant court

THE VENEZUELAN ROW. 


Text of the First Demand Which Was Promul- 
gated bv Great Britain. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 26.—So far as can be 
learned, there are no fresh developments 
in the Venezuelan affair, and apparently 
none is expected for a few days. Itis 


said that the present unpublished British 
demands on Venezuela is a reiteration of 
a former demand, but couched in consid- 
erably stronger language. In view of the 
assertion that the question involved is one 
of reparation for wrongs done a British 
official, and does not involve the territorial 
question, publication is authorized of the 
first demand made by Great Britain. Its 
text is: 
InPERIAL GERMAN LEGATION, | 
Caracas, Noy. 12, 1894. ' 
Benor P. Esquiel Rojas, Minister of Foreign 
Relations: 

In pursuance of a telegraphic communica- 
tion from my government, I have had the 
honor, in the capacity of charge of British in- 
terests in Venezuela, to protest, in the name of 
the cabinet of Great Britain, against a viola 
tion of the frontier of British Guiana, perpe 
trated by Venezuelan soldiers on the Cuyunt 
river, and to ask that an order of prohibition 
be issued to the Venezuelan soldiers against 
crossing that river, also against their cutting 
timber on the right bank of the river. I have 
the honor to request your excellency to bring 
this communication before a cotncil of min- 
isters at your earliest possible convenience, 
and, asa solution of the vexatious question is 
desired by the parties interested, I hope to re- 
ceive the reply of your excellency at an early 
moment. BODMAN. 

The protest was sent through the Ger- 
man minister, Baron Bodman, as the 
British have discontinued diplomatic re- 
lations with Venezuela. 

The text of the Venezuelan answer, also 
made public, shows that the demand was 
rejected on the express ground that in- 
structions to Venezuelan soldiers not to 
cross the Cuyuni river would be a sur- 
render of the entire territorial question 
continually urged by Venezuela.

LIQUOR LAWS DEFIED. 


Brockton Pastor Arraigns Authorities 
For Alleged Indifference, 


Certain Dealers Said to Pay 
Cash For Protection. 


Clubrooms Get a Timely Tip When Raids Are 
Contemplated. 


BROCKTON, Mass., Oct. 28.—Rev. F. A. 
Wartield delivered an address at the City 
theater last evening, at the invitation of 
prominent citizens, upon the non-enforce- 
ment of the liquor law. The speaker 
claimed that Brockton was no longer a 
dry town. Last January and February 20 
search warrants were sworn out, one 
against a well-known clubroom, while 
during the two months eight clubrooms 
were raided and some of the managers 
convicted. He came to the conclusion 
that the law was not enforced because of 
the indifference of the authorities. 

He showed that the police were charged 
to enforce the law, and quoted from the 
records to show that in the earlier months 
of the present year places in the Bush 
were repeatedly raided, while other sec- 
tions of the town received comparative im- 
munity. He declared that the illegal 
liquor dealers made a statement that they 
had paid $50 a nonth for protection. The 
speaker said that dealers expected protec- 
tion. 

He said he was amazed that orders were 
issued simply telling the managers of the 
clubs that they must stop business. He 
said thatit was known when the liquor 
squad were sent to tell the managers of 
certain clubs that they must close. He 
wanted to know why clubrooms were 
notified, while poor widows were not. 

Going into details, Mr. Warfield re- 
viewed the development of the no-license 
sentiment in this city. He cited the dec- 
laration of Mayor Whipple in his last in- 
augural, to the effect that the liquor law 
would be 

Fearlessly and Impartially Enforced. 
The existing state of non-enforcement of 
the law he attributed to the indifference 
of the authorities. 

Rey. Mr. Warfield said that during the 
first three months of this year 82 search 
warrants were issued, only three of which 
were for parties on Main street. Twenty- 
eight of the warrants were for dwellings, 
and the others were for a stable and sture- 
rooms. The fact that the houses raided 
were in the section called the ‘‘Bush’’ was 
cited in argument that there had been one 
law for that section and another for 
Main street. 

Rey. Mr. Warfield said that a former 
notorious liquor dealer made the state- 
ment not long ago that he had paid dur- 
ing this year $50 a month for protection. 
He had not been disturbed until recently, 
and then an official used his position 

To Secure His Relense 
from a sentence which was imposed upon 
his conviction. 

When an expressman on one occasion 
was delivering goods to this man, a public 
officer was pussing and the expressman 
noticed the fact. The man said that it 
was all right, for he was paying $50 a 
month for protection. These instances, 
said the speaker, were but samples of 
many which might be cited and can be 
proved. 

Another significant fact alleged by Rev. 
Mr. Warfield is that the keepers of certain 
clubrooms have been unmolested until 
public sentiment was aroused, and then 
police officers were sent to notify them 
that they must stop selling liquor. 

He said that the names of clubs which 
had been notified to stop their traffic are 
known, and also the names of the persons 
by whom the notices were sent. No offi- 
cers were sent to notify the kitchen bar- 
rooms on Grove street. No courage was 
required to arrest the Irish women who 
kept them, and that might be the fearless 
enforcement spoken of by the mayor. 


May Be a Murder. 

BANGOR, Me., Oct. 28.—At Madawaska, 
aman named Langdon had a quarrel with 
William Hammond. Hammond picked 
up a club and struck Langdon a terrible 
blow on the head. Blood gushed from the 
injured man's nose and ears, and he lay 
insensible fur a long time. Hammond 
was arrested und bound over for his ap- 
pearance at the next term of the supreme 
judicial court to be heldin Caribou. Lang- 
don is likely to die from his injuries, 


A Crazy Man’s End. 

PORTLAND, Me., Oct. 28.—Daniel Wiley 
of Gorham was found wandering about 
the streets of this city in an insane condi- 
tion. The man, who is 55 years old and 
unmarried, was sent to the almshouse and 
confined in a cell. Yesterday morning 
the attendants found Wiley hanging in 
his cell by his drawers. He had over $1600 
on his person at the time of his death. 


Faithful Dog Guarded Body. 

SPRINGFIELD, Mass., Oct. 28.—Leroy 
Nelligan, of Ludlow, aged 15, went hunt- 
ing Friday witha gun and dog. As he 
did not return, searching parties were or- 
ganized, and on Saturday the boy was 
found half a mile from his home dead. 
One side of his head was blown off and the 
face scorched with powder. His dog had 
remained by him all night. 


Receiver Asked For. 

Augusta, Me., Oct. 28.—A bill in equity 
pgainst the Maine Mutual Life Insurance 
sompany of Biddeford has been filed in the 
supreme court of York county, asking for 
an injunction against the company and 
the appointment of a receiver, The Maine 
Mutual is an assessment company. Its 
outstanding liabilities are said to be far in 
excess of its assets. 

To Start an Agitation. 

HAVERHILL, Mass., Oct. 28.—A great 
pass meeting was held in city hall yeater- 


day to start an agitation to protest against 
the lynching outrages at the south. 
Mayor Jewett presided. District Attorney 
Moody presented a set of resolutions de- 
nouncing the outrages and calling for the 
agitation fora protest and action on the 
part of congress.

THE PITZEL MURDERS|We are at the Old Stand, 


Furnish the Basis For the Trial of 
H, H. Holmes at Philadelphia, 


Case Will Be Pushed as 
Speedily as Possible. 


Witnesses From Various Parts of the Country 
Will Give Testimony. 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 28.—Herman Mud- 
get, better known by one of his numerous 
aliases, H. H. Holmes, was placed on trial 
at 10.30 o’clock this morning in the new 
city hall. 

The specific charge to which he is called 
upon to answer is the murder of Benjamin 
E. Pitzel, and he has already officially 
declared himself not guilty. The revolt- 
ing details of the many crimes with which 
Holmes’ name has been directly or indi- 
rectly connected have been given such pub- 
licity, and the cold, implacable demeanor 
which has characterized the man through- 
out has been so frequently commented 
upon, that the trial will probably pass 
into history as the most celebrated case 
known to the criminal annals of the 
western hemisphere. The commonwealth 
has already expended thousands of dol- 
lars in its efforts to bring the prisoner to 
summary justice, and there is an indica- 
tion that, should a conviction for murder 
in the first degree be obtained, he will be 
“railroaded” to the gallows. 

Witnesses have been brought to this city 
from Boston, Chicago, Indianapolis, Irv- 
ington, Ind., and almost every city where 
Holmes is known to have lived at various 
times. What revelations these witnesses 
will make have been kept a profound secret 
by the prosecuting officers, but there are 
expectations of sensational developments. 
Detective Geyer, who has been for months 
traveling extensively throughout the 
country in search of evidence of Holmes’ 
guilt, will be one of the principal wit- 
nesses for the commonwealth. The skull 
and portions of the body of Pitzel, as 
well as the remains of the boy, Howard 
Pitzel, who is thought to have been mur- 
dered by Holmes in Minneapolis, will be 
exhibited during the course of the trial. 

Hurrying the Case Along. 

Judge Arnold is upon the bench, and he 
has already signified his intention of hold- 
ing three sessions a day—morning, after- 
noon and night—so long as the persons in- 
terested can stand the strain. The prose- 
cution is in the hands of District Attorney 
Graham and acorps of assistants, while 
the interests of the prisoner are guarded 
by Messrs. Shoemaker and Rolan, young 
members of the local bar. 

Consequent upon the widespread pub- 
licity given the case, It is feared that sev- 
eral days will be occupied in securing a 
jury of men who have not already formed 
decided opinions concerning the guilt or 
innocence of Holmes, 

It is impossible to learn, even approx- 
imately, the number of witnesses to be 
called on either side, but that there will 
be a goodly number is apparent from the 
precautions that will be taken to insure 
their entrance to the courtroom. An- 
nouncement has been made that only 
those who have business there will be ad- 
mitted, and an increased corps of court 
officers, augmented by a detail of reserve 
policemen, will enforce this order at the 
doors,

quested and received the resignation of 
Eiward Haywood, the chief bookkeeper 
of the bureau. 

These changes are the results of the dis- 
covery of alleged irregularities in the ac- 
counts of the bureau, which have been un- 
der investigation for some time. It is un- 
derstood that a report from the expert 
accountants conducting the investiga- 
tion to the department showed some 
thousands of dollars unaccounted for, 
the principal shortage being $9000. This 
sum, it is alleged, has been deposited by 
South American republics in support of 
the bureau of American republics. 

In semi-official circles it is said the chief 
trouble with the bureau of accounts, ac- 
cording tothe treasury accountants, has 
been the system of bookkeeping. This 
system has been in vogue for many years 
and had been inherited by Mr. Kieckhoefer 
from his predecessor. Another error is 
charged to the issue of the revised statutes, 
hundreds of which it is said have been dis- 
posed of and the money not accounted for. 

Another feature of the accountant’s re- 
port is said to be in regard to the passport 
fees, but the clerks of the accounts bureau 
say that they donot issue passports. They 
only receive the money for them after the 
payment has been made in another bureau.

ment, which, without doubt, must be the 
United States. He is convinced that the 
cost would be nearer §$150,000,000 than 
$100,000,000. The true source of labor, he 
thinks, will undoubtedly be the West 
Indies, negro labor being far superior to 
Chinese. 


Hot Politics From a Clergyman. 


DENVER, Oct. 28.—Rev. Myron W. Reed, 
at a Populist campaign meeting Saturday 
night, advised heroic methods for handling 
election frauds, In an impassioned speech, 
he urged that 200 men be armed on eleo- 
tion day to watch the polls, and whenever 
anyone was detected frauduently voting 
that he be shot down on the spot. He 
scored the people of today as lacking the 
spirit which the early settlers displayed in 
dealing with offenders of the law. After 
detailing his plan, he closed with the re- 
mark: ‘‘That’s the kind of a saint Iam.”

drowsy, gray old Spanish quarter of 
San Francisco, crowded in among the 
Mexican restaurants, stands a time 
stained, weather beaten, rambling stone 
building, with quaint square windows 
jutting into the street, winding, sunken 
stairways and obscure passages.

one sees her. On my first cal] she was 
ill in her room. Her daughter, Mrs. 
Rose Osborne Strong, received me. 

Mrs. Strong is a picturesque little 
woman with a foreign face, eyes like 
sloegs and the most wonderful black 
hair, 42 inches in length, growing very 
low on the forehead, parted and curling 
about the temples and ears in tantaliz- 
ing tendrils. She dresses in esthetic 
fashion, wearing loose flowing robes, 
unconfined at the waist. From the small 
ears SWing great golden loops. Theglit 
tering teeth flash a kindly smile of wel- 
come; the great dark eyes speak volumes 
of cheery hospitality. It is the face of a 
gypsy—a sibyl—and only requires a 
scarlet handkerchief bound about the 
dusky locks to make the illusion perfect. 

‘‘My mother has been so tortured,’’ 
she said, ‘‘by the false and ridiculous 
stories which have been published about 
her both in magazines and papers that 
Ivery much doubtif she sees you. How- 
ever, I will do all I can for you.’’ 

Four days later I knocked again at 
their door, and it was opened by Mrs. 
Stevenson herself. 

A Close Scrutiny. 

As Mrs. Strong was not in, I intro- 
duced myself and made known the ob- 
ject of my visit. Never before did I 
undergo such scrutiny. Mrs. Stevenson 
looked me through and through with 
deeply contemplative eyes. Suddenly a 
smile broke over her face and she gave 
me her hand. ‘‘Come in,’’ she said. ‘‘I 
had shut myself up, resolved to see no 
one, but I will talk to you.”’ 

The portraits of Mrs. Stevenson do 
not and cannot give any idea of the 
wonderful] charm and attraction of her 
face, which is an older and more seri- 
ous edition of her daughter’s. The gypsy 
—the sibyl—has grown a sphinx now. 
The deep, glowing, burning eyes are 
veiled and inserntable. Unspeakable sor- 
row looks out those windows, but cries 
not aloud. Not a woman to lay bare her 
soul to the public scalpel. One wonders 
incessantly what lies behind those eyes 
and one realizes that only those very 
near and dear could ever discover just 
the nature of this woman. The same 
hair as the daughter's, only short in the 
neck and silvyery—that fine touch of 
frost mingled with the hue of the 
raven’s plumage—the straight, Egyptian 
nose, the curved lips, the ghost of a 
dimple lingering in the pale checks, 
combine to render this face alluring 
and fascinating. And when Mrs. Ste- 
venson speaks, the soft rich, liquid voice, 
the perfect English—above all, the 
steady, penetrating glance of the mar- 
velous eyes—hold you in absolute thral- 
dom. 

Like Mrs. Strong, she wears a loose 
flowing gown—it is of richly brocaded 
black satin this morning—slightly open 
at the throat. There are no ornaments 
save therings of rare gems and fantastic 
designs with which the small brown 
hands are loaded. On one finger are 
three very curious tortoise shell rings 
given Mrs. Stevenson by Amaleiza, a 
very dear native woman friend.

‘‘Perhaps,’’ said the lady, rising, 


**you might like to see one of the mats 


which the natives brought to cover my 
husband as he lay on his bed after he 
died. They came in and knelt down 
and tenderly spread these mats over 
their ‘Tusitala,’ as they named him.” 

Mrs. Stevenson brought forward one 
of these rugs. It was as large as a bed 
cover, made of the bark of a tree and 
decorated with fringes and borders of 
tiny scarlet feathers. 

‘‘How did these people know that 
Mr. Stevenson wrote stories?’’ 

“Oh, they find out everything! They 
are very quick, very clever, very digni- 
fied and haughty. But they loved my 
husband aud mourned him sincerely. 
Nor did one of them find any fault with 
the manner of his death.’’ 

“What do you mean by that, Mrs. 
Stevenson?”’ 

“‘T understand,’’ she said, with sup- 
pressed emotion, but with an ominous 
glitter in her eyes, ‘‘that Mrs. Oliphant 
has written an article in which she says 
that she particularly objects to the dra- 
matic manner in which Mr. Stevenson 
died. I consider that’’—very slowly 
and coldly—‘‘very brutal of Mrs. Oli- 
phant. You can see how I have been 
tortured. Asif my husband could choose 
the manner of his death. 

The Great Romaucer’s Simplicity, 

‘*Mr. Stevenson,’’ she went on, ‘‘was 
as simple and childlike as possible. 
The least thing amused and interested 
him. He was like a boy. He was ten- 
der, sympathetic and charitable to a de- 
gree, never speaking an unkind word of 
auy ope. And he enjoyed life so much 
—loved it. He taught me how to live.”’ 

For one instant the brave voice fal- 
ters, the marvelous eyes suffuse with 
tears, but there is only a quick upward 
glance, as if seeking help; then the 
woman becomes the sphinx again. 

‘‘Mrs. Stevenson, do you believe’’— 

“T believe nothing,’’ she quickly in- 
terrupts me. ‘‘Do not ask me what I be- 
lieve, for Ido not know. I only know 
that everything, that everybody, is a 
miracle. Itis a miracle that you should 
sit there, a living, breathing creature, 
and look at mo, talk tome. We think 
and wonder and dream, but we know 
nothing.”’ 

“‘T was only going to ask you if you 
believed in the modern, the advanced, 
the ‘new woman.’ ’”’ 

“*Tell me first,’’ Mrs. Stevenson said, 
fixing her dark eyes more gravely upon 
me, ‘‘what do you mean by the modern, 
the advanced, the ‘new woman?’ ”’ 

“‘The person who wears bloomers, 
rolls a cigarette on the piazza of a hotel, 
swears, Wishes to vote and writes smart, 
brackish novels. ’’ 

A View of the New Woman. 

‘*My father used to say,’’ Mrs. Ste- 
venson thoughtfully replies, ‘‘that no 
one has a right to make himself hideous, 
But women may make themselves hid- 
eous, unwomanly and coarse, if they 
wish, so long as they do not make them- 
selves hideous, coarse and unwomanly 
in literature. What they may do in the 
streets, or, in fact, anywhere in public, 
I do not care. But when they offend me 
in literature, then I protest. Literature 
is food. It should be cleanly and whole- 
some. I am horrified at many of the 
novels written by the modern woman. 
My son has brought in from time to 
time an armful of these novels. I have 
taken them up and glanced over them, 
and I assure you I have been ashamed to 
think that I have read the little I have, 
caught here and there at random, in the 
room with my children. And I am not 
overparticular either. But when I eat I 
want food, nutritious and wholesome. 
I do not want garbage. Take that 
| novel,’’ mentioning one of the most fa- 
mous of the recently established school 
of stupidity and smut, ‘‘what purpose 
does it serve? It is notaromance. It 
teaches no philosophy. If it was intend- 
ed as a textbook for the hospital, it is a 
| failure. So it is neither fish, flesh nor 
fowl. It is purposeless. It makes noone 
happier or wiser or better. To what end 
| then? But understand, I make no com- 
| plaint against the new woman, save in 
the field of literature. She should be 
driven out from that unless shecan fur- 
nish pure romance, sound philosophy, 

healthful mental food.” 

The smail figure in the armchair ap- 
peared to dilate with indignation. And 
as she gave me her hand and bade me a 
kindly and gracious farewell I wondered 
if there were not another presence in

Which Followed. 


TrFFIN, O., Oct. 28—Lee Martin, a 
farmer, living a short distance from here, 
threatened to kill Ezra Smith, a neighbor. 
City Marshal Shultz and Policeman 
Sweeney went to his hause to arrest him 
late Wednesday afterhoon. Martin swore 
that he would never be taken alive. The 
officers tried to reason with him, but to no 
purpose. When Martin's attention was 
attracted for an instant by a noise out- 
side, the marshal sprang upon him and 
grasped the rifle. Martin, growing desper- 
ate, disengaged one hand and pulled his 
revolver, and fired three times, all the 
shots taking effect in the marshal’s body, 
killing him. Martin was subsequently ar- 
rested. 

This city isshocked over the attempt to 
lynch Martin early yesterday morning. 
Whisky had been indulged in until the 
mob were more like blood-thirsty wolves 
than human beings. 

The report was current that a crowd of 
farmers from Hopewell township were con- 
gregating and organizing on the outskirts 
of the town, and the attack was expected 
to be made by them. But instead it was 
done by fellows who had been circulating 
in the vicinity of the jail all Saturday 
evening, and the police made no effort to 
quiet them. 

Thus matters went on until about 1:15 
a.m. Six men gathered on the lawn 
about 50 feet from the jail, and in a mo- 
ment about 30 others joined them. Then 
a sharp whistle was heard, and out of an 
alley on the opposite side of the street 
rushed about 300 more, the leaders carry- 
ing arope and several sledge hammers, 
with which to accomplish their work. 

The Attack on the Jail. 

As the mob made the rush toward the 
jail, they emitted yells that were blood- 
curdling. A squad of policemen who had 
stationed themselves on the steps were 
whisked to one side. Officer Keiffer was 
struck on the head with a sledge and 
kicked brutally. He was carried home un- 
conscious, and is hovering between life 
and death. Officer Fisher was thrown 
against a brick wall and partially stunned, 
and Officer Hennessey was tumbled over 
in the grass and kept there by a ruffian 
who held a murderous looking club over 
him and threatened death if he did not 
lie still. The other officers were treated 
in the same way. 

The mob went direct to the side en- 
trance and commenced the onslaught on 
the door with their sledges. They made 
no demand for the keys. Michael 
Schmidutz then wielded the sledge. He 
was one of the drunken agitators who ap- 
peared early in the morning. The door 
was broken into splinters in a short time. 
With each blow the fury of the crowd in- 
creased. 

When the entrance was gained, there 
was a wild rush and the hall was filled 
with excited men. Sheriff Vannest and 
three men stood in the opposite end. He 
appealed to them to disperse, but the men 
only grew fiercer. The entrance to the 
corridor is first protected by a heavy sheet 
iron door. The lock was broken off with 
a few blows. 

Bullets Played Havoc. 

Then it was that the guards who were 
in that portion began to fire. At first 
they shot over the rioters’ heads. The 
guards say no shot was fired by them un- 
til the attacking party had fired through 
the grating first. Henry Mutschler, the 
first man killed, was the one who carried 
the rope. He was shot through the left 
temple, the ball coming out on the right 
side, and he died instantly. Then Chris 
Matz received a bullet through the heart. 
He was also picked up dead. 

This awful determination of the guards 
awed the would-be lynchers, and they left 
the place, cursing, and wilder than ever. 
Vic Vindone, a young Italian laborer, left 
with the intention of getting dynamite to 
blow up the building, but he did not again 
put in an appearance. While in the midst 
of the attack, Vindone rushed upon the 
daughter of the sheriff and threatened to 
kill her. Another fellow held a revolver 
close to the heart of Andrew Greer, a one- 
armed son-in-law of the sheriff, and pulled 
the trigger, but it missed fire, and the next 
instant the fist of Greer felled the would-be 
assassin to the floor. 

The sheriff's family were upstairs, and 
one of the mob seeing them at the head of 
the stairs, rushed viciously at them, but 
some one threw him headlong to the 
bottom. Between 3 and 4 o'clock yester- 
day morning, after the mob had moved 
farther down the street, Martin was 
handcuffed, taken through a side door 
and then to aside alley, where a carriage 
was in waiting. Police Captain Falkner 
and Officer Sweeney took him to San- 
dusky county. 

Sunday Scenes, 

Citizens viewed the scene of the tragedy 
yesterday by hundreds. Many people who 
called did not know the prisoner had been 
taken away, and at 10 o’clock a crowd 
numbering hundreds started to make an- 
other attack, but wiser counsel prevailed. 
Finally, to pacify them, one of their num- 
ber who knew the murderer was allowed 
to search the building. He did not find 
the prisoner and so informed the crowd, 
but they refused to believe him. Then 
company E of the Second regiment of mil- 
itia of this city was called out to guard 
the building. 

Yesterday afternoon the crowd again 
surrounded the place. They became so 
determined that a committee of six citi- 
zens again searched the building from 
cellar to garret. Among the party was 
Mayor Rex, and when they had finished the 
search he appeared on the front steps of 
the building, and, in behalf of the com- 
mittee, said the man could not be found. 
Captain Falkner, who had just returned 
from Sandusky county, spoke to the crowd 
also. They could not help but be satis- 
fled, and the greater part dispersed. 

In response to the governor's orders 
company I of the Sixteenth regiment, O. 
N. G., of 8 men; company D, Sixteenth 
regiment, with 45 men, and companies G 
and I of Kenton arrived early last evening 
and a strict guard will be kept for several 
days. Many wild threats to lynch the 
sheriff and to kill the guards were heard 
but it is believed there will be no serious 
trouble when the excitement has cooled 
down. 

Adjutant General Howe and Colonel J. 
A. Kurt came with the Kenton special, 
Over 200 guardsmen are here.

TRYING HIS OWN CASE 


Holmes’ Lawyers Withdraw and He 
Refuses to Accept New Ones, 


Opening Day of Trial Replete 
With Sensations. 


Jury Quickly Made Up and 
Pleads Not Guilty. 


the Prisoner 


PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 29.—Herman W. 
Mudgett, better known as H. H. Holmes, 
the self-confessed life insurance swin- 
dler and alleged multi-murderer, whose 
crimes have become a topic for general 
discussion during the past several months, 
Was placed on trial in the court of oyer 
and terminer on the charge of. having 
murdered Benjamin F. Pitzel. 

From the nature of the case, and the 
startling stories concerning it which have 
gained currency during the past year, 
sensational revelations wege naturally to 
be expected when he who has come to be 
regarded as the most skillful and auda- 
cious criminal of modern times was placed 
on trial for his life. Yet what did occur in 
court so far surpassed all expectations that 
the most vivid flights of imagination 
could scarcely have conceived the day’s 
events. 

Proiestations and entreaties for a con- 
tinuance of the trial summarily over- 
ruled; the sudden withdrawal of the law- 
yers who had hitherto represented the 
prisoner, in the face of threats of disbar- 
ment; the appointment by the court of 
new counsel and the refusal by the prisoner 
to accept them as his defenders; the de- 
clination of another lawyer to serve after 
being selected by Holmes, and, finally, the 
prisoner trying his own case, this, not 
to speak of sundry dramatic passages at 
arms between Holmes and the common- 
wealth’s prosecuting officer, is a summary 
of what oecurred. 

Details of Day's Proceedings. 

After the formalities in connection with 
the opening of the court had been con- 
cluded, Attorney Shoemaker, of counsel 
for the prisoner, in an address of some 
length, asked for a postponement of the 
case for 60 days. District Attorney Gra- 
ham strenuously opposed the motion, de- 
claring that if a continuance should be 
granted it would mean “the absolute de- 
struction of the commonwealth’s case.” 

Lawyer 5. P. Rotan, for the defense, 
pleaded for time in which he and his col- 
league could realize on Holmes’ assets and 
thus bring witnesses to Philadelphia who 
will not come unless their expenses are 
paid. The discovery of new testimony 
within the past four or five days which he 
wanted to investigate was a further plea 
of the attorney for a continuance. 

Judge Arnold overruled the motions for 
postponement in a very few words, and 
ordered the trial to goon. 

Just at this juncture a startling climax 
was reached, which resulted in the with- 
drawal of Lawyers Shoemaker and Rotan 
from the case, notwithstanding an injune- 
tion from the court that they would be 
open to disbarment by taking such a step 
“on the eve of a murder trial.”’ A still 
further sensation was created when 
Holmes refused to accept the services of 
Attorneys E. A. Schofield and J. R. Fahy, 
whom the court was about to appoint to 
defend him, and who,in fact, had taken 
seats in the chairs vacated by Shoemaker 
and Rotan. Schofield and Fahy also with- 
drew. Holmes himself pleaded to the 
court for a postponement, but the judge 
declared that the case must go on. ‘The 
trial was resumed, Holmes conducting his 
own defense. 

The work of securing a jury was then 
taken up, and Holmes examined the tales- 
men himself. The jury was completed at 
1:45 o'clock, and then a recess was taken 
until 3 o'clock. When the talesmen 
were being examined, Lawyer R. O. Moon 
appeared in court and had a whispered 
conference with the prisoner. At its con- 
clusion Mr. Moon stated to the court that 
he decliggd to enter into the case on short 
notice, and Judge Arnold excused him 
Holmes made another appeal to the court 
f@ a postponement until today, but the 
judge decided against him, and said that 
as he (Holmes) had discharged his lawyers 

He Must Defend Himee'f. 

When Holmes pleaded not guilty to the 
indictment he did so in a firm voice, which 
was in keeping with his calm demeanor 
throughout 

After the recess District Attorney Gra- 
ham spoke for one hour and twenty-five 
minutes, concluding at 4:40 o'clock. He 
then held a brief talk with the judge, and 
it was therefore decided to adjourn court 
until today. When this became known to 
Holmes, he arose in the dock and the last 
sensation of the day occurred. 

“May it please vour honor,” he began, 
his weak voice vibrating with the emotion 
which his wonderful self-control pre- 
vented from betraying in his face, *‘I am 
forced to ask that certain privil 
corded me in prison. They are not very 
extensive privileges. I must the dis 
trict attorney to allow me to have in my 
cell light, paper and writing materials, 
that I may be enabled to prepare my case. 
I shall also ask the privilege of sending or 
having sume one connected with the court 
sent to Fort Worth, Tex., for certain 
papers essential to me—how essential I 
did net know until I heard Mr. Graham's 
address this afternoon. Again, L ask that 
I be furnished with a list of the witnesses 
to be called by the commonwealth KA

attorney, emphatically. ‘I 
that to nobody.” 

Holmes then repeated his request for an 
interview with his wife.

The court was then adjourned, the jurors 
locked in their room3 ander careful guard, 
aud the mzn who is accused of being the 
greatest criminals of modern times wa 
conveyed back to prison to prepare t’ 
story which he hopes will save him fro 
the hangman's noose.

A NEW SENSATION 


Contributed to the Durrant Murder Case by a 
Letter to the Coroner. 

SAN FRANcISCO, Oct. 29.—The coronet 
yesterday received # letter, signed George 
Reynolds, saying the writer’s body would 
be found in the bay, and added that he 
had been employed by the attorneys of 
Theodore Durrant to manufacture testi- 
mony in the murder cases of Blanche 
Lamont and Minnie Williams. The letter 
says five other men were also employed by 
the defense to make false statements. The 
object was to convict Rev. J. G. Gibson of 
the murder of both girls. Each of the five 
was to swear to a part of a story which in 
its entirety would probably convict Gib- 
son. The letter is accompanied by a type- 
written statement which the letter says 
Reynolds was instructed by the defend- 
ant’s attorneys to swear to. The police 
are investigating the matter. 


Colored Folks Objected. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 29.—There came near 
being lynching affair about four miles 
from this city yesterday, on the way to- 
ward Falls Church, Va. Sadie Sherrier, 
the 12-year-old daughter of a wealthy Ger- 
man farmer, was surprised in a woods by 
Albert Hawkins, a Washington colored 
boy, 16 years of age. The girl’s cries at- 
tracted the attention of several of her 
schoolmates, and the negro escaped. He 
was subsequently captured and identified 
as the girl’s assailant, and a mob of white 
people threatened to lynch him. The 
colored people, arming themselves with 
shotguns, promised for a time to make 
things lively. Without any actual clash, 
however, the negro was taken into the 
woods, and is presumably on his way to 
the jail at Alexandria, 


Attributed to Armenians. 

CONSTANTINOPLE, Oct. 29.—It is offici- 
ally declared here that the Armenians 
provoked the Baiburt disturbances by 
firing upon the Mussulmans, and that 
many persons were killed and wounded on 
both sides before the gens d’armes sup- 
pressed the rioting. It is also officially 
stated that the Armenians unwarrantably 
attacked the Massulmans at Marash and 
Zeitoun, At the Turkish embassy here 
itis believed that all the recent disturb- 
ances in Armenia are the direct result of 
an organized conspiracy covering various 
parts of the country. 


No Need of Militia. 

TIFFIN, O., Oct. 29.—The indications 
point to a speedy termination of the trou- 
ble caused by the riot Sunday morning. 
It has been decided to withdraw the militia 
today. One of the largest crowds Tiffin 
has ever witnessed was here last night, be- 
ing drawn here partially by the Campbell 
meeting and partially by a desire to see 
the scenes of the recent mob violence and 
the militia on guard about the public 
buildings. 


Prompted by Despondency. 

GOUVERNEUR, N. Y¥., Oct. 29.—Dr. Car- 
penter, brother-in-law of ex-Governor 
Flower, and one of the wealthiest and 
most prominent citizens of this place, 
committed suicide yesterday. Dr. Car- 
penter had been very despondent on ac- 
count of sickness, and his killing of him- 
self was believed to have resulted entirely 
from this. 


A Family Affair. 

SHREVEPORT, La., Oct. 29.—A bloody 
riot occurred among a crowd of negroes in 
Bossier parish, in which two were killed 
and several injured. A negro implicated 
in the killing stated that he shot one of 
the negroes in defense. The cause of the 
trouble was a family row, which ended in 
a@ general riot, 
pistols were freely used. 


Invited to Boston. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 29.—The Merchants’ } 


association of Boston have invited Secre- 
tary Herbert to attend a banquet at Bos- 
ton on Nov. 15, and to deliver an address 
upon the subject of the enlargement of 
the Boston navy yard and the improve- 
ment of the harbor. The secretary took 
the invitation under consideration. 


Quarreled Over Lady Douglas. 

Los ANGELES, Oct. 29.—An injunction 
to restrain Lady Sholto Douglas from 
appearing on the stage of the Burbank 
theater with the Frawley company was 
issued yesterday. The injunction is the 
result of a quarrel between rival theatri- 
cal managers as to which should have 
Lady Douglas’ services. 


Sensational Divorce Suit. 

LONDON, Oct. 29.—An affidavit was filed 
in a divorce case yesterday, the suit of 
Woolston vy. Woolston, in which it was 
stated that Mrs. Woolston, the defendant, 
lived for a time under the protection of 
the Duke of Orleans, the pretender to the 
throne of France, on his house-boat and at 
the Savoy hotel.

The Democrats Holding All the 


Rallies This Year. 


The city election of December seems to 
over shadow the State election of next 
week, but this is because the Republicans 
feel confident of the success of their Whole 
ticket, Representatives and all. The 
Democrats concede all this except the 
sheriff and the representatives. The 
Democrats announce a second rally, but 
the Republicans will hold none this year. 
The majority in Quincy for Governor 
Greenhalge last year was 618 and Kepubii- 
cans see no cause for alarm, 

It is admitted by Republicans that Dr. 
Everett will receive some independent 
votes, but Messrs. Newcomb and Thompson 
are so much more popular among the wage 
earners that their gains will offset any the 
doctor makes, and with the large majority 
in their favor little or no anxiety is felt. 

Quincy Democrats are much provoked 
over tbe action of the State Central com- 
mittee, or rather the action of one of the 
vice presidents thereof, in sending Mr. 
McEttrick to speak here Wednesday night. 
Mr. Quincy’s method of conciliation does 
not commend itself to the majority of the 
voters, who also disapprove of bringing 
Boston municipal politics into a State 
campaign. Mr. Quincy’s mayoralty aspir- 
ations should not be helped by bringing 
men and methods to the fore that are uo- 
deniably repugnant to the better element 
in the party. Then again the action is dis- 
courteous to Mr. McNary, the regular 
nominee in the Congressional campaign, 
and if any gentleman should be invited to 
speak here, the choice should fall on bim. 
On the whole, it is a very aggravating cir- 
cumstance, and if the notice had not been 
given to the city committee at such a late 
hour, Mr. McE:trick would not be among 
the speakers Wednesday evening; and even 
now it is hoped he will be withdrawn. 

The warrants are out for the State elec 
tion and City Clerk Keith publishes the 
callin today’s paper. The polling places 
are the usual ones, and the polls will be 
open from 6 A. mw. to4 P.M. 

It is now announced that Mayor Hodges 
is not a candidate for renomination, but it 
bas not been verified by His Honor. It is 
a fact however that many Democrats are 
clamoring forthe nomination of Council- 
man Adams, 

Messrs. Bass, Hall and Hammond are 
not inclined to give Mr. Moxon a walk- 
over for the Republican nomination, and 
it promises to be an interesting contest.

NEW GORED SKIRTS. | 


OLIVE HARPER GIVES DIRECTIONS 
FOR MAKING THEM. 


Valuable Information For Amateur Dress- 
makers—How to Cut the Breadths and 
Lining—Directious For Sewing—The Ten 
Gored Design—Figured Goods. 


{Special Correspondence. ] 

New York, Oct. 22.—The new and | 
handsome skirt adopted for this fall and | 
winter is, in spite of its appearance, | 
quite easily achieved by the amatuer 
dressmaker, and all she will have to do 
will be to read this letter and follow di- |: 
rections given in it andon the diagrams 
given here. 

The first one is the eight gored walk- 
ing skirt. This skirt never goes out of 
shape, sags or flattens. It will retain its 
shape as long as it lasts. If the material 
is silk or medium weight wool, it will 
require a full lining of cambric, or silk 
if the dressmaker wishes. The linings 
are to becut exactly the same size as the 
outside and seamed up with the outside. 
The facing, whatever it is, is then add-

ed, and the velutina binding and the 
under rufile, if one is desired. <As to 
facings, the fiber chamois is a sort of 
wood pulp paper, quite soft and pliable, 
but my own experience with it rather 
tends to cause me to prefer something 
else for a gown that may be exposed to 
weather. A few of the best dressmakers 
are now using blue denim for the heavy, 
stiff facing, this to be covered, if so de- 
sired, with silk or mohair. The denim 
should be washed and ironed. It be 
comes very firm and stiff and never loses 
its qualities, while all other facings do, 
except haircloth, and everybody hates 
that prickly, unwieldy stuff. 

To begin, the lady must lay her fold- 
ed goods on a flat surface, with the 
double fold in the exact center of the 
fropt breadth, which is numbered 4 in 
the diagram. Measuring the length of 
the skirt and allowing 2 inches for 
‘take up’’ in the lengths, she marks the 
spot with a pin or piece of chalk. Then 
measure 12 inches at the top, 6 on the 
double and mark that across, beginning 
from the fold. Carry the line down 
diagovally, making the bottom of the 
front breadth 22 inches, 11 on the dou- 
ble and cut by the mark. If the goods 
are 40 or more inches wide, the side 
gores will come out of the same width. 
These two front side gores are marked 
8. They are 3 inches at the top and 


each 18 inches at the bottom. The 
dotted line shows where the selvage 
goes. Next come the two back side 


gores. These are 4 inches at the top and 
14 at the bottom and cut so that the 
straight edge joins the gore of the front 
side breadths. The three back breadths 
are cut on the straight center fold of the 
material and are gored on both sides 
Each is 8 inches acri top and 22 
at the bottom. Each of the three back 
breadths has a scalloped dip of 115 
inches in the center. 

When these breadths and the lining 
are all cut, they should be carefully 
basted together around all seams. Then 
the breadths and lining should be sewed 
up, beginning the seams at the top in- 
variably. The facing should have been 
cut exactly like the lower part of the 
skirt, and when the seams in the skirt 
have been sewed and pressed flat, the 
facing, previously sewed and pressed, 
is to be tacked tothe inside, holding the 
skirt next tothe person. Leave the edges 
raw. Then baste the velutina binding 
on the outside and stitch it down, after | 
which turn it back and fell it up onto | 
the facing. This facing, of stiff ma- 
terial, should have been faced nearly to 
the top with silk or mohair and this | 
hemmed down—preferably by machine, 
as itis firmer. When this is all done, 
press the facing, always on the wrong 
side of the skirt, rubbing the iron up- 
ward from the edge of the skirt. The } 
facing will be thus made toconform en- | 
tirely and perfectly to the outside. After | 
this is done the upper edge of the stiff 
facing may be notched and cat stitched 
down to the lining, or it may be bound | 
with lustring ribbon and this slip stitch- 
ed to the lining. The facing to the back 
breadths should be rounded down ex- 
actly like the ontside and finished off 
in the same way. 

If silken ruffles are added, they should | 
be sewed to the facing after the rest is | 
finished. The belt may be put on. The | 
front breadth should be hollowed out at | 
the top one inch and held full along the

One or two elastics may be set 
under the three back plaits if so desired,

In all other respects the 
skirt is cut and finished in the same 
way, with the exception of the slant of 
the gores. In this the front breadth is 
§ inches at the top and 14 at the foot. 
| The first and second side breadths are 4 
juches top and 10 inches at the bottom. 
The third side breadths measure 2 inch- 
es at the top and 10 at the bottom. The 
three back breadths are 8 inches at the 
top, 24 at the walking line and 30 at the 
train length. The waist line will fit 
closely yet comfortably over the hips 
and the skirt hang perfectly if the same 
directions are carried out as those for 
the eight gored skirt. Blue denim or 
blue jeans is better for the stiff facing 
than anything, as it has firmness and 
body without stiffness and great Ww eight 
A thin wadding may be used in silk or 
satin gowns between lining and silk to 
give it body and richness. 
Care must be taken to see that all 
7a side breadths are sewed rightly— 
, that the selyage edge always comes 
peat the front bias one. There are four 
long seams in the ten gored skirt, where 
both edges are bias. A tape must be 
sewed in with these seams to prevent 
stretching, and if thereis a figure in 
the goods care must be taken that it all 
runs one way. Figured goods are not 
economical. Some dressmakers pipe the 
waist instead of putting on a band. If 
these simple directions are followed, 
and the skirt given a final pressing with

Festivals In the Prairie Corn 
Regions.

ATCHISON, Kan., Oct. 21.—What cot- 
ton is to the south corn is becoming to 
the west. The great fields of Indian 
maize Which cover the prairies are the 
source of much of the wealth of the 
Missouri valley, and the manner of 
recognition of its importance is worthy 
the originality of the people. Cornhusk- 
ing bees cannot be held, as the grain is 
shucked in the fields, while corn festi- 

vals are not only feasible, but unique, 
and attract much attention. 

The originatcr of the corn festival 
aimed to make it different from all 
others on earth and succeeded. The one 
held here attracted thousands of visitors 
who came by the carload to see what 
could be done to 
becoming manner. There are no speec me 
pre pramme, no procession. 
dozen bands play when and where ie 
will. The carriages and people are dec- 
orated with cornhusks, and the store 
fronts are built up with such lavish 
decorations as to make the streets seem 
like a field. At dusk handsome floats | 
appear and display the oddities of fic- 
tion and poetry, with corn as the central 
feature. A prize is offered to the man 
who can drive with a load of water- 
melons through the street and not have 
them stolen.

| floats and the street car conductors are 


subjected to a rattling rain of corn. 
Thousands of feet tramp over the fallen 
grain, and as the supply grows less the 
store decorations are torn away to con- 
tribute to the hilarity. Midnight scarce- 
ly sees an end to the sport, and the next 
morning presents a street surface which 
needs only a generous rain and a fierce 
sun heat to be converted into a kind of 
huge loaf of corn bread. 

It is remarkable what unique effects 
can be produced by means of the corn 
decorations. Dresses, capes and hats of 
husks, with cob and kernel trimmings, 
do not look so bad, and all sorts of pic- 
tures can be made of the particolored 
grains. 

The corn of the rich Missouri bot- 
toms is not the spiudling growth of up- 
lands or the six row variety of the 
eastern hills. It is a rank, luxurious, 
towering plant, often 10 and 12 feet in 
height, with hnge ears, which test the 
strength of farmbhands’ wrists in break- 
ing them from the stalk. The fields are 


| like forests in summer and are rich in 


the best product of the farm in autumn. 

Iowa recognizes the corn ascendency 
by erecting corn palaces, where the va- 
rious uses of the plant are set forth, 
but the Kansas idea of acorn carnival 
has both the merits of enjoyment and 
impressiveness. Not alone are the vis- 
itors enabled to see the possibilities for 
odd features, but they are served at the

with corn in all the styles that good 
cooks and vivid imaginations can con- 
coct. 

The prairie farmer puts his faith in 
corn; he speculates in wheat. The 
former feeds his horses, his family and 
is little wonder 
that he enjoys putting an extra wreath 
on King Corn’s brow and does it with 
thorough enthusiasm.

Ministry Compelled to Step 
Out of Office. 


Defeat Not Surprising In View 
of Sweeping Charges. 


Government's 


Panis, Oct. 29.—The ministry which 
was formed on Jan. 26 by M. Ribot after 
the fall of the Dupuy ministry resigned 
yesterday, as a result of a government de- 
feat during the debate on the Southern 
railway scandal. It was composed of the 
following members: 

M. Ribot, prime minister and minister 
of finance; M MHanotaux, minister of 
foreign affairs; General Zurlingder, minis- 
ter of war; Admiral Besnard, minister of 
marine; M. Trarieux, minister of justice; 
M. Leygues, minister of interior; M. Poin- 
carre, minister of public instruction and 
worship; M. Dupuy-Dutemps, minister of 
public works; M. Lobon, minister of com- 
merce; M. Gadaud, 
ture; M. 
colonies. 


How It Was Brought About. 


M. Rouanet, who has been prominent 
in exposing those who were connected 
with the Panama canal and Southern rail- 
road syndicates yesterday, questioned the 
government regarding the South of 
France railroad scandal, it being alleged 
that a number of senators, deputies and 
others have made large profits out of the 
company by fair or unfair means. 

He declared that the good repute of par- 
liament was involved and asked for ex- 
planations as to the partiality which had 
been shown toward those involved in the 
scandals, claiming that the authorities 
had been afraid to prosecute them because 
the deputies and senators involved with 
the late Baron Reinach of Panama canal 
fame had disposed of 8,850,000 francs in 
devious ways, gnd on behalf of the south- 
ern railways he demanded that the minis- 
ter of justice, M. Trarieux, publish the 
documents in the case, which were in his 
possession, and which would throw light 
on the subject. 

M. Binder then charged the minister of 
justice with culpable leniency, and de- 
manded that the guilty parties be pun- 
ished. 

M. Trarieux replied, denying that he 
had long hadin his possession documents 
which required the arrest of Edmond 
Magnier, ex-senator and recently editor- 
in-chief of The EKEvenement, who was 
recently sentenced to a term of imprison- 
ment for having received part of the prof- 
its of the syndicate. Continuing, the 
minister of justice said that whenever the 
government believed it had incriminating 
evidence it had prosecuted the parties in- 
volved. No deputy, he added, was in- 
cluded among the guilty parties. 

Amid continual Radical interruptions, 
M. Trarieux managed to say, in addition, 
several names were known to the 
government as having figured in the re- 
port of the expert, M. Flory, the official 
accountant, who made an inquiry into 
the finances of the South of France rail- 
road. He was interrupted by

Excited Cries of “Names.” 


In reply, M. Trarieux said: “Rouvier, 
Jules Roche, Etienne, Deloncle, Bardoux 
and others.’’ When he was able to make 
himself heard, the minister of justice 
added that the majority of those whose 
names had been mentioned had explained 
their position, and he concluded with the 
remark: ‘‘The chamber now knows the 
truth, and ‘f parliament considers its 
dignity and honor compromised, the gov- 
ernment will join the chamber in voting 
for repressive measures, and in the face of 
these explanations asks the chamber for a 
vote of confidence.” 

The order of the day, pure and simple, 
was submitted to the chamber, and re- 
jected by a vote of 406 to 105, 

M. Haborts then moved that the cham- 
ber agree to prohibit members of parlia- 
ment from joining in financial syndi- 
cates. The motion was accepted by Pre- 
mier Ribot, and was adopted unanimously. 

Later M. Rouanet submitted a motion 
demanding that full light be thrown upon 
the South of France railroad scandals, 
asking the government to prosecute all 
those who have been found to be impli- 
cated in them, and submit to the chamber 
the report of the expert who inquired into 
the finances of the company. 

M. Ribot thereupon said it was useless 
to submit the expert's report, and as to the 
prosecutions, he added, the work of justice 
had been accomplished and could not be 
reopened, 

M. Rounet’s motion, asking for an ex- 
planation as to the partiality which had 
been shown toward those involved in the 
scandals, claiming that the authorities 
had been afraid to prosecute them, and 
demanding that the minister of justice 
publish the documents in the case which 
were in his possession, was then adopted 
by a vote of 275 to 196. 

After the adoption of this motion the 
ministers left the chamber of deputies in a 
body, amid ironical Radical cheers, and 
went to the Elysee palace, where they 
handed in their resignations to President 
Faure, who accepted them. The chamber 
of deputies was adjourned for a week. 

Not Unexpected, 


The defeat of the government is not 
surprising in view of the sweeping 
charges made against senators, deputies, 
and even ministers, involved, first of all in 
the Panama syndicate,. and, more re- 
cently, in the South of France railway 
management scandals, which became 
public, as the result of an investigation 
made by M. Flory, the official accountant 
of that company, brought about by accu- 
sations against various prominent men 
made inthe chamber of deputies by M. 
Rouanet, which culminated recently in 
the arrest, trial and ‘imprisonment of 
Edmond Magnier, formerly senator of the 
var, and editor-in-chief of The Evyenement, 
who is said to have received the sum of 
87,500 francs as part of the profits of the 
syndicate referred to. 

The Figaro, recently, said that the fol- 
lowing named members of the chamber of 
deputies, who were members of the South 
of France railway syndicate, made the 
profits set against their names: Jules 
Roche, 28,000 franes; M. Rouvier, 6750 
francs; M. Etienne, 3000 frances; M., 
Deloncle, 500 franes; M. Passy, 12,500 
francs; M. Le Mercier, 4500 franes. ’ 

The Figaro added that these deputies 
Were not prosecuted because Accountant 
Flory was of the opinion that the forma- 
tion of the syndicate was perfectly regu- 
lar, and, therefore, its members were pot

ITALIAN ART. 


SCHOOL COMMITTEE, soe ese 


Lecture by Miss Schmidt. 


Miss Anna Seaton Schmidt of Washing- | 


ton, D. C., was greeted by @ cultured 
audience at her first lecture on ‘ Italian 
Art,” which was delivered at the Wollas- 
ton Unitarian church on Tuesday evening. 

Mies Schmidt prefaced her lecture on art 
by taking her audience on a journey 
through Naples, Rome, Pompeii and other 
Italian cities. She devoted the evening to 
an exposition of Italian art from the time 
of the destruction of Pompeii down to that 
of Leonardo da Vinci. The illustrations 
which accompanied the lecture were 
beautiful, they being nearly all reproduc- 


tions from paintings and frescoes in the 


Vatican and Roman churches. 


{ 
** Pictures are the books of the ignorant,” 


said St. Augustine, and to teach the 
ignorant the church enlisted the great 
artists in its service. To Cimabue of 
Florence tbe revival of painting in Italy is 
generally ascribed. The Tuscan schools, 
comprising the Sienese, Pisan and Floren- 
tine were, in the 15 century merged in the 
last named, of which Giotto di Bondone in 
the 14th century was the founder. Giotto 
rejected the dark colorings which his 
predecessors had retained from their 
Byzantine models, and 
which was more natural.

The mob then left for the scene of the 


murder, where they arrived yesterday 
afternoon at 3 o'clock. The crowd con- 
tinued to gather at the scene of the hor- 
rible crime until nearly 2000 citizens of 
Tyler and vicinity were there. A few 
moments before the fiend was brought to 
the place a meeting was held and a com- 
mittee was appointed to investigate his 
identity. Witnesses were summoned and 
closely interrogated. The result was 
A Thorough Identification. 

In a few moments an officer approached 
from over the hill, followed by 300 deter- 
mined and well-armed men. When near 
the scene the officers were overpowered 
and disarmed, and the negro, Hilliard, 
brought before the committee. 

He made a full confession, in substance 
as follows: “I was coming down the road 
and saw Mrs. Bell in the road. She was 
scared of me, and I knew that if I passed 
her she would say I tried to rape her, and 
I concluded that I would rape her and 
then kill her. I cut her throat, and cut her 
in another place and left.” 

He wrote a note to his wife and gave it 
to the sheriff. It read as follows: “I am 
arrested by ‘Wig’ Smith. You know 
what they will do with me. If I don't see 
you any more, goodby. Henry.” 

After his confession and thorough iden- 
tification, a vote was taken as to what the 
mode of punishment would be. It was 
agreed to burn him, and it was agreed 
that he should suffer the penalty in the 
public square. The line of march was 
taken up toward Tyler, and at 4 o'clock 
the head of the line entered the main 
plaza, where no less than 7000 people 
were assembled. A large crowd of women 
and children were congregated on the 
awnings surrounding the public plaza. 
Wagons, carriages, trees and building 
were converted into grandstands and were 
thronged at 4:30 o'clock. 

A Gruesome Exhibition. 

A scaffold was erected in the center of 
the square. Wagons laden with kindling 
wood, coal oil and straw were driven to 
the scene and placed in position. The 
negro was then given an opportunity to 
speak, buthis words were inaudible, but 
when he offered up his last prayer his 
words could be heard for several blocks. 
He was then lashed to the iron rail that 
extended through the platform, Mr. Bell, 
the husband of the murdered woman, ap- 
plied the match and the flames shot up- 
ward, enveloping the brute in sheets of 
fire. 

He begged for mercy. It was denied 
him, the assertion being that he would be 
punished for the murder of the woman. It 
was determined to burn him at once, but 
the fire was quenched after the last piece 
of wood was burned. Inafew moments 
the fire was started again. From the time 
the match was applied until his death was 
exactly 50 minutes. 

The I and G. N. south bound train was 
crowded with people from the towns north. 
Hundreds of negroes witnessed the execu- 
tion, and representative negroes expressed 
their endorsement of the punishment. 
The officers were powerless, and the sheriff 
wired the governor, but his message was 
too late. All business houses and fac 
tories closed and the big cotton-belt shops 
were deserted. 

Newpaper Business Is Risky. 

BERLIN, Oct. 90.—The trial occurred 
yesterday of a number of journalists 
charged with lese majeste, among them 
being Joseph Dierl, editor of The Vora- 
waerts, who was sentenced to prison for 
six months. Others tried on the same 
charge were Hérr Pfundt, who was sen- 
tenced to nine months’ imprisonment, and 
Herr Randmann, whose sentence was tu 
imprisonment for a year. Al! were liber- 
ated on bail in the sum of 5000 marks. 


Building Collapsed. 

LONDON, Oct. 80.—An explosion, sup: 
posed to have been caused by escaping 
gas, wrecked a house on the Strand lass 
evening. Six persons are known ta 
have been killed, and many were injured 
by the collapse of the house. The tenants 
were mostly Covent Garden market port- 
ers. The house collapsed as if made of 
cards.

ELECTRICAL NOTES. 


No insulator of magnetism is known. 

The pull of a magnet is increased by re- 
ducing its polar surface. 

It is said that electric lamps run by 
storage batteries last twice as long as 
lamps operated directly by dynamos. 

Electro magnets with long limbs are 
practically no better than those with short 
limbs for sticking on to masses of iron. 

Any galvanometer having a resistance 
which is large in proportion to the current 
to be measured can be used as a voltmeter 
after calibration. 

In making a spark coil, or, in fact, any 
electric apparatus, the main requirements 
necessary for success are patience and de- 
termination to construct each part thor- 
oughly. 

The strength of the solution in each cell 
of astorage buttery should be tested witha 
hydrometer once a month. When the bat- 
tery is fully charged, it should indicate 22 
degrees Baume. 

In an arc lamp, supplied with a direct 
current, the consumption of the positive 
carbon is in round numbers one inch per 
hour and of the negative carbon one-half 
that amount.—Boston Transcript.

jority of women are averse to the suf- 
frage. Asmall number of women have 
spent their time for several decades in 
ceaseless demands for suffrage. but they 
have lost their best argument in failing to 
show that they are prepared to use the 
franchise when they have gotit. <A single 
sound and useful contribution to one side 
or the other of any question of current 
politics—the tariff, specie payments, the 
silver bill, civil service reform, railroad 
monopoly, capital and labor, or a half 
score of other matters—would have done 
more for their cause than years of empty 
agitation. 

Permanence of the Kelation of the Sexes. 

The agitators say that no reason can be 
given why women should not take a direct 
part in politics, except that they have 
never done so. There are other reasons, 
and strong ones, in abundance. But this 
particular one is nevertheless good. All 
usages, laws and institutions have risen 
and perished, and risen and perished again. 
Their history is the history of mutability 
itself. But, from the earliest records of 
mankind down to this moment, in every 
race and every form or degree of civiliza- 
tion or barbarism, the relative position of 
the sexes has been essentially the same, 
with exceptions so feeble, rare and trans- 
ient that they only prove the rule. Such 
permanence in the foundation of society, 
while all that rests upon it has passed 
from change to change, is proof in itself 
that this foundation les deep in the essen- 
tial nature of things. It is idle to prate of 
the old time that has passed away and the 
new time that is coming. The “new 
time’ can no more stir the basis of human 
nature than it can stop the movement of 
the earth. 

The cause of this permanence is obvious. 
Women have great special tasks assigned 
them in the work of life, and men have 
not. ‘To these tasks their whole nature, 
moral and physical, is adjusted. There is 
scarcely a distinctive quality of women 
that has not a direct or indirect bearing 
uponthem. Everything else in their ex- 
istence is subordinated to the indispensa- 
ble functions of continuing and rearing 
the human race; and, during the best 
years of life, this work, fully discharged, 
leaves little room for any other. Rightly 
considered, it is a work no less dignified 
than essential. It is the root and stem of 
national existence, while the occupations 
of men are but the leaves and branches. 
On women of the intelligent and instruct- 
ed classes depends the future of the na- 
tion. If they are sound in body and mind, 
impart this soundness to a numerous off- 
spring and rear them toa sense of respon- 
sibility and duty, there are no national | 
evils that we cannot overcome. If they 
fail to do this, their part, then the masses 
of the coarse and unintelligent, always of 
rapid increase, will overwhelm us and our 
institutions.—Francis Parkman. 


Grounds of Remonstrance. 

The following protest, addressed by 
women of New York to the constitutional 
convention of that state, expresses briefly 
and forcibly some of the reasons which 
lead the great majority of American wo- 
men to object to having the great responsi- 

bilities of the ballot thrust upon them: 

We, American Swomen, citizens of the 
state of New York, protest against the 
proposal to impose the obligation of suf- 
frage upon the women of this state, for 
the following, among other reasons: 

First—Because suffrage is to be regarded 
not as # privilege to be enjoyed, but as a 
duty to be performed. 

Second— Because hitherto the women of 
this state have enjoyed exemption from 
this burdensome duty, and no adequate 
reason has been assigned for depriving 
them of that immunity, 

Third—Because conferring suffrage upon 
the Women who claim it would impose 
suffrage upon the many women who 
neither desire it as a privilege nor regard 
& as their duty. 

Fourth —Because the need- of America is 
not an increased quantity, but an im. | 
proved quality of the vote, and there is no! 
adequate reason to believe that woman's 
suffrage by doubling the vote will im- 
prove its quality. 

Fifth—Because the household, not the 
individual, is the unit of the state, and | 
the vast majority of women are repre- | 
sented by household suffrage. 

Sixth—Because the women not so rep- 

resented suffer no practical injustice 
which giving the suffrage will remedy. 

Seventh—Because equality in character 
does not imply similarity in function, and 
the duties and life of men and women are 
divinely ordered to be different in the! 
state as in the home. 

Kighth—Because the energies of wemen | 
Bre engrossed by the present duties and 
interests, from which men cannot relieve 
them, and it is better for sthe community 
that they devote their energies to the more 
efficient performance of their present work 
than to divert them to new fields of activ- 
ity. 

Ninth—Because political equality will 
deprive woman of special privileges hith- | 
erto accorded to her by law. | 

Tenth—Because suffrage logically in- 
volves the holding of public office, and | 
office holding is inconsistent with the | 
duties of most women. |

ROBBED HEN ROOSTS, 


Fred Pike Has Relieved Farmers of 
Thousands of Fowls, 


Sold Them to Boston Res- 
taurant Keepers. 


People of Wakefield Alone Have Lost $2000 
Worth of Hens. 


Bostox, Oct. 3L—An alleged hen thief 
who seems to have been industrious for 
the past two years in neighboring towns 
was arrested in this city yesterday by offi- 
cers of station 3, assisted by Chief of Police 
Vannah of Wakefleld. He was photo- 
graphed for the rogues’ gallery and then 
taken to Wakefield. 

He gave his name as Fred Pike, alias 
George Gould, 42 years of age, but he re- 
fused to reveal where he has been living 
of late. He claims to have originally 
come from St. Albans, Vt. 

For two years past he has been in the 
habit, so it is'alleged, of making nightly 
visits to different towns a few miles out of 
Boston and robbing hen roosts. The fol- 
lowing day he has always appeared at the 
West End of this city, where he has done 
a thriving business among 380 or more res- 
taurants, who have purchased from him 
chickens for a price much less than they 
could the same articles at the market. 

But up to the time of his arrest no sus- 
picion was cast upon him, it being the 
impression among his customers that he 
was 

A Well-to-Do Merchant, 
living out of town, who made his source 
of revenue from that business. 

He had a bag in his possession when ar- 
rested, which contained about 60 keys of 
various kinds, a glass-cutter and a com- 
bination screwdriver, besides some hens’ 
feathers 

The proprietor of a restaurant also 
identified Pike as the man from whom he 
had daily purchased chickens for the past 
two years, and lateron the prisoner was 
identified by many others with whom he 
had dealings for some time. 

In his pocket was found a memorandum 
book with the names of many of his cus- 
tomers, and further investigation by the 
officers revealed the fact that for some 
time he has been plucking feathers from 
the poultryin a house on Lowell street, 
giving a woman named Kelly the feathers 
for the privilege granted him. Mrs. Kelly 
now has two or three bolsters stuffed with 
the feathers which she got in this manner. 

Investigation shows that for a long 
time he did the same thing at 43 Leverett 
street, giving the woman the feathers for 
the privilege of allowing him to dress the 
hens and chickens at that place. There 
the woman saved enough feathers to make 
a whole feather bed, two pillows and a 
bolster. ‘To these people he always repre- 
sented that he had two farms 

A Little Way Out of Town. 

Chief Vannah of Wakefield s:ys that 
during the past two years the people of 
that place alone bave had $2000 worth of 
hens stolen from them, and_ besides there 
the farmers of Medford, Malden and 
Lynnfield have also been robbed to a large 
extent, 

Pike, alias Gould, is supposed to have 
been the thief in all instances, owing to 
the facts that have been learned in Bos- 
ton, where he did a thriving business. 
When arrested he had about $40 in his 
pocket. 

The Connor’s Case. 

PORTLAND, Me., Oct. 81.—A_ hearing 
was given the captain of the ship William 
H. Connor in the United States court yes- 
terday morning ona $12,000 Hbel against 
that vessel for failing to display Ights at 
night while on her voyage from Yoko- 
hama to this port. Witnesses testified that 
for over a month while the vessel was at 
sea no lights were shown at night. The de- 
fense was as noaccident had resulted from 
this negligence, the United States had no 
right to interfere in the matter. The case 
is unfinished.

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REMONSTRANTS. 


Speakers Oppose Woman Suffrage 
but Andience Disagree. 


A meeting of the remonstrants to the 
cause of woman suffrage was held Wednes- 
day afternoon at the residence of Mrs, E 
C. Bumpus. Three gentlemen and thirty 
ladies were present. Miss Johnson of 
Weymouth presided. She said that ten 
days ago this cause first came under 
deliberation in Quincy and that it was now 
| Supported by Mrs. John Quincy Adams, 
| Mrs. Sturdevant, Mrs, Joseph Morse and 
sixty other Indies including many wage 
earpers. She further said in substance it 
Was to secure the best interests of woman 
aud of political life in the present, that 
|this movement would be carried out, 
Circulars with the names of those who 
first started this general movement were 
placed by eech person present. 

The first speaker was Mr. Donaldson of 
Cambridge. He said he should show why 
uoue of the many important objects to be 
gained by voting, could be secured with 
the ballot in the hands of women. He 
then enumerated the different questions, 
none of Which he said women could help 
with their vote. The temperauce question 
should be met by levelling the laws against 
the offender, the criminal, the man who 
drank, rather than against the liquor 
seller, Men should be educated to self 
control, He thought sugar should not be 
put away from children’s reach, but that 
they should be taught noi to take it. 

He cited statistics and made affirmations 
to show that as women had not embraced 
limited suffrage they did not want it. He 
said wonian’s position inthe West had not 
been a success in political life. fle said 
that suffrage as used by men meant force, 
which women could not exert. The 
speaker was a refined delicate young man 
of pleasing presence. The question next 
came up with a bright paper by Miss 
Mclntyre of Cambridge. She felt that- if 
women voted for temperance, the many 
women who come here from Europe who 
are used to the use not abuse of wines in 
various forms, would feel that their 
freedom were restricted. Her long paper 
received merited attention. She dwelt 
upon the good position of woman under 
Massachusetts laws and the many privileges 
and safeguards placed about her in a 


| forcible manner. 


At the close Mr, Faxon proposed scme of 
his conundrums which were quickly parried 
by the young speakers, 

Mrs. Babcock said in regard to the sugar 
question, a3 a mother of a family, she had 
found it wisest to put the sugar beyond the 
reach of children. 

Rev. E. C. Butler of First church said 
the first speaker bad made affirmations 
which he felt were not arguments, and 
which could be met and disproven.

DURRANT WAS COOL 


While Everybody Else In the Courtroom Was | 


Fairly Thrilied, 


SAN Francisco, Oct. 31.—District At- 
torney Barnes yesterday appeared as the 
high central figure in the last scene of the 
trial of Theodore Durrant. He delivered 
what is considered in many respects one 
of the strongest arguments ever made to a 
California jury. Aside from being logical 
and convincing in his discussion of the 
testimony, he made two or three dramatic 
by-plays that put a severe test to the iron 
nerves of the prisoner. 

While looking intently at the frame 
bearing Miss Lamont’s dress, which stood 
near the jury box, and telling how 
through the long days of the trial he had 
seeen the young schoolgirl clothed in ail 
her innocence and purity, Mr. Barnes 
reached the climax of the scene. Turning 
upon Durrant, who was seated only three 
feet away, the district attorney, with 
clinched fists and in a voice of thunder ex- 
claimed: “I see her now. ‘There she 
stands behind him at this very moment, 
not praying for vengeance for her deep 
and remediless wrongs, not for the law’s 
retribution upon her murderer, but with 
uplifted hand and streaming eyes, praying 
that God will not put it into your hearts, 
by the mockery of a verdict of not guilty, 
to set free this monster to prey upon other 
souls, pollute with vile hands the un- 
sunned snow of other children and defy 
anew that God of justice whose ministers 
you are!” 

While everybody else was thrilled with 
the impressiveness of the scene, Durrant 
sat stolid and indifferent. As the district 
attorney’s last words were uttered, the 
prisoner whispered something in the ear 
of his mother, who sat near him, and 
smiled asif pleased at the wit of his own 
remark. 

The district attorney will close his argu- 
ment today, when the jury will be charged 
and the fate of Durrant will be placed in 
their keeping. 


BY ACCLAMATION. 


Cuban Assembly Chooses Palma as Its Repre- 
sentative Abroad. 

NEw York, Oct. 31.—The Cuban dele- 
gation, which was established in this city 
at the beginning of the war for the inde- 
pendence of the island, received yesterday 
the official appointment of Tomas Estrada 
Palma as minister plenipotentiary of the 
republic of Cuba abroad, 


PRESIDENT PALMA, 


The document bears the date of Oct. 18, 
1805, and is signed by all the members of 
the Cuban assembly in Jimaguaya, prov- 
ince of Principe. The appointment was 
made by acclamation.

THE CHURCH OF ST. SOPHIA. 


It Stands as the Masterpiece of Byzantine 
Architecture and Construction. 

Materials were brought from far and 
near, Egypt and Greece uniting with 
Asia Minor and the islands, each con- 
tiguous tothe capital, in supplying their 
quota of marble for the columns and 
walls of the church of St. Sophia. For 
nearly six years the work went on with 
unabated energy. Many difficulties 
were overcome and many experiments 
were tried and found successful, and at 
length, on the 26th of December, 5387, 
the church was dedicated amid the ac- 
clamations of the populace, and the em- 
peror exclaimed in the fullness of his 
pride: ‘‘Glory be to God, who hath 
thought me worthy to accomplish so 
great a work. I have vanquished thee, 
O Solomon !’’ 

The emperor’s joy in his church was, 
however, destined to receive a rude 
shock some 20 years later, when the 
apse and part of the dome were thrown 
down by an earthquake, but the same 
energy Which was shown in the build- 
ing of the church again asserted itself. 
The damage was repaired—the dome 
being heightened 20 feet to give it ad- 
ditional security—and the church was 
reconsecrated on the 24th of December, 
563, 514 years after the disaster. 

The church of St. Sophia has never 
been surpassed in the unity and com- 
pleteness of its design and in the dar- 
ing nature of its construction. In this 
building the arch and dome assert them- 
selves and dominate everything, and we 
have a lightness, a spaciousness and a 
grandeur that had never been reached in 
the finest of the basilicas and has never 
been surpassed since, During all the 
centuries which have elapsed since its 
erection,it has maintained its supremacy 
as the masterpiece of Byzantine archi- 
tecture and construction, and it fixed 
generally the type on which most of the 
later churches in the east were based, 
but it has never been surpassed by any 
of them.—Scottish Review. 


Hints to Book Canvassers. 

A good story is told of one of the can- 
vassers of a leading publishing firm in 
London. He found his way into the par- 

| lor of a branch bank, and saw the man- 
ager, who, as soon as he learned his 
business, ordered him out. Very quiet- 
ly he said:

AN IDEAL BOOM CITY. | 


MR. BEADLE DISCOVERS AND DIiS-| 
SECTS ANNISTON, ALA. } 


The Rise, Collapse and Revival of a South- 
ern City—Its Cosmopolitan Character, } 
Ite Substantial Buildings, Its Wine and | 


Its Mineral Ores. 


[Special Correspondence.] 

Anniston, Ala., Oct. 28.—The Atlan- 
ta exposition is a big thing, of course, | 
the greatest show the south has ever | 
had, and yet I grew tired of it. Street | 
soenes in Atlanta just now are wonder- | 
fully enlivening, what with the bril- | 
liantly lighted stores, the motley dress- | 
ing and the many colored people, the | 
open air music and the many theaters 
all crowded nightly. Yet one does get | 
tired of living in a hubbub, and Atlan- 
ta’s racket wearied me. And, further- 
more, lovely autumn is just now at her 
loveliest. This season is so long and so 
mild and its changes areso gradual] and 
soothing in this latitade. It was no 
time for the city, and so I was off for | 
the iron mountains. 

Where the Vine Flourishes. 

The Georgia Pacific railway, by 
which I traveled, took its ambitious 
title because it was designed to run to 
the Mississippi and connect with the 
Southern Pacific. It succeeded in get- | 
ting as far as Birmingham and is now | 
absorbed by and a feeder to the Pied- | 
mont Air Line on the Great Southern. 
Short as it is, it has on a string four of | 
the most remarkable places in our coun- 
try—Atlanta, Fruitburst, Anniston and | 
Birmingham—and, strange to say, the 
second, as yet unheard of in the north, | 
is just now exciting the landed inter- 
ests of Alabama. 

About ten miles west of the Georgia | 
line passengers familiar with the topog- | 
raphy called our attention to a region | 
where the hills seemed a little more 
abrupt, the soil a little redder and the | 
timber more ragged than elsewhere, the | 
land being considered a few years ago | 
almost worthless. To this region came 
by chance a few exiles from Alsace, who | 
declared on sight that here were repro- | 
duced the exact conditions uf the best | 
wine districts in France. The mercury 
very rarely rises above ¥0 degrees and 
the cold is never severe enough to in- | 
jure the vine. The late winter is rainy, 
the early summer variable as to mois- 
ture, and from July to November the 
season is dry four times out of five. 


on the point of his hoofs at once, and ip 
less time than it takes to tell it a furi- 
ous discussion was raging. The testi- 
mony was equally positive on both 
sides. A prominent iron man of Bir- 
mingham declared it a positive certain- 
ty that with the exception of Mobile, 
Memphis, one district in Florida and 
two in Kentucky, every district in the 
south would semd delegates to the na- 
tional Democratic convention in favor 
of free coinage at the old ratio.

First we cross a level, 
then enter the red foothills and next 
wriggle through the main range on a@ 
course running to every point of the 
compass, to emerge into another high 
valley, and in the narrowest of these is 
this very interesting city of Anniston. 
Two things strike the visitor with as- 
tonishment at the first view—the great 
number of fine residences on all the 
commanding points and the many really 
magnificent churches. Brooklyn does 


| not compare with it in that respect. The 


highest estimate of the population, in- 
cluding Oxanna and other suburbs, is 
15,000, aud it certainly is less than 
that. Yet there are 18 white churches 
and several colored. Aud some of the 
white churches might be called small 
cathedrals—imposing structures of gray 
and white stone which look as if they 
were built for all time. In truth, that 
is the great characteristic of the city. 


| The founders evidently had faith in the 


future, for i] the hotels, banks and 
general business structures are seeming- 
ly as solid us if in New York and Bos- 
ton. like a boom 
town, yet that is just What it is. Other 
cities have had booms, but this is the 
ideal boom city. Itcompletely fills the 
bill.

_ “There’s a romance about the build- 
ing of Anniston. The founders made 
their money on charcoal iron, and made 
piles of it too. When a depression came, 
they stacked it away, and when the 
boom of 1879-80 came on their profits 
were enormous.

Concessions to Americans Not Within 
British Sphere of Influence, 


“Frontier Outrage” a Purely | 


Individual Act. 


Governor of British Guiana Gives Views on a 
Much Discussed Matter. 


PLyMmouts, Eng., Oct. 81. — Governor 
Bir Charles Lees of British Guiana arrived 
here at midnight, having been recalled to 
England to confer with Colonial Secretary 
Chamberlain on the Venezuelan boundary 
question. 

The governor was asked if any diffi- 
culty was likely to arise out of the con- 
cessions made to American capitalists by 
Venezuela. He said: ‘No concessions 
have been made within the British sphere 
of influence, and therefore no difficulty is 
likely to arise. 

“T have no idea that there will be any 
serious resistance to the British demands 
growing out of the Uruan incident, as the 
Venezuelan government seems desirous of 
doing everything possible to repair any 
injury done to British subjects.” 

“I regard the frontier outrage (the so- 
called Uruan incident) as a purely in- 
dividual act, as the British subjects, 
Barnes and Baker, who were arrested by 
the Venezuelan officer, when brought be- 
fore the higher representatives of the Ven- 
ezuelan government, were asked by them 
to return to the British territory. But 
they declined on the ground that there 
were no means of transit back.” 

The Uruan incident referred to by Mr. 
Lees was that upon which the reported 
British ultimatum to Venezuela was 
based. A British sergeant of police (the 
Barnes above referred to) and two assist- 
ants crossed the river af Urnan and 
planted the British flag on the Venezuelan 
side. The Venezuelan police tore down 
the flag, drove the intruders across the 
stream and subsequently arrested them. 
While on their way to Ciudad Boliver 
with their prisoners they were instructed 
from Caracas to release the Englishmen 
and to permit them to return to British 
Guiana. The British government de- 
mands 

Reparation For These Arrests. 

Mr. Lees was asked further to explain 
the action of the Guiana high council in 
voting its disapproval of Colonial Secre- 
tary Chamberlain’s suggestion for the 
purchase of maxim guns to be taken to 
the Venezuelan frontier. Sir Charles said: 

“With regard to this vote, the matter 
was purely an imperial one. There is 
only a post, consisting of seven men at 
Uruan, being merely a police station to 
mark the frontier on the Schomburgk 
boundary line, and there is practically no 
military station there, although the 
colonial government has repeatedly asked 
the imperial government for a supply of 
maxim guns. 

“The Venezuelan party, when they 
crossed the river at Uruan, hoisted their 
flag upon a building within the Schom- 
burgk boundary. Sergeants Barnes and 
Baker hauled it down merely to show that 
it was within the British lines, although 
the colonial government would be de- 
lighted to welcome squatters to that terri- 
tory, and only desired to show that it was 
British territory.” 

He was asked if he thought that any 
serious affair would occur in the event ofa 
crisis, to which he replied: “I think not, 
as there is only a very small police station 
on the Venezeluan frontier. The Vene- 
zuelans tried their utmost to persuade 
Barnes and Baker to return to British ter- 
ritory after they had been arrested." 

Sir Charles came home principally to 
recruit his health, and although some 
matters of private business will also e- 
ceive his attention, he will see Mr. Cham- 
berlain, secretary of state for the colonies, 
&s soon as possible. 

Swallowed Aconite. 

NEw YorK, Oct. 31.—Dr. W. S. Miller, 
49 years old. an attache of the New System 
Dental parlors, 2 Union square, com- 
mitted suicide yesterday afternoon by 
swallowing four ounces of aconite. It was 
said by persons in the house that Dr. 
Miller was known as a hard drinker. It 
was said that on several recent occasions 
he had been called on by a young woman, 
ani that after these calls his sprees were 
of a harder and longer nature than usual. 


Put Out of the Way. 

New YORK, Oct. 31.—Dr. Orlando Brad- 
ford, the counterfeiter, was yesterday sen- 
tenced to six years’ imprisonment in the 
penitentiary. Michael Manning and 
Frank Carr were given similar sentences. 
Albert Brown was given four years, and 
Harvey Kingsley, also a counterfeiter, was 
sent to the reformatory for 13 months. 


Bad For Bulls. 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 31.—The Philadel- 
phia stock marke had the liveliest shake- 
up yesterday experienved since the Read- 
ing railroad collapsed, nearly three years 
ago. The Philadelphia “Kaffirs,” as 
they have been called, went all to pieees, 
one stock, Electric Storage, breaking $18 
a share in two hours. 


Sampson’s Figures. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 31.—In his annual 
report to the secretary of the navy, Cap- 
tain Sampson, chief of the ordnance 
bureau, submits estimates aggregating 
$6,457,984 for the next fiscal year. Last 
year’s estimate of $500,000 for guns for the 
auxiliary pavy is renewed. 


Badly Wrecked. 

St. Jonny, N. B., Oct. 31.—A survey 
was held yesterday on the Norwegian 
ship Reciprocity ashore near Musquash. 
The surveyors found the vessel so badly 
damaged that they recommended her con- 
demnation and immediate sale.
